his public but private Capacity, in 
the moft odious Manner, tho' igno- 
rant of the Perfon they fpeak of, 
as well as of his Caufe; fufficient it- 
is to him to have a good Confcience, 
which muft bear him up againft the 
Stream of Reproach, and the moft 
impetuous Torrent of Defamation* 
The late Prince of Wdes was charmed 
with every Pait of it, but with 
none more than the good-natur'd 
Defcription of thofe concerned in 

the 
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the enterprizing Projeft and daring 
Adventure ; and the late King of 
Sisicden^ who was in more Battles, and 
more terrible Sieges , than ChariesySl. 
caus'd . it to be trahflated and 
read before him. As the Young 
Chevalier, pubiiftied by Mr. Griffiths, 
is not wholly fold off, the Author 
hereby recommends that Perform- 
ance, as a- proper Supplement to what 
is herein contained. 




T HE 

HIST O RY 

OF THE 

REBELLION, 

MDCCXLV and MDCCXLVI. 

CHARLES Edward^ eldeft Son of the Preten- 
der, was, from his Birth i)^f^/w^^r 20, 1720, ho- 
noured as Prince of JVales^wol only by the fugitive jBr///}^ 
and /ri^ Noblemen, but by the Pope and the People of 
Rome. Fully convinced of his Right, he ever flattered 
himfelf with the Profpedt, and embraced every Propofal 
that was made for the Recovery of his Throne, In the 
Year 1735, the moll likely Way for obtaining it was laid 
down by Simon Lord Lovat^ who, upon a Difguft for be- 
ing turned out of his Captaincy in the Indepcndant High^ 
/<7«i Companies, and the Office of Sheriff-Principal of /«r 
vernefs^ contrived the Rebellion, and by the moft dextrous 
Policy whetted the Minds of the Clam^ and fpirited them 
to Arms, by reprefenting the Feats of their Anceftorsin 
Favour of the Stuart Family; he communicated his 
Scheme to Perth^ Drummond of Bochaldie^ and fome o- 
thers, who, in the Year 1 7 40, ientjobn Murray of Brought 
ton v/nh a Petition to the French Court; who Toothed them 
with fair Promlfes,but made Hefitation about the Method 
of Invafion. Cardinal T^-wrv artfully fuggcfted, that a Bo- 
dy of Swedes were more likely to gain theAfFedllons of the 
People than an Army of French^ and therefore propofed, 
that the SchenUi (hould be executed by them; and thus 
put off the Petitioners till a more ticklifli Time, when he 
might employ the Chevalier to Advantage. All Things, 
as they thought, being ready for the Invafion, and he 
being declared Regent of Scotland^ fet out January fol- 
lowing for Venice^ in his Way to Frafice^- full freighted 
with Hopes, which were damped a little by the overturn- 
ing of the Chaile when about half a Mile hom Rome-, 
the Superftitious about him conftrued this as a bad Omen ; 
yet a Third after Power, entirely removed every Sufpici- 
on of a Difappointment ; here he contmued his Cone- 
fpondcnce with Uic DifafFctkd^ and was ready to put to 



Sea with a Fleet of Tranfports, condufled by a Prench 
Squadron then lying at Dunkirky when King George got 
Intelligenceof his Scheme: and,upon the 15th oi February >^ 
imparted the Defign to both Houfes of Parliament, who 
addrefled him in the moft loyal Manner, promifing to 
ftand by him with their Lives and Fortunes, and pafled 
.an Aft, making it High Treafon for the Pretcnder,or any 
of his Sons, to land in Britain^ or any of the Dominions 
thereto belonging. Every thing was put in the beft Pof- 
turc for defeating any Attempt, whether fecret or open, 
and Addrefles were prefented to the King from all Parts 
t)f Britain and Inland. He returned foon after to Rom$^ 
and informed his Father what he had done ; here he con- 
tinued till the Spring of the Year 1745, when again he 
fet out for Paris^ in a Chaife that broke down with him 
juft about the Place where it formerly had done ; being 
come hither, be was again amufed by the Court of Ver- 
faillesy and had a regular Correfpondence with the Chiefs 
of the Clans, w4to generally gave bim the grcateft Satif- 
faftion in their Anfwers, and rendered him fo confident 
cfSucccfs,that upon their craving a Delay of the Matter^ 
lie faid to Murray^ that he was fo fully refolved on the 
Expedition, that he would go, tho^ aflSfted by none ; 
and it is obfervable, that in the memorable Year 1745* 
iie fo precipitately, after the Battle of Fontenoyy hurried 
into the Scheme, that he would not fo much as wait an 
Anfwer from the Chieftains which were then upon the 
Road diflliading him from his Enterprife; for he diredlly 
•rode to Port Lazare in Britany^ where, -on the 3d of 
July^ he went on board a fmall Veflel of 16 Guns, and 
M-as joined oif Belleijk by the Elizabeth of 6^^^ who were 
, both attacked in 47 Deg. 57 Mia N. L. 39 Leagues 
Weft from the Meridian of the Lizard^ by the Lion Man 
©f Warof58'Cruns. The Engagement continued 5 hours, 
and then both Sides were glad to parr, after having done 
each other great Damage. The Elizabeth r-eeurned, 
but the Frigate purfued her Pafl'age, with the Che- 
valier and fcven Attendants, whom I take to be the 
Marquis of Tullibardin*^ eldcft Brother to the Duke 
of JthoUy who was attainted for Rebellion, I7i5*

Co^ 
fonel O SulBvah an Irijbmatiy bred in a Rmijb College a- 
broad, whfere he entred into Pl-ieft's Orders ; (as feveral 
irifh and S^ttts Highlandm do) after .which he was recom- 
mended to Riarefchal MailUboh>^ by whom he Was retained 
aj domfeftick Tiitof to his Son. The MareFchal, perceiv- 
ing in him a nillitary Genius, encouraged his applying thaj 
Way, which he did with Aich Succefs, that having attend- 
^ his Maftet in his Expedition againft Corfica^ he adled a$ 
Secretary* This he did to the great Honour bipth of him- 
felf and Patron ; his Reputation grew ; he ferv*d twcj 
Campaigns, one in Italy^ the other on the Rhiht^ and at- 
tained the Reputation from the Generak of being the belt 
irregular Warrior hi -fftfr^/; nor Was his Slnowledge 14 
the regular much inferior to that of the Wifeft Command- 
ti"; he wasDlredorof the P/v/m/^'s Artillery, and Aid- 
de*Camp. Mr. Kelly ^ who was a long Time in the 7w- 
er^ upon the Affair of the Bifhop of BJtfnfter. Mr. M/- 
thlj his Valet-de-Chambre, a Man who was long about 
xh^Old Prttrnder^ and -carried on the Courtfhip betwixl 
him and the Princefs Sobiejki ; a Negro dofed his Retinue. 

However true it may be, that he landed from Uijf^ 
^here he was about a Week, in Ardnamurchan^ in the. 
Manner he defcribes \ yet certain it is, that a Frigate of 
16 or 1 8 Guns was feen ofFfome of thcfe Weftern Iflandk 
about that Time. He brought with him 700 Stand of 
Arms, befides Ammunition, and 25,000/. in Cafh. * 

Upon the 24th of July hfe failed to the Entrance of 
Loch-Soinardy went to the Houfe of Donald Mac-Donali 
of Kinnloch'Mordarty whence he intimated his Arrival td 
his beft Friends. Cameron of Lbchiei repaired to him* 
but refufed at that Time to join, till the Chevalier pro- 
duced the French King's Obligation to favour his Expedi- 
tion with all his Force. The Cameroni met, and ih^B 
Queflion being prbpofedj Whether oi: not join the Pre^ 
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and now Dnkes of Athole. The Mnvra^ yjcrt as frequent perhaps 
as any Sirnaine In Scodand-y were polie (Ted of very large Territo- 
ries in the North, fuch as StttherlaftJ, Mmray, &c. But were oiir- 
cd of thcfe by the CaUi. However, many great Families yet rw 
main of them.

tender? the Majority were of Opinion, it was rifting toa 
much, and therefore declined, offering to confine their 
Chief, left he (bould engage in fo defperate an Attempt ; 
but he told them that it was impoiBble he could dip deeper 
than already he had ; for, fays he, *V I have correfponded 
with him.'* Then was the Scheme agreed to. The Ca- 
merons fet up his Starfdard at GlenphiUin^ with this Motto 
in Latitiy I'he good Caufe at loft triumphing. Numbers 
of thofe, who had been in the Plot with him, repaired 
thereto from the Ifles, fuch as Clanronald^ &c. and feve- 
ral Papifis^ who lived in Argyle*% Lands, haflen to the 
mad ElTay. And now he marched to within a Mile of 
Fort-William^^ where he encamped ; here he was joined 
by the Stuarts of Appin under Ardjhiel; the Mac-Donalds 
of Gkngary^ Keppochy Glenco : For the Mac-Gregors and 
Athole Men had not come in yet. He made them the 
iargeft Promifes, was very popular among them, gave 
the private Men no lefs than eighr Pence per Day at firfl: ; 
nothing was wanting to their Encouragement, for, when 
Tome Mac-Donalds belonging to Keppoch attacked about 
70 new-railed Men of St. Clair'' s Regiment, whom they 
took Prifoners, he gave them the Bopty, viz. 50 /. The 
Chiefs were made Colonels, ^c. and his Forces were re- 
gimented in the Manner of regular Troops : And here it 
hiay nor be improper to give a Sketch of the Charafters 
of tlie Perfons principally concerned in this Rebellion. 
And^ firft, of 

yames Drummondy commonly called Duke of Perth^ 
(an Honour conferred on his Grandfather, the Chancellor, 
by King James VII. a little before the Revolution, tho* 
the Patent did not pafs the Seals) was a young Man, 
Chief of a noble Family, which iirft came from Hungary^ 
in the D^ys of Malcobn Canmore^ and matched with the 
Royal Offfpring (Annabella Drummond^ the Daughter of 
Drummand of Stobhall^ being married to K. Robert III, 
bore him K. James I. and fix Daughters) was good-na- 
tur'd, mild and affable ; fond of a Country-life, and of 
Horfe-races ; at which his Horfes frequently won the 
Prize. He lay under gfcat Obligations to the Go- 
vernment ; for tho' the Chancellor went to France with 
K. JameSy and his Father was in the Rebellion 17 15,. yet 
he peaceably poflfeft his Eftate. But, forgetful of thofe 
great Favours, by the Inftigation of his Mother, a Daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Gordah^s^ generally look'd on as a ^^- 

maft 
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man Catholic, he (hook off his Airegiance to the mildell of 
Kings, and rofe in Arnis lo overturn a Government, to 
which he certainly owed fomc Gratitude ; but what can 
be expefted from a Man of the beft natural Difpofition, 
when educated in wrong Principles, both with refpedl to 
civil and ecclefiaftical Affairs. 

Jobn Murray of Braughton, a Man of no extraordi- 
nary Merit, and grofly ignorant of the Intereft of his 
Country, was frequently abroad in the laft 3 Years before 
the Pretender's landing, and on bis Arrival in Ardnamur-- 
than he was the firft that came to him from the Low- 
Countries ; on which he was made his Secretary, but 
knew very little of his Intrigues, being only a Subfcriber 
«f his Declarations for Form's Sake. 

Donald Cameron of Locbiel^ Chief of an ancient Fa- 
mily, was a very humane Gentleman^ and had given great 
Proofs of his Inclination to civilize thofe of his Name, 
.who had been odious fome time pad for a thievifh Difpofi- 
tion, which frequently Ihewed itfelf in open Robberies. 
His Country is fit for Grain and Pafture ; but his lazy 
Clan, averfe to Improvement, were always ready to cm- 
brace every Occafion of Spoil. Trials have been made 
by Merchants, who underftood Trade, of fettling among * 
them, and fetting up a Fifhery j but fuch of them, and 
their Neighbours, as got Credit, were fure to break their 
Truft J at which Lochiel was truly ferry ; yet for this 
Reproach, and their Rebellions fince the Revolution, they 
were never employed in the Army, Church or State* 
However, as he was aUowed the Pofleflion of his Lands, 
it is hard to fcreen him from the Imputation of Ingratittide 
towards his Benefailors.^ 

Donald Mac-Donald junior of Clanronaldj a known 
Papift, has in South-Uiji^ an Ifland of 24 Miles long, an 
Eftate' of about 700/. per annum^ is reckoned a very good- 
natured Gentleman ; but the Misfortune is, that his Clan, 
who liv-e with himfelf, and are Roman Catholicks, have 
little or no Communication with the Continent (except 
once a Year, that fome Dro^trs tranfport their black Cat- 
tle) which makes them utter Strangers to the civil Policy. 
Their Religion recommends an Abhorrence of the eccle- 
fiaftical Conftitution ; no Arts or Sciences prevailing 
among them, their Exercife is the Sword, and Education 
the Accognts of their Sea-Fights with the Mac LeanSy 
and their Rebellions fince the Revolution. TVvtfe \A^^ 
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trtgcncrzUy of a Yjfiry Iaw 5tatiw, j|p4t' ^ to lochatar^ 
4»eak the /r/^ Tongue^ ^d defpife our Laws ; juft as 
Ihcir Progenitor J/ibff of the Ifies^ who viAuped the Name 
pf King, and bis Fattier jH^xania^^ wbofe Eftate was 
forfeited for RebieiKon anno 1476. 

Aexander Mac Donald oA Keppficb was a well-bred .Gen* 
Ueman^ tho' of fmall Fortune, and, was it ^ot for the 
frequent Robberies of his Vaflals, his Name wQVild have 
^n little known. This Man's ^at^r heio^ in Mac In^ 
to/h\ Lands, which are p^rhap^ as good as any in the 
Highlands^ refufcd to pay the Rent to the lawful Proprie- 
tor ; on which Mac Intqfh raifed fome of his Clan, and 
got a Cooipanybf Soldiers, who fet put to bring Keppoch 
\o Juftice; but, upon bearing pf their Approach, hr 
muilered his VaiSals, and fought them at Msilray^ where 
(he Captain was killed^ and ^po mores the r^ bdipg put 
|o Flight, 1689. 

The &fu(^rn of Appin^ ever zealous for the Pretmder, 
joined the Chevalier uncfer StUjsrt of 4r4/hiely a Gentle- 
man of good Parts, tho' mifapplied. 

The Mac Donalds of Gleng^ryy who united under their 
Chieftian's fecond Son, are much like thofe of Keppocby of 
I good Size, but very poor, and addidted to Theft and 
Robbery : If any Religion be among them, it is Popery. 

The few MaC'Donalds of Glen^o have a fmall Income, 
live in a Glen about four Mil^s long axid half |t Mile 
|>road, at a Diftance from Politeneis, and like many^ other 
pf the Rebels, drowned in Ignorance, were ready to en- 
^ge in the moft defperate Puife> w^en ^ ProfpeA o^ 
plunder was before them, 

L^uehlan Mac-Lauchlan of Cajik-Lmchkfi^ had a fmall 
(ftate in Argyl^in^ was a very genteel Man ; but, as his 
Fore&thers had loft their Po&flions for Rebellion, and 
by their Feuds with the Fami]^ of Argyk^ he was eaiily 
brought into the Scbegie. I knew fome of his OJ^icers^ 
Men of Q Sjulhvan^s Education, who attended this £x« 
pedition. This Clan is far fronj. beiAg numerous^ but 
^ir Mpn are ftrong. <s> 

I need not fpeak of the Mac-Gr^g^Ay who were obliged 
fo change their Names into Drumflspnd^ Gr(ib^mt G^rdoft^ 
Murrex^ ^c. an hSt being paft againft them, in the 
lleign of Jam^s I. for Seditions and Murders. They 
If^ere difpolfeiJed of Br;oadalbine^ took up Arms in this and 
ether Ret^ llions, judging that in tbe Midft of' Comma- 
Ifm fP?y m}&^l bp adr^ncedi

Sut* i^ett the Ahetton of this fefiirreaionl Theft 
Mttt the Men the young Pretiniir brought with him for 
reinttating the Britijh file tn their Religion, Laws and Li • 
't)crtte, to remove the Incroaqhmeftts made upon a irec 
t^eo{)Ie, and fecure therij in the Enjoyment of their va- 
luable Rights I 

The Regenty at London^ (for the King had been 
j&xtQoA fincc Mayi %.) did all they could to fupprefs this 
ItebeHion, as will afterwards appear. Sir Ib^t^r M(U^ 
Lean^ and BUau of Cqftlebilly who bad been taken up on 
Sufpicion of Trcafop^ Jun€ 5. wcte fcnt up 10 LondoHy 
^bere they underwent a long £xamit)atioa, but littk 
^6uld be made froa? the decyphered Letters about them* 
yet a Proclamation was publifhed over Britain and 
Jreldndy fetting 30,000 Pounds Sterling on the Held 
of the Pnttnder^ Jvguji the 6th 1745 j Which when he 
&w, be iflfued out another, fetting the like Sum on thr 
Head of his prefent Majefty. Some who were fufpeftdd 
were ordered to be fcized. Captain Campbel of Invrna^ 
was fent with a Party to take the Duke of Perth. Invetm 
wcjftt to him, took him afide, and after telling him lf« 
Bufmcli, Penh faid Defire Patie Murray (a Gentleman- In 
(he Company) to ^ai with me. This the Captain diil, 
feuj, Jn 'the mean Time, Perth went out by a fecrit 
Paflage vi^bich leads Xo the Kitchen, made the belt of Hit 
Way Ihroud) his Park, at the very Time that the Parfjr 
of the tc£hland Watch were entring the Avenue froAi 
the othet* Side to fetze him. From this be crofled over to 
'^ngtify and rode through the North Q)untry incognith^ 
with only one Servant, ^d fo arrived at the Camp of the 
young Chivater. On the 28 tb ^^J^b% 7^*" Grahar^^ 
alias Mac-Gregor^ the younger of Glengyle, was commit- 
ted to the Caftle, On Sufcicion of Treafon. His Father 
bad been fearly in the Rebellion ; for at Dadjpider^ a 
;PIace five Miles from any Houfe, be feized upon 40 Sol- 
diers hi the Nigjit-time, Juguji I3lh, John Mac-Leod 
from HoUandy and on tbc 23d^ James RoHo of Powhcuje^ 
were confined to the Caftle. 1 leave the Reader to ima- 
gine the Cafe of People at that Time- Such as knew the 
Highlanders^ were juftly afraid ; others, who did not, 
lauded at"^the Matter. An original Letter from the Pr^- 
ienaer^ to one of the Chieftains, was intercepted, and a 
Copy of one to another \ but, when read, fome locked 
ypon if as a Cbipiera^ fn fuppofc a youiv^ Maxi^ V\>i5ci ^

. Pcrfons could overturn a State; while others anfwcred, 
. *' That for that Reafon the more was to be feared." 
And, indeed, this laft Opinion was iuft, for he had an In- 
vitation from Pfrth^ Lovat^ Lochief, Clanranald, Keppocby 
Glencoy Sir Alexander Mac Donald^ Sir Jamei Stuart ^ and 
many others, too tedious here to mention. 

]VJean Time, while all are at a Lofs what to think of 
the Chevalier*s Attempt, or the Reports about him, an 
Exprefs, of Date Jugujt 5, froni Six Duncan Campbell oi 
Lochnely with the Accounts of Eye-Witnefles, put his land- 
ing beyond all Doubt. That Gentleman*s Letter was tran- 
. fmitted to the Regency, virho had ordered Lieutenant- 
'General Cope^ Commander in Chief of the King's For- 
ces, in Scotland y to difperfe the Rebels; but that Officer 
either from a natural Incapacity, or from his Apprehen- 

■ iions of the People he had to deal with, very poorly exe- 
. cuted his Orders. Never was more Induftry ufed to mag- 
rhify the Numbers of the Enemy than now; to give 
'one Inftance : A Chairman called Mac-Lean came to 

■ Edinburgh^ and being brought before the Magiftrates, de- 
. .clared that he faw an Army in Ardnamurchan^ which oc- 
cupied in Camp as much Ground as lies betwixt the Cal- 
toun and Leith^ which is about a Scots Mile. That he 
alfo faw four or five Ships hovering upon the Coaft, and 

" feveral Men, whofe Drefs' he particularly defci ibed, 'land 

,ffom them; a fpecial Size was affigned their Cannon; 

the Chevalier was magnified as one of the ftrongelt Men 

upon the Earth ; and, in fine, nothing was omitted which 

might conduce to help their Caufe. 

Scotland before this was In perfeft Peace; few Forces 

were in it, and thefe but new-levied Men; for, as the 

'Generality of the People were well-affefled, except in 

"thofe Parts where the Rebellion broke out, it was judged 

Tieceflary only to keep a few for garrifoning the forts, and 

•4wing the Sniugglers ; fo that thefe Infurgents laid hold 

of the propereft Seafon, after the Repulfe of our Forces at 

Tournay^ to invade a Country alnioft naked and unprepared. 

General Cope^ in Obediftnce to his Inftru£iions, at laft 

iflued out his Orders, of Date Augujl 13, to the feveral 

Parties of the Troops to repair to their refpeflive Pofts. 

Arms and Ammunition were fent to the Camp at Stir^ 

lihgy and to the Garrifons from th6 Cattle of Edinburgh. 

On the igih Cope^ accompanied by the Earl of Lowdon^ 

and feveral Officers^ fet out from Edinburgh for Stirling^ 

to 
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to. put himfcif at the Head of the Army, which confilW 
of about 2190 Men in all, viz* Murray^s Raiment of 
Foot J 8 Companies of LafceUefs ; 2 of GJa^s ; 5 of 
Lee*s ; 183 of the Highland Regiment i Gardner's and 
Hamilton's Dragoons. 

On the 2ift, the General marched from Stirling with 
the Infentry, and 6 field Pieces, 2 Cohorns, and ievcral 

. covered Waggons, leaving the Horfe behind, as they 
could not get Forage in th^ Country through which he 
was to pals: So, croffing the Firth by Stirling-Bridge^ he 

'proceeded by the Way of Taybridge to Invernefi^ where 
he arrived on the 29th. Mean Time, the Chevalier^ who 
had advanced to Careysrriog^ a Hill about 6 Miles from 

*Fort'Jugu/iuSj finding he had nothing to oppofe him, 
marched forward with tne few (about 190b) which he 
had, and thefe very ill armed, many of them wanting 
Firelocks, reached the Braes of A^hol on the 3Pth, and 
came next Day to Blair^ the Duke of AthoTs Sear, on 

'which the Duke and fcveral Fyfi Gentlemen removed K) 
Edinburgh. Had Cope attacked the Rebels now, he, ia 
all Probability, would either have then difperfed them, or 
made fuch a Diverfion with his Forces, as would have 
obliged them foon to difband ; but this Gentleman's Mis« 
fortune was to be unacquainted with the Country (againft 
which he was prejudiced) and to truft the Reports which 
fo much (welled the Numbers of his Enemies. 

The Pretender continued at Blair till the 3d of Septem^ 
ier^ when hemov*d toward Dunkeld. That Day a De- 
tachment of his entred Perth^ and next Day proclaimed 
his Father King, and him Regent. In the Afternoon he 
entred theTpwn on Horfebiack, amidft the Acclamations of 
his own Party. There his Standard was fet up. The Per- 
fon called Duke of Perth j the Robertfons and Mac Gregors^ 
Xrord Nairn^ Mercer of Jldie^ Oliphant of Gajk^ and all 
who had little to lofe. Bankrupts, Papifts, and luch as were 
outlawed by Church and State, publickjy reforted hither, as 
to an Afylum. Thefe Robertfons are Mac Donalds^ be- 
ing come from one called Robert^ as Numbers of other 
Nataes, fuch as Mac Nauchtan^ Mac Arthur^ &c. who 
Jpring from one Man, who has done fomething remarka- 
ble, for which they adopt his Name ; they were reduced 
for Rebellion againft y^;^^^ IV. Lord Nairn is a Son of a 
fecond Brother of the Duke of Athole's who married the 
Heirefs of Nairn. He was ia the Rebellion v\ l^^ ^M 



was fenteneed to die,1)Qt 'wtts pardoned. Ktts Eftat^ Is aD« 
fnoft goae, as indeed « Al^4(\ &c. Lord George Murr^^ 
Brother to TuUitardin^ and fertj^ more tncreafed bis 
Number. 

While the 2 Armies, at the Diftancc of 83 Miles from 
each other, were preparing, the 6ne to penetrate forward, 
the other to get up to a proper Station to^prevcnt their Pro- 
grefs ; the Country in general was in an Amaze. On the 
7th a Detachment of tht ](.d>e1s entred Dundee^ and pro- 
claiRKKi the Pretender^ fearched the Town for Horfcs^ 
Arinis and Ammunition, and levied the PubUc Money. Next 
JDay, however, the Minifters of the Town preached at 
ufual, and prayed for King George^ warmly recommend- 
ing Loyalty to their Hearers, aHtWithoiit Moleftation, tho' 
fome Highlandirs wcreprefent. A Ship with Gun -pow- 
der on Board was feized,and carried to Perth. Some Towns 
along the Coaft of Fyfe were likeways vifited by them. 

The Rebels, white he^e, committed various Excefles, 
riffled fevera! Shops of what was valuable, and even the 
poor Labourers were not exempted from their Rapine ; the 
Cattle and Grain were promifcuoufly fnatched up by the 
ftrcrfling Parties. The main Body were with the young 
Adventurer^ who exerdfed them eve^ Day. He put up in 
the Vifcount of &e?r;»<?«^'s Lodging, and once gave a Ball, 
4t which he took a fingle Trip, and then withdrew. 

Cope^ not caring to hazard his Forcfes, by returning thb 
Way he came, fearing the Enerny would fet upon him, dif- 
|)aCched Orders Southwards for Tranfports to be fent to -/• 
iirdeen to bring his Forces by Sea to Leith, The General 
Acampedon the 4th, and was waited 6nby feveral of the 
^ellafiedled Gentlemen, who did all in their Power to ren- 
der his March agreeable; yet this did not hinder hisencamp- 
«ng amidft the ripe (landing Com, notwithftanding many 
Remonftrances to the contrary. He arrived at Aberdeen 
the nth, refted his Troops till the 15th, then failed for 
Dunbar J where he landed in the Night of thf 17th. 

The Enemy having Intelligence of the faiKng of the 
Tranfports, and March of the Troops, fet out from Perth 
the nth, and forded the Forth at the Frew the ijtth. 
Gardner- s Dragoons made a Shew of oppofing their raf- 
fage ; but one Party apjyeared at one Place, while the 
other paffid over at another ; on which Gardner retired. 
They fecraed to dircft their Rouf to Glafgawy which 
Gty they fiunmoned i tot xtceivh){; no Anfwer, they 

turned 
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iMfoed itowards Sdiuiurgb. As tfa^y paBM i^ 9tirSng^ 
they were coiapUmenced W3th aiew Shot from the.Cajdit, 
M^hida they iid not tftay to nefent, tho' ipme Balls ace faid 
toihave lighted within ao Yai^ of the young ObsvaUir* 
The Dragoons kept fibout 6 Miles before the. Rebels, 4>otii 
bafting ^ni^d to Edinburgb ^ where no fooner Notice 
!was got of what palled, than all Precautionfi were tatoi 
for preferviog the PJace. From die Moment they left 
P$rtb^ the l^ty bad repeated Accounts of ihem. l(um- 
hers of Volimteers, Miniilers, Advocates, Merdhantsand 
Writers, (foocie of whom ftood Centry at the Gates) not 
only bore Arms themfdveSy but liberally rontiibuted 
by <Sufafi:riptJon toraifiog a looo Foot for his Majefty^e 
i^yice. 

About 1% pieces of Cannpn were brought from tfaie 
Ca(Ue, and planted upon the Ports of the Town ; Ram* 
parts, PaHifadoes, and Barricadoes, were eiieSed at the 
Gates and Walls. And, befides the Engineers wlx><caiiie 
Jlrom England^ the worthy Mr. MacL^urm^ the ArilA'- 
medes of the Age, contributed tp fix the JBatteries. 

Ttffi Banks, public Offices, and the moft valuable E& 
£sds of fome private Peribns were fecured in the Caftle* 
On Sunday the 14th in the Morning, the City wai> 
abrmed, with the Approach of the Enemy ; the'Oalee 
.>v»re fliut, UawtltM^s Dragoons were font for to joia 
^ Gardner'^ at Cgrftprpbin ; however, public Worfliip be*^ 
gan, as ufuai, about 10 o'Clock; but at 11 the Bell was 
tolfed, which the Congregations taking for a Signal of the 
]^emy's advancing, they flew out of the Churches. Tfa^ 
Magiftrates cauied the Volunteers, about 400, and Trained*' 
Bands, ahout 1000, to draw up in the Lawn-Mdrkeiy and 
Partiamif^t'pifi/i^ where they made a very fine Appear* 
ance. Numbers carrying a Musket who were capable oi 
buying a Captain's Commiffion. Hamilton- & I>agoons 
came from Liith at an hard Trot. I faw them ride thro^ 
the City brandifliiDg their Swords $ heard them huz^a as 
tb^ paift, which was chearfuUy anfwered, not only hy 
ihde in Arms, hut by the whole Crowd ; ^e Hories and 
Men, tho' raw and young, looked extremefy well, and 
any Man would have been tempted to put too much Truft 
jn them, which I fear too many did. They proceeded, 
to Corflorpbin^ where they joined Colonel GoKdrnr^ wJlo 
frequently' declared, that had they been warfa him at Stif^ 
^ngy be could have ft9Pf)od chc ^li^mf^Jt^Sb^. A Uv 
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tte iftcr^ the whole Gty-Guard, together with the £ifj»- 
iurgh Regiment, marched out, and halted on the Eaft^ 
Side of Colt-Bridge^ about a Mile from the City, in Ex- 
pedtation of being joined by the Volunteers, who demur- 
red at this; for, as they only engaged to defend the 
Town, they thought they {hould keep within it,, which 
they did. The Lord Provoft fent Orders to thofe at the 
Bridge to march forward lo join ibe Dragoons and receive 
Orders from the Commanders of the King's Troops* 
This they^ obeyed, and continued under Arms till Night. 
They were fupplied with all Sorts of Provifions from EdiU' 
burghy and nothing was wanting on the Side of the Coun- 
try People to render their Situation agreeable. At 9 o* 
Clock, the Dragoons retired a Mile Eaftward, and lay 
upon their Arms all Night, the Enemy being advanced to 
NswrLi/itm. 

Next Morning, the Highland Army continued their 
Rout, on whofe Approach, a Party of Dragoons pofted 
at Corjiorphifiy retired to the Main-body at Colt-Bridge^ 
to the Eaft of which they drew upj but all quitted that 
Poft about three o'Clock afternoon, on Appearance of a 
Party of the Rebels on Coftorphin Hill. , The Dragoons 
rode off by the North-Side of the City, and proceeded for 
Haddington (their Bagg;igc and Tents being carried into 
the Caitle) and the City-Soldiers came into the Town, 
where Things were in a general Uproar, every one fet- 
ting forth the Adlions of the Day, as he favoured or dif« 
liked .the Caufe. The Magift rates and Council, in Ex- 
pedlation. of Copers landing every Moment, afl'embled in 
the Goldfmiths-ball \ a Petition was prefented from the 
principal Inhabitants, de/iring a general Meeting fhould 
be called, in order to determine what was proper to be 
dene. After forae Reafoning the Demand was granted, 
the Fire-Bell was rung, the moft Part of the Citizens came, 
to the New-church Ifle, where^ after formally telling the 
Defign of the Meeting, the Queftion w^as put by the 
Lord Provoft, the Colonel of the new Regiment, and 
Member of Parliament for the City, Receive the Dragoom 
into the Town or not ? It was anfwered. No Dragoons. 
As his Lordihip did not incline to invite them, for fear of 
the Confequences, fo. General Gueji was averfe to fend 
them, unleis they were formally called. In my humble 
Judgment, had either the Dragoons come in, or the 
Town flood out itfclf, as was the Provoft's Opinion, the

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Mifchief which clofcd this fetal Week would have bcfcn pre^ 
veiUed. ThciJ^Wjhad no Cannon,, and ii is knoWn they 
are not fit for a Seige. Then the Queftion was put, De- 
fend the TfiWfiy or net. All but two, laid. Not. Upon this 
ifwas agreed tp capitulate on the beft Terms that could be 
got, and, in the mean Time, that the King's Arms (hould 
be returned into the Caftle, As they were about to name 
Deputies to treat with the Chevalier^ a Letter was handed . 
in, directed to the liOrd Provoft and Magidi ates, whofe Su- 
perfcription was,* Charles Prince of fFales^ &c. On men- 
tioning thefe Words the Reader was ftopt; lo the Meeting 
broke up. Afterwards Deputies were l^ni oft' to the Cheva* 
lier^ who had halted a little to the Weft of Corjlorphin^ but^ 
on receiving an Epiftle from a trully Kriend of what wa> 
pafling, gave Orders to march. The Volunteers and Edin-* 
hurgh Regiment gave their Arms iiUo (he Caftle ; a Party 
of the Trained -Bands and City Rtgimcni kept Guard all 
Night. At Grayh Mill, two Miles Souihwelt oi Edinburgh^ 
the Deputies waited on the Pretender^ v ho faid to them : 
«« I do not treat with Subjcds." The C!)iefs added, *^ Th« 
^* .King's Deciaration, and Prince's Manifefto, coiuained 
** fuch Terms as every Subjed ought lo accept with Joy.'* 
And gave them till Twoo'Ciock in the Morning tore- 
turn a poiitive Anfwer. 1 he Cheiialier afked what was be-» 
come of the Volunteers Arms i Tq whkrh it was anfwer- 
cd. They were delivered to the Caftle j at which he was 
ciifpleafed and faid, " If any of the Town's Arms be mif- 
** fing I know what to do.'* No Anfwer coming to the 
Rebels y but a farther Delay being aflced. which was refufcd, 
£)rders were given to Lochiel to march with his Clan un- 
difcovered to the Nether-Bow* The Coach which had re- 
turned with the Deputies through the Wejl-Port^ was at 
this Time coming down the Street ; and, being urgent to 
get out, the Porter and Centinels, notwitbttanding the ftrift- 
eft Orders not to open the Gates, allowed the fame to pafs ; 
the Port being opened, the Camerons rulhed in ; poflefled 
themfelves of it, then of the Main-Guard, making the Sol- 
diers on Duty Prifoners, placed Centres at all the Gates and 
If^eigh'Houfe. This fo furprized the Magiftrates and Coun- 
cil, who had ftill been fitting, that they diredly broke up. 
There were loud Complaints of Provoft Stuart^ without 
and within Doors ; fo that November 30th, he was taken 
into Cuftody of two of the King's Mciiengers, on Sufpicion 

of 
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ttied and acquitted. THe ParKmenf^ChJe was filled vAltf 
Rebels before Five in the Morning. They wereTery nakbdi' 
and feverall wanted Arms^ efpecially Firelocks, but were fup-^ 
piled by thofe of the City Whicfr fell into tlfeii* Hands: 
Theii* Weapons, which werie unfit foi' Ufc, ^ere rubbed uj* 
by the Armourers', wha at this Tiihe got conftant Emplby^ 
ment. They fet about profidirtg Clothes, Shoes and kM 
Bcnsi c* which they were in gretit Want, the moft Parf 
having nothing but a flioit old* Coat of coarfe Tartan, i 
Pair ol Hofe, much woi'n, coming fcarce up to thiei^ Knebi 
thfir Plaids and Bonnets in the fame Cbndition. The Rd*' 
mathder of thek* Army came to IheMn^jim with the CBt' 
valieTj having fetched an half Compafs about the Town 
for Fear of thcr Caflle-Guns. He made his Entry to tBd 
JSfiif through theJRoarf that leads by St Anthony's WeH,' 
the Duke of Perth riding on his Right, and Lord Blchtf^ 
who' johied him the Night before, on hli^left Ffend. The/ 
were all very much jaded,, few^ but in Highlafid Clothed; 
As He came to the Head of the Hill, upon the Road lead- 
ing to the Well, he alighted and walked a little. Several 
People now met him, fell upon their Knees, killed his 
Hand, and he received them in a \^ery popular Way. |t w'a* 
bei^the firft general HwKca wgs raifed ; th^ walking dow^ 
la St. jfnn/s Yards, he riiounted his Hoi'fe, (t/Zz.abay* 
brown Gdding} where he received another Huzza ; and^ 
asentring the J^^^9, a third ; hedifcdvered a great &itislat^* 
tion at his Reception, fmiliAg all thfe^ T{m(^. He w^s a' tail' 
ilefider young Mao, about five Feet tdn Inches high, of x 
vuddy Complexion, high nofed, large rolling brown Eydv^ 
Jong vifaged, red-haired. Wit at that Tinie wore a pale Peri* 
Wi^ He was^in/fi^ii^iW' Habit, had'ablueSalb, wrought 
with- Gold, that cfrmc over his Shoulder j red Velvet Btiec-' 
chesva^een Velvet Bonnet, with a white Cockade, and' a(» 
GoW l^ce about it. He had aSilver-hiltcd broad Sword,- 
«nd waff fliewri great Refpeft by his Forces. His Speech^ 
iieluned very like that of an Irijhman^ very fly, and he fpoke* 
fiwuentlv to O Sullivan and Mr. Murray. Being come to 
M^udhmfe^ he put up in Dukb Hamilton*^ Lodging. In^ 
the mean lime, fuch as forced into the Town took care to' 
ibcure the Heralds for the enfuing Proclamations. Betwixt 
Twelve and One o*Clock at Noon fi^cof them came to the 
tSroftin their Robes^ with a Trumpet before them. Disvid^ 
M$att, whof^ Father had been in the Rebellion lyiSt 



wA b& himfelf Bankrut^t, kept tbe Papfcrr tnl hit ffin^ 
md fcad tjtea> to the Hetdli who repeatod after him. 
Sbme of the Ckm& got up to tbd Crofs tefoFo thd H^ 
raids, where, ideeting with dieir Friends^ thsy &kKed< 
each others took tbeir Guns^ and,, wkh a joeofe Air^ 
pctfented them upon the Crob to fach of their Comrades 
m they obferved, to fliew their Sads&dioil^ as well a» 
Akrtne& at Aroas. While the Cba C^m^ron in thro# 
lUnks furrounded the Crofs, BarifdaUi.m&i Jkbt DmaUt 
% Papift^ and Taylor » at the Head of the Camngati^

With SpoSftOQNPS of the unufual Scene, and the following^ 
Declarationst were read amidft ft)EAe Buzz's: Which^

This 
was indeed a moft advantageous Situation ; for they had 
a Ditch in Front, from whence two Parks, dividea by a 
high Dyke, floped upward ; the Sea, Cocienyj^ tfc, on 
their Flank ; a Park-dyke on their Right, at the Ends 
of which there were Roads lying Eaft and Weft. In Ihort, 
the Ground about them was all inclofed, except from the 
Eaft, whence they came. All Things neceflary, both for 
Man and Horfe, Were fupplied by the Country, with a 
Chearfulnefs not to be defcribed, and Workmen waited 
nothing but Orders to enter upon the moft difficult Tafks. 

The Rebels, who had been joined on the 19th by the 
Grants of Gknmorijion^ decamped about 4 o' Clock in 
the Morning of the 20th ; for having early Intelligence of 
the Arrival of Copers Army, they had refolved to fight him. 
The Pretender, at their Head, prefenting his Sword, 
faid, My Primds^ I have flung (May the Scabbard, This 
was anfvveried with an Huzza, altho' they were faid to be 
in a great Pannick. He proceeded flowly towards Inve- 
rejk, thence to Carberry-hill, along the Brow of which 
the Rebels extended themfelves, till they efpied the Army. 
It was now two o'Clock, when they raifed a loud Hazza» 
• which, was readily anfwered by the King's Forces. Had 
Copi attacked them direiSly, or advanced to j^- water, 
and ftopt them on their March to MuJ/elburgh-bridgc^

Tbings.might bare gone btberWays : Had th^ Duke select 
at Cullideni^'Cope did at Prifton^ whatwould have been 
the Eveot ! Both Annies continued in View of each other 
till betwixt- 4 and 5 o'Qock, when, the- King's rai- 
led (omt Huz2^, which were not anfwered^ Some Can- 
non were likewife difctiarged at a Party of Rebels^ who 
had got into the Church-Yard of Tranent y\mt <Kd no o- 
ther Harm than breaking the Arm of one of them ; at 
which, however, they fled in the utmoft Confufion, 
which Copi ought to have improved. About in Hour 
after, the Rebel^, from their Motions, feemed to be for 
an Attack. They were advancing by the Road at the Up- 
•per Dyke Weftward, and at the End of it were to turn 
'Eaft and take the Troops in Flahk. Had the Dragoons 
rode through the Parages, and the Foot croiTed through 
the Park, fucfa a Fire might have been giren as would 
•foon have obliged them to flee ; but inftead of this, the 
Lines only wheeled, and fo fronted the Weft, to receive 
the Enemy; which they obfeirving, retired to their fot*- 
mer Ground. Night now coming on, both lay upon 
•their Arms. Cspe ordered fome Fires to be made, which 
difcovered to the Rebels what was doing in his Camp ; 
whereas in their's not one Word was heard; nor the kaft 
Sign feen, except a Lanthorn with a Candle, which, like 
a Meteor, blazed a little, and then difappeared. Some 
Coehorns were thrown at them, but did no Harm. A- 
bout 3 in the Morning the Enemy crofled through fomc 
Inclolurcs, and getting below Seaton-Honk^ they formed, 
while another Body was ftealing a March to jjrevent the 
Army's Efcape to Edinburgh. Now it was almoft five 
o'clock, when the Pretender addreiled his Party thus: 
Follow tne^ Gentlemen 'y by the Jffijlance &f God I will this 
Day make you a free and happy People. But, while march- 
ing, Lechiel advifed him not to advance, and ordered a 
finall Party to ftand about bim, upon a riling Field, to 
the Scyjtb-weft of Seaton. Their Right Wing, confift- 
ing of the Regiments of Keppochy Glengary^ Clanronald 
and GlencOy was commanded by Perth^ Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral 5 the Left con)por€d of the Camerons^ Stuarts of jfp- 
piny one Body of the MacGregors, with Gkncairneg (the refl; 
being with Major James Drummond) was under Lord Georgt 
Murray. Their 2d Line, made up of the Athole Men, 
RobertfonSy MdcLauchlanSy Sec. under Lord Nairn. The 
few Horfe which they had, about ico, and thcfe very 
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Line cra^^ic^ ^ipon their Kjiweab lik^:HuntG|$t In Qpeft of 
their Pr^|r«. Some t^C^e's'Censtks faw theRi $:buit whether 
they believed them to be a Ijiedge appearii\g \sy Means ef 
theDawQ^ or if they w^pe i^obibited to &t.pn any Ax:- 
eou&t, as cbfy gave out, or if :*^taid cq difehargie^ lure it 
js the Rebtis fiuetly advancedi and came iipin the Forfti « 
d a Wedge towards the Artiliery^ which, beitig ill 
yarded, upon the firing of two Shot) fooo fell into theiir > 
fibnds. It was at this Tilne the @ody of the Army had 
the firft •general Notice of ;h^in« The Mighlaf^rs^ in tf 
49cli%pg Pofture^ covering their Heads a^ Sreafts with 
.their Targets^ marched furioufly iip to the iirft Line^ 
where they ^ve a loud Huz^a. They rcfceived fome 
Platoon^, wMch ibme of the Soldiers, without Orders^ 
difchaiged for their own Safety $ then^ firi^ag ^11 in tfajof 
Face of the Troops, they threw away i\m firelocks^ 
ruflied Qpon the raw Men with Sword a;id Piftol^ and 
made a dreadful Havock. At the Montetit they raifed the 
Shout, the young Horfcs on the Wings, viz. Gardmr^B 
on the Right, ^niliHamiltM'soQ the Left, alPrighted at fuch- 
tt Noife in .the Morning, felt a-caperii^ fled off all al 
OQce^ and difordered the Fpot^ yea, fome of. them, 'when 
their Riders were difmounted, ran through the Enemy to^ 
wards Dunbar^ Whither Fmies and La/uUes retreatedt 
The Rebels puifued very irregularly, .firii^g Piftols at them< 
Some Officers^ endeavoured to rally fome .0^ the Footf 
and give the Enemy a Fire while in this Confufioni 
which had. they done, the Misfortune might haVe been re* 
medied ; but as the fecond Line advanced it was forborni 
The Dragoons halted half a Mile from th^ Fields anl 
drew ^ i and could Copi^ have thougJit of returiiing up* 
on the Clans, now in Diforder, he might haVe regained 
the Advantage, for the Foot had not yet furrendered :. But 
as this either did not occur at the Time, or was judged 
impra^icable, Cppe^ the Earls of Hume and Lotvaon re- 
tired with them by the Way of Cbannel-kirk^ where they 
firft ftopt, with about fifteen of the Fooj that followed 
their Rout, to Lauder ^ from thence the next Day to Ber-^ 
wick. The Infantry in the firft Line were miferably mafla- 
cred by the Rebels. Such as threw down their Arms, and 
begged for Quarters upon their Knees, were inhumanly man-* 
gled; and fuchas fled into the Inclofures were pujrfued.and 
kill'dL But the great Carnage was at the Grange Park- 
Dyke,

In this Battle wei^ flain, of the King's TtxxJpi, pd^ 
«mong whom was the brave Colonel Jofhes Gardinr^ (a 
'-^entkman, who, iA the Heat of Yduth, had been tiirnied 
from. the BK)ft licentious Diflblutenefs, to the Piety, Strict- 
aeft, Prudenee and Wifdom of the grayelt 'Hairs) uni^n- 
Tally Ian3entedye4)eciallyas'h&was againft afl the Motions 
that brought on thii.&tai Scene. Q^X2m'Stuart of PhifgU^ 
pi Lojiellis Regnneiit, Captains Bryrrnr and R^irsfSl 
Le/^y Hnuiloi GuiJi'Sy Bijhop and Enfign 'Fcrbt% of <Muf^ 
ray's. About 500 were wounded> the fdi moftly taA$M 
]PrifQner5, with 83 OflSccrsi fevcral of whom were wound^ , 
fdt particularly, Lieutenant Colonel Fnitney oiGardntfr^^ 
and Major B<nvles cf Hamiltmh I>ragoons. The latttfr^ 
ter he had fellen, with his Horfe, which was one of the Sik 
that were killed upon the Field, was defperately hacicdd 'bf 
the Boys who followed the Rebels. This was the Fate of 
as many as fell, but particularly of Gardner, and the Ma* 
iter of Tcrphicben. The private Men's Heads were alinoft 
cut through, the greater Number in the back Part ; ^asik 
had 7 or 8 Wounds. Nofes, Hands, Arms» Legs, ^c* ^MPt 
promifcuoufly to be fecn fcatter'd o'er -the Field, Th* 
Dragoons fcarcely loftso, between killed, wounded andlhl* 
foners. On the Side of the Rebels were killed 2 Captains, f 
Lieutenant, and i Enfign, and about 40 private M^n; 
they had 80 wounded, and Rob Ray, MacGregor's Son, who 
then went under the Name of Captain James DrumfMftd4 
All the Cannon, {viz. 6 Pieces) two Coehorns, all iftfc 
Tents, Baggage, Equipage, ^c. fell into their Hands j ihcy 
feiz'd alfo the Military Cheft, containing 4000 ^. Cip4 
having fccured the reft, partly in the Fox Man of Wan^ 
Haddington, and elfewhere, which was the only pruderil 
Aflion of that Officer during his inglorious Campaign; 
The Highlanders plundered fome Officers both of. their 
. Money and Watches; their Servants were not fpared^ 
and fome Country Gentlemen, who were not in-Arms^ 
were 'treatbd in the fame manner. I myfelf furveyiwg^ 
the Field, before the Dead were ftript, asked fome ^ 
the wounded Men what was become of Cope? And 
they all, but efpecially the Englifl) Soldiers, fpoke molfc 
diffcfpctlfully and bitterly of him. After this I w ent to the 
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Jftdad-Skfet "whert the Chevalierj whd b^ Advice t>f'fiitfi§ 
&c. had fent to Edinburgh for Sui^eons, was Handing. Ha 
^as.dad as an ordinary Captain, in k coarfe Plaid and hXyit 
Bonnet, his Boots and Knees were much dirtied ; he feenaei 
to have fallen into a. Ditch, which I was told by one of 
- his Lifeguards he bad. He was exceeding merry : Spaking 
.of his Army, he faid twice, * M^ Highlaiidmen have kft 
• their Pldids* At which he laughed Very heartily. Wheft 
talking of the Wounded, he feemed no Way aflje£tetf* 
There were feven Standards taken, which when he faw, he 
laid in French^ a Language he frequently (poke in^ Wehaij^ 
miffed fome of them \ Then he refrelhed hinifelf upon the Fields 
and with the utmoft Compofure eat a Piece of cold Beefy 
and drank a Glafs of Wine, amidft the deep and piercing 
•Groans of the wounded and dying, who had follen a Sa*- 
crifice to his 4°ibition« Next Day the poor Men. were 
brought into Edinburgh upon Carts ; fome were put into 
the Infirmary, others begged thro' the high Streets, and 
were generoufly fupplied by the inhabitants ^ but nd 
Charity was (hewn by the Rebels, fo great was their Ha-* 
tred to a red- Coat. 

Such was the Event of the Battle of Prejion^ In whicli 
the Rebels gave out, that, with 1456 Highland Foot| 
without Artillery or Horfe, they had routed a regular Ar<» 
inyof 4000 Foot and Horfe, befides Volunteers, fs^r. fup* 
ported with Cannon, and almofl entrenched* But who^ 
ever confiders the Matter, will find the Boaft was ground-* 
lefs J for when Cope marched to the North, he had onljr 
about 1624 Foot, and at Prejlon it is not to be fuppofed 
be had more ; and of thefe 466 were out on Parties, hAzi 
100 with the Artillery, 230 with the Baggage, 70 at Co* 
lonel Gardner^ Houfe, and 66 watching at the upper Park^- 
Dyke next to the Enemy ; there were likcwife 118 Dra- 
goons out in the fame Manner* If this is adverted to, and 
that young Horfes, when fired upon in the Morning, ge< 
nerally reel, it will be found that 1456, (according to 
tbemfelves,) choice Highland Defperadoes, fome of whom ' 
bad been in foreign Armies, did no more than furprize 
about 1 158 raw Foot, who were more incommoded by 
their own Horfe^ than by their Enemies* I would not here 
be underflood to detract from the Bravery of the Clans, (a 
Virtue which they carry to fuch an Extreme^ that it dege- 
aerates into Madnefs^ but only obferve, that it is a pecu- 
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Ikt IVeakneTs in fbem to- magni^ every little Iniiante 
of good Fortune into a Prodigy. The Arms of the Troope 
Wi^re reftrved for Recrnits by the Rebels ; the Clothes and 
Limieos of the Officers and Soldiers were given to Men, ' 
ibme of whom fcarce ever before had a Shirt. Colonel ' 
Gardner's Houfe was rifled of every Thing that was va- 
liiabie, which had not been carried off. Some People ' 
about Tranent and Pre/ion were ftript, by the Conquerors, 
of their Clothes, Shoes, Buckles, b^c. Had tlie young' 
Bietender marched to England^ it is hardly to be fuppofed 
Ivit C^e would have carried the Confternation even to '' 
London. There were few Forces in the Kingdom then,' 
and thefe but new raifed Men. However, his Counfeb* 
were infatuated, and by his Condu£t he ruined himfelf. ' 
The Prifoners were ient to Edinburgh, and confined in tb^ 
Church and Tolbooth of Canongate, where they continued 
tin the 29th, when they were tranfported to Logie-Rate^ 
in Atbole ; and their Officers, who had been liberated upon 
Parole, and obliged daily to prefentthemfdves, were con- 
duced to Perth. After the Bajtle the Chevalier fent off 
Mt^ Kelly to R-ance. He rode Poft to Dover ^ wherfe'he 
embarked for Dunkirk j and fent off fome Veflels with. At- 
tillery, Arms, Ammunition, and Money to Scotland i^ 
from thence he went td Paris, and laid before the French 
Goui^t the glorious State of his Mailer's Afl&irs. And no^ ^ 
did the Chevalier* ^ Connexion with /><a/7rr, which was 
only conjectured at firft, though hardly difowned by himi 
folhr'appears. 

-.The Pretender, the Night after the Battle, let the Mi- 
nifters of Edinburgh know, that they were allowed to preach . 
asufual, but not to name King George -^ however, thefe* 
had refolved, in a previous Meeting, not to exercife that 
Part of their Office under his Protedtion^ being detcrmftied 
to avoid thePradice of the NcMijurant- Clergy j (who con- 
veened as ufual) by teftifying their Loyalty to their King, ' 
with whofe royal Protection they were favoured on all Oc- 
cafions; a late Inftance whereof they had, in hisgracioui- 
Condefcenlion to fignify his Pleafure to his Parliament, 
for promoting the pious Scheme of providing for the Wl« 
dows and Children of the Mmiiters of the Church of 
Scotland. The Minifters of the WeJi-KirS, Mr. Mac^l^icar^ 
and Mr. Pitcairn, being ihekered under Cover of the Caftle 
Guns, prayed for King George, as ufual, and in the (trongeft 
and moft pathetic Terms, recommended. Loyalty to their 
Kearen.

On tie is^» Prottdion waa proETered to the Banki. 
if they would return from the Caftle to their former Bufl- 
Qeifi; but this Promife wu difr^arded. There were alfp 
Proclamations for pTereniing Thefts aod£x)bberieS) which 
had but little £SeiSt upon the Rebels, fur, under Pretext of 
learchmg for Aims, they would rifle Peoples HoufeS} and 
caiT^ OS what was rsluable. On the 30th, every Pcrlba 
pofleft of Arnui Tents, Horfes, warlike Stores, taken it 
fr^Kt wete required to return the fame undn* Pain of 
Muitary Execution. That lame Day the Magiftraies of 
all Burghs in Scetlani, the Colledors of the Land-Tac 
hi all the Shires, the Collectors and Comptrollers uif 
CuQoms, were ordered, by circular Letters, to repair to- 
the Palace of tiabrotd-hotytj to have the Sums to be paid 
by the refpedlive Towns aicertained, and to bringjn their 
Book^ and what Money was due, upon Pain of Treafoni 
Rebellion, and Military Execution. Few obeyed, but left 
the 'Kihadom, or elfe repaired to the Caftle. 

The Gooda in the Cuftom-lloufe of Leithf were foU 
ibr the Ufe of the young Chevalier. And feveral Demaodi 
were made upon Towns in the Country, and opon Oli^ 
fMi no lels than 16,600/. but the Sum was abated to 
5,500/. ,. 

Thus they proceeded without Controul, till the asih» 
that foiiie Cannon were difcharged at ihem, as they wcr« 
cAferved to make too near Approaches to the Caftle, and 
|o hinder People from going to it. On the 29th, all Com^ 
tnun^jtlon between the Caftle and City was ftopt ; where* 
upon General Guejl, then Commander of the Forces in 
Sc§tldndt who had repaired to that Fort, wrote to Provoft 
SiezMri, ** That lince the PalTage to and from the Caftlf 
*' WMlhut up, be 'would make Ufe o'f Cantiou to S-SvcA^* 
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«« .the Highland Guards, he hailing got Orders from Court 
''•• to keep the Arenues clear*** Tte Letter wasfcnt bjt fopie 
"Deputies to the Chevaliir^ who iinmediately gav^ tbehi 
^an Anfwer in Writing, wherein he fpeaks or oor prefent 
' illuftrious King, in a Manner neither fuitable tx> bis Ma- 
jcfty, or to one who affumed the Name he himfelf did. 
'^And, after a^ravating the Barbarity of the OrdcrSiAipon 
• which {he put the worft Conftruftibn, he declared he 
•would make full Reprifals upon^ thcEftates of thoie Vfho 
were Abettors of the German Government. 

•The Deputies reported the Pretender's Aiifwer to the 
two Generals,' Prefton and Guefii who, in Cbtopaffion to 
the City, gave a Refpite for fix Days, till the Return of an 
rExpreis from' Court. Some thou^t the Citvaliir would 
have defifted alfo J but, on the Contraryhe went Insagnita^ 
•under Favourof the Night, to the CaJili-HiS^ and gave 
Diredlions for fixing a Battery ag^inft the Fort. ' Lpcbiel 
undertook the' Siege from that Place, while, fomc hot- 
-headed People, who had joined at Edinhirgb^' were to en- 
trench themfelves at Livin^ot^s Yards^ to the South- 
Weft of the Garrifon, within Reach of her great Guns ; 
So from O^ob. 2d, that Orders were given from the Che^ 
valier^ forbidding Communication, ypon Pain of Death, be- 
tween the Caftle and the Town, there was a Blockade of 
both, till the 5th, that the King's Letter came, ordering 
to fpare the City, but to keep the Pafles open, till the 
Relief, which was haftning, fliould arrive. As the Re- 
bels were at Holyroodhoufe^ the Packet fell into their Hands„ 
and, to be before the Generals, a Proclamation is iflucd outj^ 
fet^ing forth, " That the Prince, in Confideration of the 
** many Murderscommittedon the innocent Inhabitants, and 
•* of the Duty of Juftice to give place to Mercy, when tht 
•* good of a People required, took off the Blockade of the 
** C .li!e." The Infatuation of the Rebels ban fcarcebe pa- 
rallelled ; they had not fixed a fingle Cannon, nor had they 
one Battering-piece. As they pofleft themfehes of an oM 
ruinous Houl'e on the North-fide of the CaJHe-HHl^ next 
to the For', tf^y vi^ere diflodged foon from thence by the 
great Guns. And on the 4th, Fire was fet to the Placfc ; 
itturnt with great Violence, but theFlamw did not catch 
hold of the adjacent Buildings.; the fiell-Houfc fhared the 
fame Fate, in which Lochiel taking up his Quarters, ^i^as 
hurt by a Fall of a Stone upon his Shoulder \ 3 Men and* 
a iSerjeant fallied out upon Livinfi/lofi^s Yards> killed 3 
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Men, wounded two, brought off the C5aptain and 7 Pri*; 
(oncrsi after felting Fire to the HabkatJbn to which they 
fcctook themfelvcsj the unhappy People were buried in the . 
▼cry Trench they had digged Such howercr was the. 
Tendernels of 'the Garrifon, that, tho' frequent Shots 
were difcbarged, yet thefe were fo well diredVed, that none 
of the Town's People .fafiered during this Blockade, ex- 
cept two Men who wci'e killed, and one Woman whq. 
was wounded. Sereral of the Rebels were flain, f)articu*>- 
larly as they were fcrambling up the Rock on the North- 
fide, in the Night-tinjej.and upon the Saturday y when 
tfie Soldiers, under Cover of the great Guns, dijrged ,z^ 
Trench acrofs the Hill, feyeral were wounded. Thence 
fhey fired very brifkly, but were anfwercd by the Rebels,' 
whom they drove fFom their Faftneiies down to MiM^ 
Cmrt and the Weigh-Hmfe^ whence they were diflodgerf 
likewife, the Wall thereof being beat down. As the Re- 
bels fled from the Latics, fome Soldiers advanced to them., 
at which Time two of them were hurt, and retired^ 
which was the only Lofe the Garrifon fuffained. All Sj-* 
turiof Afternoon there was conftant Firing from the Fort. 
The Firii^ ceafing upon the Sabbath, was to the Inha-* 
bttants like a Calm after an Hurricane. On the ythj old 
Gordon of Gknbucket^ and Lord Ogilvie, joined with a-- 
bout 400 Men. As the former had neither Power nor Ri- 
ches, fo he could bring none with him, but People of 
defperate Fortunes like himfelf, the latter, as he had Power; 
fo he ufed it in the mod favage Manner, by threatning 
with Fire and Sword feveral of thofe he brought with 
him. On the 8th, a Proclamation was made, fetting 
forth, how acceptable Moncy^ Arms and Hor fes, &c.' 
would be to the Pretender, from fuch as could not perlb- 
nally join him. And on the 10th the following Declara- 
don was publilhed. /

Why has the Nation been fo long crying out hi 
yain for Redrefs againft the.Abufes of Parliaments, upon 
account of their long Duration, the Multitude of Plaa^Mtfff 
ivhich occafions their Venality, the Introdudlion of penal 
Laws, and, in general, againft the miferable Situation of 
the Kingdom at Home and Abroad? All th^fe, and ma- 
oy more Inconveniencies muft now be removed, unleft

MforMt 
or any one Man 'of Senfe in it, infer from thence,, that he 
Inclines to be' a tributary Prince, rather than an iiidepeh* 
'^t Monarch ? Who has the better Chance to be indepen- 
dent on Foreign Powers? He, who with the Aid jdF .hi* 
own Subjects, .can wrelt the Government out of the Handt 
of an Intruder: Or he, who cannot, without Aifift- 
tt)ce from abroad, fupport his Government, tho' eftabliih* 
ed by all the Civil Power, and fecured by a ftrong Military 
I^btce, againft the utidifciplined Part of thofe he has ruled 
oyer fo many Years .? Let him, ifhepleafes, try the Ex- 
periment, let bim fend off his foreign Hirelings, and put 
the whole upon the IfTue of a Battle; I will truft only to 
the King my Father's Subjedls^ who were or (hall bis en* 
gaged in mine and their Country's Caufe : fiut, notwith- 
ftandingall the Oppolition he can make, I flill truft in the 
Juftice of my JCaufe, the Valour of my Troops, and the 
Ailiitance of the Almighty, to bring my Enterprize to a 
^orious Jfliie. 

It is now Time to conclude, and I (hall do it with thb 
RefleAion. Civil Wars are ever attended with Rancour and 
ill Will, which Party-Rage never fails to produce in the 
Minds of thofe, whom different Interefts, Principles or 
Views, iet in Oppolition to one another ; I therefore ear- 
neitly require it of my Friends, to give as little Loole as 
pplRbl^ to fuch Paffions ; this will prove the mod effeduat 
Means tq prevent the fame in the Enemies of our Royal 
Caufe. And this my Declaration will vindicate to alt Fo- 
fterity the Noblenefs of my Undertaking, and the Genero- 
fity of my Intentions.

The Dialect of their 
Language as much di&rs, as tbat fpoke in the City of 
Edinburgh^ from that in the remoleft Parts. Tbe North* 
em are not fo quick or ingenious as tbe Weftern ; the 
former have not obliged the learned World much, whereat 
the latter have produced a Buchanan^ z divine Poet and 
judicious Hiftoripn ; a David, and a jfames Gregory, and at 
hUzMacLaurim each of whom have publifhed very great 
Works. Of the forr^cr fomcrimcs warlifcc Men apj^ared 
in the Field, butfuchaswereraifed proved leUnn an Honour 
|o their Country ; the latter alfo brought fjrth Mvin of a mar- 
tial Genius, but, alasl their TaJeijts ever were chieflr 
employ d in Fends among tliemfclves, cr loiurrpSli a 
igainft both thcit SiOlijb and Brui/h Sovcrt^l^KS. 
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The Northern Clans confiftof ttm^^c^KmSn^ Sg^ 
tberlands^ Mac-KaySj Gunm'iMatbifonSy Mai^Lhds^ Mb* 
rcesy and Grants^ bcSiSks choie in the Rebellion. ' In ge* 
neral they are either Jxo& an Iri/i^ or i Gft^aa DtfctuU 
The MaC'Ktmdes are rpniif| from one. Kmuitb^ who for 
bb good Services, Attn$ 12963. in defeating the lianesj faai 
the L»ahds of Kintdil afligned him ; his PoAc^ity are caHei 
Mac^Kenhetb. (i. e. Kenneth^s Son) and now Adac-Kenzin 
That Name foon raifeditfeif upon the Ruin of the BaMS^ 
Dingwaby Urquharts^ and Moi^lMds of the Lewis. At 
pefent there are many civilized Families of this Name» 
in the North ICgbkuds^ tbo* their Anceflors have been 
remarkable only for Barbarity and RebeUioh, particular!/ 
in 1645, I7^5> s^ ^^9« As to Hoc A4ac^ Leeds, they 
are as ancient as any Cbih in the Ifles. There were two 
Families of this Name, that, of Leun's and Harris ; tbt 
latter as yet exifts, but the former was forfeited for Re* 
bellion againft James VI. who gave their Lands to fome 
J^e Gentlemen. Thefe went to take Pofleffion, butt 
being fet upon by them and the Mae-Kntzies ; they were 
miferably ilaughtered, and the Family wanting a male Heir^ • 
Seafertlfs Second Son, the Progenitor of the Earl of Cr$* 
martie^ married the Heirefs, and from thence is called 
Lord Alac'Leod. The Mac-Leeds are as loyal as any of 
the Clans, having never appeared in Arms againft this 
Government, which may be attributed to their Lofe in the 
Year 1651, at Wercefiery whdre they were almoft in* 
tirely cut off. 

As to the People of Sutherland^ The Gunns^ a CIan» 
whofe Chieftain has no Property, are of Dant/h Extrac- 
tion. Thev never made a Figure, either in their own or 
any other Country ; of the Matbifonsy the fame may be 
iaid : The Mac-Keys are indeed of a nobler Race, being 
the lame with the FerbeseSy defcended of an Iri/b No- 
bleman, who about the Year 1500 came into Scotland^ and 
* had two Sons ; the younger of whom, by a Marriage, 
procured the Lands o(Stratbie: From his great Grandfon, 
T. Morey (i. e. Great) the.Name comeih ; they were in- 
ftrumenul in luppreffing the DuffSy to whom Strathna- 
vern belonged. For thefe having a Quarrel with the ' 
MurraySy brought lobo Men to the Field againft them 1 
the Armies engaging, of the formpr, after an obftinatc 
Battle, there remained 7, of the latter 12, dtfperatelyv 

wounded: • 
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FouDdcd : As their. Misfortune rendm) their.Lands almoft 
^efolate^' to iYit^'MacKays were pofielTed of them. 

As to the Silt bgr lands ^ they are the fame with the Catti^ 
who came to Scotland in the Day^ otCorbredus U. unng 769 
fnit they of that Shire are much degenerated from the Bra* 
>ery ' of their Anceftors, and far from equaHing that of the 
'MacPberfittSy wiio are of the fame Stock : The Suthn-land 
Milifia, efpedally thofe who live upon the Coaft, are a- 
.inong the very Refufeof the Highland Counties; they are 
as fubje£l. to their Lairds, (fome of whom are fcarce worth 
^00 Mtt\:$pir avfli the richeftnot 2000) as Negrosstq 
their Mafters. It is notorious what Numbers of Slaves were 
fent off to the Plantsltions, by MacKay of Scouray and 
Company, in the Years 17*28 and 1729. In(hort» thoif^ 
People are ais p<^r, barbarous, inhuman, cruel and reveqge- 
iiil, as the worft of the Rebels, but lefs aftive ; more ftu^ 
pld, and not at all given to that outward Civility, which 
the latter, by a natural Air peculiar to themielves, a/Feft 
to (hew to Strangers who come among them. The Earb 
of Sutherland are certainly as ancient as any in Scotland^ bu^ 
ibw of them have made a Figure in the Cabinet or FieldL 
Their Charter of Earl is as old as 106 1, when Mafcm 
Canmore created the Son of Allan Thane of SuthirJa^d^ 
(who had beep beheaded by MacBitb) Earl, in Cohfidera* 
tibn of the feithfial Services he did. The Family^. after th« 
Interruption of the male Line, anno 15 14, was called Gor* 
ddn^ and ieveral of that Name are now in Sutherland \ but 
fome time after they took up their former Sirname. In th« 
Vear x6i6. they efpoufed the Protellant Caufe, and have 
continued faitbftil to the Government, which is.grpatly 
their Intereft. Of the Msnroes I ihall only obferve,' thai 
the fame Chara^er will fit them, as tliat I have here gi* 
ven of the People 6i Sutherland* 

As to the Grants f there is a Difpute whether they arc 
ofDaniJby Irijh^ or Englijh Extradion, I am apt to be- 
lieve they are //x®, being called in tjje Year 1314. the 
Irijb Scots. As rar back as 1258, one Grant was Sheriflf 
pf Invernejsj and afterwards came to uke Pofleffion of the 
Lands of Strathjpey^ which belonged to the Cummings^ 
whom, under Pretence of fupprefling Rebellions, they ex- 
tirpated, by killing them in the Night Time, without Rc-i 
^rd to Age or Sex> and iince have continued Proprietors 
of their Eftates.

They affeil a Ptofeffidn of Religion, under 
a li^sk of which they coMmit tfie bfackeft VilJaines, and 
with an unrdlehtingReVeng&ptufue l^r^tiger, at the Ex- 
petite of t'futh, Grdtithde^ and fever^ Tye binding upon 
Mankind. 

Of there Men the Lord LoUdeH itA the IVeiident foon 
e^cltefl about 2ted to jdiil ih Defedce of the Govern- 
ment, having prevaibd Upon their Chieftains to come in- 
to their Views. And ndv^ the Ptefetider might obftrve 
the Spirit of the People iti general breathing f^ rth in tbte 
Icnral Addrefles from the feveral Svnods of Scotland to hjt 
Majefty. Mean Time, the Adventuitr having got a

This moving and lively Repfefentation, had fb good an 
EfTedt, that an Aflbciation wa3 unanimoufly entered into, 
and 90,000/. was fubfcribed for, to maintain 4000 Men,' 
who were raifed and cloathed by the lirA of November. 

Moreover, fame went fo far, as to maintain an entire 
Company, particularly Mr. "ThernUny who raifed a Corps of 
70 Men, whom he cloatbed and paid out of his private 
IPurfe, and called by the Name of the Torkjkire Blues : And 
not only did che Prelate of York exert himfelf, but his Bre- 
thren in general, fuch as the Archbifhop of Canterbury^ 
the Bifhops of JVorcefler^ Her^d zxid Durham^ &c. Nor 
were thofe of the eftabliihed Church folely Champions for 
the Caufe of Liberty. The Diffenlers contributed in their 
Turn, and (bewed their 2^al according to their Capacities. 
Tha Quakers furniflied the Troops with flannel Waift- 
coats, to be worn under their Cloathing, to enable them 
to go thro' their Winter Campaign ; yea, the Roman Ca-' 
tfaolkks thenifelves in general, abhorred the Thoughts of 
a Change. 

The Nobility and Gentry, fuch as the Lord Chanctllor, 
Dukes of Montague^ Kingjlon^ Ancaftery Bedford^ the 
iiarlsof Qholmondley^ Berkley y Hqllifax \ Lord Gozverznd 
Lord Herbert levied fix or feven Regiments, fonle of which 
wcre-not disbanded till September 1746. Even the Judges 
and great Lawyers offered to raife Forces, and to adl in 
Perfon themfelves. In a word, the fame Spirit broke out 
all over the Kingdom. 

The Militia of the Citiies of London and fFe/iminfiery 

were direftly put in order. The Lord Mayor and Alder- 

^lnen waited on their Sovereign, offered him their Service, 

z and 
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aod declared^ ^^ That upon every Occafioiii they vt^ere 
*f ready to facrifice all that was dear and valuable to thenij 
*^ in DefeDce of his Majefty*s Perfon and Family, and in 
•* Support of the happy Conftitution both in Church and' 
** State." The other Towns in England, like the Mem- 
bers of the Body influenced by their Head, foon followed 
ibe Example of the Metropolis. 

. A Proclamation was publiflied agalnft Papijis and Non-- 
)urws: Several Regiments were fent for from Flanders % 
and abou; 1500 Merchants, Traders^ and Proprietors ill 
the publick Funds, agreed by Subfcription to take Bank- 
Notes ii> Payment of their Debts, in order that the SpecU 
might circulate among the Troops; this put a Stop to a 
Run ^bich had been upon the Bank fome Days before^ 
from a groundlefs Fear of a Defigt) upon the Tteafury^ 
which was at this Time fti-idll^ obferved. The Par- 
liament alfo met, notwithitanding the pretended Prince of 
ff^aUs's Charge fof which I (hall give the Reader a Copy)

The firft Thing the Parliament did after addrefling the 
King in the warmeft and moft atfeflidnate Terms, was 
to pafs ,an Adt, impowering him to fecure and det^q 
fuch Perfons as fliould be fufpefled of confpiring againft 
his Perfonand Government. O^ober the 23d, a Motion 
was made in the Houfe of Commons for calling Home 
the Remainder of the Brttijh Forces for fupprcfllng the 
•Rebellion ; but the previous Queftion being put, Whether 
this Vote Ihould at prefent be ftated ? it was carried in 
the Negative. At this the Difaffedled conceived great 
Hopes ; but whoever confidcrs a little, will find that they 
Were groun^^lefs, for already there were in England about 
36,000 regular Troops ; fo that it was anfwering France'% 
Defipn too much to call home any more. Afterwards. 
1,298,100/. 4/. 7^. was granted for paying 49,229 eflSx- 
live Men for the Year 1746 ; that very Day 64,360 L ijr. 
was granted for paying the thirteen Regiments of Foot, 
commanded by the Noblemen already mentioned, and 
others, for 122 Days, from the rcfpedive Times of iheb 
being raifed, and 13,176/. 10 J. for the Pay of the two 
Regiments of Horfe, for the fame Time, and in the fame' 
Way; and 35,152/. 19 J. was appropriated for maintain- 
ing the 20 Independent Highland Companies for 361 Days. 
His Majefty was likewife impowered to raife what of 
the Englijl^ JViilitia he thought fit. 

Hence 
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Hence one may obfenre the Difference betwixt his pre- 
fent Majefty and Jamifs II. the former is even in Time 
of Danger adored and regarded as the Head of the Confii- 
tftiipn, wheEK:e, as jfrom a Fountain, Honours are deriv-» 
cd, the Ornament of his Kingdoms, the Darling of his 
' Subjedls, and Delight of his Family, who all join as it. 
were to facrifice thcmfclves for his Welfare ; whereas the 
other was a Difgrace to his Cojuntry, abhorred by his Sub- 
jeds, defpifed ev,en by the Pppijb Powers, yea by the Pope 
himfelf, and (ieferted by his Children. And though he 
^ad conferred upon fome, great Places, which the word 
jof Men, if a King, has at his Difpofal ; yet even the 
;noft of thefe aihamed of his Condudt^ relinquifhed his 
5Caufe. 

On the 1 8th, the Duke of Cumbfrla^fd arrivpd at St. 
\fafms\ from Flanders. Qn the 27th, the Princefs of 
^Walis^ was delivered of Prince Henry-Fnderick^ where- 
upon hi$ Majefty was complimented by both Houfes of 
JParliament And as this Increafe of his Family was moft 
agreeable to all but the Rebels and their Abettors, it was 
fo far an Evidence, how much he reigned in the Hearts, as 
well as over the Perfons of his Subjedls; and a Confutation 
iof the Bifbop of Rinnes^^ Aflertion at Madridy that the 
People of Britain were ripe for a Revolt. On the 30tb, 
bis Birth-day was kept with an uncommon Gaity thro* 
England: hul m Scotjand it was not fo univerfally fo- 
iemnized, hy Realpn of the Rebels, by whom the Coun- 
ty was then oyer-awed ^ yet in many Parts it was 'loyally 
obfervcd. 

England was now a Seminary of Spldiers, aftcd by 
the Spirit of their King^ who declared in Council, that 
if the Rebellion continued he would lead his Army him- 
felf. The Hero, now fixty-two Years of Age, did not 
/Joubt to put to Flight the Son of him who, with the 
prandchildren of Lejjuis XIV, at Oudmiade fled before 
his Standards when but twenty-five, 

Field-Marefchal Wade^ Cofnmander in Chief of the 
Army intended for thp North, ojoved from Doncajler on 
the 2 1 ft, with the Britijh and Dutch Infantry, having ' 
fent his Cavalry to firk fome Days before. The Hu- 
manity ihown by the People to the Soldiers on the Road, 
was incredible, unanimoufly contributing with their Horfes, 
ffid pihervyife, to the Eale of the Troops i fo that, after 

E 3 a 
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a March of eightjr-feven Miles, they arrived O^ob. iS, at 
Newcajlk upon Tyne^ being then about 14,000 ftrong. 

The firft Thing the General didj was to fecure thr ad- 
jacent Country from Attacks; and to difpofe the Troops 
in proper Quarters : After which he fignified by Procla- 
mation, upon the jpth of OSlohir^ the lying's Pleafure,' 
^* That thofe of his Majefty's Subjefts inhabiting the 
^* Highlands of Scotldndy and others, who have been fe- 
*' duced by Menaces and Thre^tenings of their Chieft 
•* and Superiors, to take Arms, and enter into a moft 
** unnatural Rebellion, (houtd be Objefts of the Royal 
** Mercy, if they would return to their Habitations on or 
** before the 12th of November -^ but if' they flighted this 
^* Offer, they were to be punifhed according to the De-r 
^* merit of their Crimes " 

This voluntary Condefcenfion had but little Effeft up- 
pn them; their Chiefs were deeply engaged, and had con- 
traded too much Guilt to hope for the Royal Mercy, 
The People were kept in Ignorance of what was doing, as 
Well as of the Hazard they run. Gracious Declarations 
were attributed to the Pannick which reigned among the 
Forces. ** Whom have we to deal wirh, but the Re- 
** mainder of the (battered Troops zlFontenw? They will 
** never face us," was the Language of the Rebels. 

As fuch Preparations were made againft the Pretender, 
it was furprifing that he, who had ferved in fome Oamr 
paigns, did not drop his Scheme. of marching into Bng-^ 
hind. But driven by a Thirft of Power, hurried by a 
boundlefs Ambition to govern, and dazzled with the firft 
glittering Appearance of his good Fortune, he purfued his 
Delign; but hearing that Marefchal ^^^ was zx Nifw- 
fq/Ikj he threw himfelf with his Army into the wellerh 
Road, furrounded by a Crowd of Flatterers, who .made 
him believe, that he wanted nothing to be admired, but 
to be feen, nothing to hk being joined by Multitudes in 
England^ but only to fet up his Standard there. 

Ab:>ut 24 Hours after his decamping from Dtiddingflon^ 
General fVade had Advice thereof by an Exprefs, and 
would have proceeded to attack him, liad not his MotionSji 
from the Routs taken by his different Detachments, -been 
fo uncertain. The Matter being laid before a Council of 
War, it vvas agreed to wait at Newcajfle^ both to pr^fervc 
the Coal-mines, that Support of London^ and to be read}' 
ifo fiAlly out upon him, lyhen aflu^r^d of }iis Intentions, 
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The Chevalier having entered Engtnnd upon the 8th, 
marclied his Army to Mafyhau^b, Next Day he came 
to Langton with Part of his Ovalry, his Infantry be- 
ing fent to- Canhoby^ and fome other Villages on the 
ScoU Side. The lOth, he appeared with the Body of his 
Army on the Moor of Carltjle^ that weftern Englijh Bar- 
rier againft the ancient Invafions of the Stoti. At Nightjj 
the Remainder af his Forces, who had taVen the Road of 
Dumfrie^y arrived with his Cannon, and brou^t the 
mortifying News of 34 of their Waggons being left be- 
hind, which fell into the Hands of the Militia of that 
County. That Day he lent the following Summons to 
the City of Carhjle.

BEING come to recover the King our Father's juft 
Rights, for which we are arrived with all his Autho- 
rity, we are'forry to find that you fliould prepare to ob- 
ftraft our Paffage : We ,therefore, to avoid the EflTufion 
of Englijh Blood, hereby require you to open your Gates» 
and let us enter, as we defire, in a peaceable Manner ^ 
which if you do, we (hall take Care to prefcrve you from 
an/Infult, and fet an Example to all England of the Ex- 
adtnefs with which we intend to fulfil the King our Fa- 
ther's Declarations, and our own : But if you (hall refufe 
us Entrance, we are fully refolyed to force it by fuch 
Means as Pro^iidence has put into our Hands, and then it 
will not perhaps be in our Power to prevent the fatal Qop- 
fequences which ufually attend a Town's being taken by 
Aflault. Confider ferioufly of this, and let me have 
your Anfwer within the Space of two Hours; for we 
(hall take any further Delay as a peremptory Rcfulial, 
and take our Meafures accordingly.

As the Body of his Army had encamped on BramptoTf' 
Muir, eight Miles Weft from Carlife^ to wait for Gene-^ 
ral IVdde^ his tetter would have proved but an impotent 
Menace, had they not marched up. He himfelf went to 
WnryjQic\ Caftle, in order to obferve if the King's Troops

were moving towards him. Perth was left to command 
the Siege; but, finding the Difficulty of the Enterprize, 
he repaired to the Pretender, and in a Council of War 
exprefled himfclf very freely, laid open the Treachery of 
the Frenchy both from Circumftances and Fafts, as well 
a$ the fatal Confequences of depending upon Affiilancis 
from the Englijb^ who generally adhorred their Caufe j 
vea, he even ^loved in Time to diftand ; fome were of 
his Sentiments, while others were for marching forward? 
At laft, a middle Opinion between the two Extreams 
prevailed among them. The fir ft Place they had fum*' 
moned, was certainly to be reduced, in order to ftrike a 
Terror in the reft ; the Inch'nations of the private Men 
were for Plunder, and thefe muft not be controuled. 
They immediately feizeupon all the Horfes they c^n find; 
laid hold of four Carpenters, whom they obliged to cut 
Wood for Fafcines and fcaling Ladders in Corby and War-^ 
wick Parks, which they greatly deftroyed. With thefe 
they approached Carlifle upon the J3th, and next Day 
began to bf-eal; Ground within ;200 PaCfes of the Scots 
Gate, but were driven back by the continued Fire from 
the Batteries; However, a thick Mift coming on, they 
approached, and obliged the Country People, who, with 
their Tool§ and Inftruments, were now in their Power, 
to dig a Trench towards the Englijh Gate, as the moft 
defencelefs. The City was attacked in three Places at once, 
which when the Centries faw, upon clearing up of the 
Sky, they were amazed, and fpreading the Confternation 
among the Inhabitants, thefe were ftruck greatly with the 
Fear of a Storm, and being put to the Sword by thofe Men 
of whom they had framed but too juft Notions. Here- 
upon Numbers in their Fright leapt over the Wall, which 
is about 5 Foot broad, and 6 Foot high, crofs'd the Ditch, 
which is about five Foot broad, and generally efcaped, 
though fome fell into the Hands of the Enemy. The 
Militia being (hut up in a '^own where they were much 
fatigued by watching for leven Nights and fcven Days^ 
and the Inhabitants almoft diftrai^ted with the Appre- 
henfion of a Maflacre, defired a Meeting, and the Mayor, 
. Aldermen and Citizens, conveened with the Governor of 
the Cnftle, Col. Durand^ to confult about the proper 
Methods in this Extremity. The Colonel was of Opi^ 
nion, that the Place might hold out ; but he was over- 
ruled. The Terror of the Highlanders ftornyng. tb^ 
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Town Sword in Hand, in the Night Time, having rai« 
fed in their Minds a dreadful Profpedl of Blood, Slaughter 
• and Rapine, it was refolved to deliver Up the Place ; ac- 
cordingly. Deputies were fent to enquire what Terms 
could be granted. The Anfwer was. That the Town 
(hould enjoy hjsr Liberties ; but the Provifions and Am- 
.munition l^ up for the Militia, (hould be delivered in 
the Cafe thefe wefe in i yet before Agreement, a Me/Iage 
was fent to the Chevalier, then at five Miles Diftance, to 
inform him of their Succefs. He anfwcred. That he was 
not to do Things by Halves ; he muft have both the Caf- 
tle and Town, or neither of them. The Garrifon of 
the former were by the brave Durand almoft prevailed 
with to ftand a Siege; but, upon fecond Thoughts, they 
fliamefully deferted their Caufe; for, in one Night, of 
400 Men only 80 remained, and fome of thefe unfit for 
Adion. In the mean Time, Perth^ who was after- 
wards made Governor, took Poffeffion of the Town and 
Caflle in the Pretender's Name, about Ten o'ClocIc 
on the 15th. Thus meerly through Fear, one of the 
ftrongeft Cities of England fell into the Hands of the Re- 
bels, who loft only« an Engineer killed, and one Man 
wounded. About three Months Provifions for the Militia, 
^nd near 200 Horfes, with their Furniture, were feized, 
|the Men were difmifs'd upon taking an Oath, that they 
would not ferve againft the Family of Steuart for a Year. 

In the Caftle were found 1000 Stand of Arms, 100 
Barrels of Powder, and a great deal of military Stores* 
The Country for feveral Miles round had fecured their 
Money, Plate, and moft valuable Efiedts, in the Caftle, 
which followed of Courfe. 

The Rebels, while here, made exc'efljve iDemands; 
The Cefs, Excife, and Land-tax, were exafted under 
fhe fevereft Penalties ; yea, a Contribution from the In- 
habitants, upon Pain of military Execution, was extort- 
pd, and the private Men among them committed many 
'Outrages, which the Chiefs could not prevent. 

Wade being aflured of their Rout^ prepared to intercept 
them ; but the Rigour of the Seafon, their late forced 
Marches, and a Kind of Flux among the Troops, retar- 
ded his Operations till the i6th, that he put his Army in 
Motion for the Relief of Carlife^ now in the Hands of 
the Enemy. His Defign way to decamp at Day-break ; 
)ur, to ^ Prejudice of the Expedition, by moving from 
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the teft, fhe Swifi Troops bad the Van, and they would 
uotftir till lo o'clock. The Weather now exceffivehr 
cold, the Snow lying three Feet deep upon the Ground, 
and a hard Froft, were IXfficulties the Army muft en- 
CDdnter. The Major- Generals Howard and OgUthrofi^ 
the Brigadiers Cbolmondley and Mordaunt^ marched at the 
Head of the Infantry, and at Night they arrived at Oving- 
Un ; but as it was obferved, that many of the laft Column 
might drop through exceffive Fatigue upon the Roads, 
which were terribly broken, and full of Ice, MajOr-Ge- 
ncrals Hujke znA Oglethr&pe^ fent out Countrymen with 
Lights and Carts, to bring them up. In this Service they 
were employed till Nine the next Morning, when the 
Forces continued their March to Hexam. The firft Line 
entered the Town about Four in the Afternoon, and the 
Rear at Midnight. Here the Marflial being inform'd of 
the Fate of Carlifley refolved to* return, and on the 2ld 
arrived ar NewcaJlUy through Roads in a Manner impaf- 
fable, with an Army almoft fpent with Fatigue, though 
they bad only marched thirty- two Miles in fix Days. 
The Soldiers were lodged by the Magifttatcs and Inhabi- 
tants, in the publick Halls, Malt-houfes, and other empty 
Buildings ; and fuch as appeared moft diforder'd, were fup- 
■plied with Quarters, and proper Refrelhmenls in private 
Houfes, at the Proprietors perfonal Expence. In two 
•Days they were revived, and on the 24tb, began theh" 
^March Southward in Purfuit of the Enemy, who, on the 
20th, had (et out for Penrith^ where they halted till the 
the 22d ; then marched for Kendaly advanced XoLancaf- 
i€r ori the 24th, and reached Preftoh on the 26, proclaim- 
ing the Pretender as they went, amidft the Acclamations 
df his Party. Here the Chevalier, who marched on Foot, 
"taotlntcd on Horfeback, and furveyed the adjacent Coun- 
- try, while his Men were rigorou/ly tolledling the pub- 
lick Money, and {hewing a Refcntment againft that Place 
which had twice been fatal to their Caufe, viz. in 1648 
and 17 15. On the 28th they proceeded to Wigga?i and 
Leigh, The weftern Shires were now in a Conftcrnation ; 
for as the Pretender's Counfels were only made known to 
O Sullivan^ Sheridan and Mac Donald^ their Rout was 
not certainly known. Every Town provided tor iifelf; 
The City of Chefter^ as the Key into Wales^ was, by the 
Vigilance of the Earl of Cholmondl^^ put into a Poftuie 
c^ Defenee> and its -Pridgc broke down. At Liverpool^ 
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^here a Vifit was expefted from them, the Inhabitatits 
took Care to fccurc their valuable Goods in the Ships that 
were in the Road. Tbefe Precautions had fuch Efffedl, 
that they turned Eaftward to Manchefter^ where they ad- 
vanced that Afternoon ; here they beat up for. Volunteers; 
ibme Papifts, and Nonjurors ot defperate Fortunes, like 
feme others they had picked up on their Rout, engaged 
with them ; but, to their great Difappointment, no Per- 
fon of Rank or Diftintlion came in. Here they formed 
.the Manchejier Regiment, of which the unfortunate Fran-^ 
its T&wnley was made Colonel, and Thomas Cappoch * Quar-' 
ter-mafter. They wore blue Cloaths, Hangers, a Plaid 
Safli, and white Cockade: And (hared fo much of their 
Mafter's Regard, as to be left at Carlijle upon his Retreat, 
to &1I a Sacrifice to offended Juftice. On the 29tb, their 
Body moved forward, and, about Ten in the Morning, 
their Cavalry entered the Town. They laid hold of the 
Bellman, whom they fent about to orc^er all fuch as had 
publick Money to bring it in. About Two in the After- 
noon, ' the Pretender, ar the Head of bis Life-guards, 
came in, and in the Evening difpatch'd Ox^tx^ for 
illuminating the Town. On the 30th, a Party of ' 
them marched to Stociport, the reft direding their Rout 
Weftward to Knotsford. They carried off what Horfe$ 
they met with, and fuch as were out of the Way, their 
Owners were compelled to bring in. At Night they 
crofled the Merfey iti different Places, the Cavalry ford- 
ed it ; but the Foot and Artillery paffed over Bridges of 
Trees and Planks laid a-crofs, by the country People, 
whom they forced to their Afliftance. They marched next 
X.0 Macclesfield^ where the Pretender arrived with 5000 Men, 
and the Artillery about Two in the Afternoon of the ift 
of December, On the 2d their Van marched to Congleton^ 
where they got Intelligence, that the main Body oi the 
Duke's Army of 12,700 Men, was at Neivcaffle under 
Liney nine Miles Souih-weft from them. 

For his Majefty had ordered three Regiments of Uorfe, 
two of Dragoons, and fifteen of Foot, who were after- 
ward augmented by fome Detachments from the Fcjot 
Guards, to march to Lancajlnre to oppofe the Pro^rrfs of 
the Enemy. Lieiitenant-General, Sir John Ligomr^ fet 
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out from London^ on the 21 ft, to take upon him thf • 
Command Qf jhofe Troops. Stafford was the Place of 
their Rendezvous, being moft convenient for obferving 
the Rout of the Rebels, either to purfue them into WaUs^ 
where, had they direfted their Courfe, they would have 
been (hiit u{f, or to hinder their advancing to L$ndon. But 
as they were marching, the Duke beggM of his Royal Far 
ther, to be permitted to put bimfelf at the Head of tbefe 
Troops : With Difficulty he obtained his Requeft, and 
fet out at One in the Morning of the 26th, and in three' 
Days arrived at Stafford^ between which Place and 7j/»- 
wortby the Army was jcai^toned, with the Cavalry in 
Front. He no fooner appesired among them, than the 
Hilii and Vallies repeated their Huzzas, his herqick.and 
unaffected Mein, his eaiy Greatnefs, and inartial Counte- 
nance revived them, an4 railed in theq;) ^ Confidence of 
certain Vidlory. Hearing the Enemy defigned ior Cour 
fleton^ he commanded that Part of the Pavalry, which 
was pcfted at Newcajile under Linfy to retreat to Stont^ 
till the Infantry (hould come i^p. Hefe he watched their 
Motions, and obferving that they were too far to the Eaft 
of him, the better to intercept them in their Rout to Lon» 
dm^ he marched his Army to the South-Eaft, along the 
Road from London to Cbijlevy enired Coventry ^ upon the 
(5th, with all his Horfe, atid two Battallions of Foot, ha- 
ving ordered his other Forces to encamp upon Meridan; 
Common, between Cole/hill and Coventry. This Step of 
his Royal Highnefs effeitually difconcerted the Policy of 
O Sullivan^ who managed the March of the Rebels j for 
turn which Way they will, the Duke was alert to meef 
them. 

The Pretender, by his Spies, having Intelligence of the 
Motions of the King's Troops, of their Alacrity under 
their Royal Leader, and their Eagernefs to fight under hiq 
Eye, became very circumfpeft. He marched the Van 
to AJhburn^ and the main Body of his Army to Leeh^ the 
better to conceal his Defigns, and all of a fudden, turned 
to- the Eaft for Derby ^ which he entred, on the Morning 
of the 4th, with four hundred and fifty Horfe, and two 
thoufand three hundred Foot.; the reft of his Troops conti- 
nued entering the Town till late at Night, when their 
Artillery and Baggage arrived : By which Management^ they 
appeared more numerous than they were. They are no 
fooner here, than they levied the publick Money, in the 
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noft f]goh)us Masner, and at Night,, hdd a Council of 
War, where the grand Queftion. was. Whether to pro-. 
ceed forward, or retreat ? The Meeting continued ievend : 
Hours, and broke up without coming to a Refolucion. 
In the Afternoon of the next Day, ,the Council of War, 
in the Chevalier's Prcfencc, rcfumed the Confideration of 
what was proper to be done ; and after a full Debate, they 
refolved to return * for the North. They now perceived 
the Raflineis of their Enterprize, finding themieives in a 
Manner furrounded by the Govermmeni's Troops,, and 
their Profpedl of being joined by any Cinfiderable Nuin«» 
bers of the Englijb entirely cut oiF, only three Perions 
joinilig them in this great Town^ They faw, tpo, that 
the French could not, were they ever fo Ancerely inclined 
to it, afiift them by an Invafipn, the Coafts being fo well 
guarded by the Britijb Fleet. In ihort, they had innu* 
merable Reafons for turning back, but not one inviting 
Incident to tempt them forward. 

The Chevalier's Fortune feemed now to have, begun 
to frown upon him« Some of ^the Tranfports frond 
Prance had been driven back, and others taken, particu^ 
larly a Privateer called the Soleil^ on Board of which were 
the Earl of Derwentwater and hia^ Son, about Eleven 
Captains, Ten Lieutenants, and Sixty private Men. 

The Pretender's Adherents were at this Time expe&ing 
he would advance, and therefore, at London^ they begaa 
to exert themfelves in his Caufe ; fome of them, upon 
the 8th of D^ember^ privately dropt his Declarations at 
St. Jameses upon the Parade, while others, lefs prudent* 
were, for malicious Expreflions, i^c. taken into Cufto* 
dy. They were however in high Spirits, and expedled e- 
very Day the Arrival of their Friends; but how great was 
their Difappointmenx, upon' bearing that they had begun 
tofetreat^ For, 

At Ten in the Morning of the 6th of December^ after 
feveral Feints, they began to march from Derby ^ with 
their Cavalry in Front, and 13 Pieces of Cannon in the 
Center. Early in the Morning feveral Parties of their Horfe 
were in Motion, in the Roads about the Town j fome of 
them feeming to move to Loughbourough^ while others kept 



• ThU was ftrenuouily infifted on by Lord Gevtge Mnrray, whofe 
Sincerity the K<;bc:U from that Day forward continued to iufpedt. 
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on the AflAurn Side. When about % Mile from the Town, 
they halted upon the Hills till near Four, and then went 
c^, their Carriages being on full Trot, and their Foot ac^ 
tudly running. While fecre, not content with the De- 
mands formerly made, under Pretence of taking up the 
Money, which was fuhfcribed for raifing fome Foot for the 
Government's Ufe, they fent back twelve Officers to re- 
quire a larger Sum. This they did with peculiar Marks of 
Terrorand Violence. They fent for fome Cannon; which 
they pointed at the ^^yor'8 Houfe, and fome others of the 
wealthieft People of the Town, tbreatning to lay them in 
Afhes, if 19,000 /. was not immediately paid down. The- 
Mayor compromifed the Matter for a much Icfs Sum, 
which was inftantly given them, on which they went off, 
but not without ftripping fome People even of their Cloaths 
and Shoes, to make up what was wanting. This Step of 
ftaying fo long near the Town, kept their Rout a perfect 
Secret. 

But no fooner had the Duke certain Intelligence of their 
Courfe, than be put himfelf at the Head of all the Horfe 
and Dragoons,' and a Thoufand Volunteers mounted, to 
flop them till the Foot (hould come up: He fent every 
where Exprefles to the Militia to intercept them.* As 
they were now upon the Return, they plundered JJhburni 
after extorting a great Sum of Money uniJer Pain of mili- 
tary Execution ; nay 'twas faid, fome went fo far, as to 
murder People upon the High-road, forrefufing to comply 
with what was out of their Power to grant. TheyaKo 
carried off all the Horfes they could lay their Hands on. 

This was the Beginning of their Retreat, which they 
managed with all their Skill 5 for their Motions were as 
quick as uncertain, and their Defigns intricate and dark. 
To provide then againft all Events, the Places which they 
were fuppofed to have an Eye on, were put in a Pofture 
of Defence. The Duke of Richmondy the Earls of Choi- 
mondley and ff^arrington\ the Lord Gower^ and the Mar- 
quis of Granhyj repaired to Chtfler^ to ftop their advan- 
cing into Waks ; the Liverpool Battalion of 700 Men 
was ordered to take Poft at Warrington \ thcfe picked up 



• Wade who* was llowly marching Southward after the Rebels, 
liearing of their Retreat, leturned himlelf to NttvcjtJiU, alter de- 
taching O^aborpt with 1000 Horfe io Puiluit oi thwai.

I boo new-raifed Foot were difpatcfaed toNewcaJiUy to pre- 
vent the Rebels coming thete, or if they came, to keep 
them in Play tiil the Troops (hould come up. And as their 
Return difpirited their on^n Soldiers^ fo it encouraged the 
Country People ; for, on the 8th of Decembir^ thofe a- 
bout Manehijlir^ to the Number of i looo roie, armed 
with Sythes, Hedge*Stakes, &c. in order to fight them ; 
but as this Refolution might be attended with the Lofs of 
many Lives, whatever might be the Succefs, they wei^ 
prevailed with to give it up, and refer the Enemy to a more 
able Avenger, who was now in full Purfuit of them. 
. His Royal Highnefs had fent Ex^efics to the Magif- 
trates of the Towns thro' which they were to pafs, to 
feize all Stragglers, to harrafs them in their Myeh, and 
fporl the Roac^ while he himfelf was at their Heels with 
his Cavalry, atnl his Foot mounted on Horfes fuppliedby 
the Country People. On the 8th, thcEnemy was at Afo- 
cksfiildy and the next Day moved to Mdnchtjiery where 
the People were fo prudent as tb conceal their beft EiFeAs^ 
and retire from the Place, judging that what formerlf 
they had extorted wou'd not fatisfy, but that now, *upoa 
their Difappointment, their Demands would be larger. 
And fo they were 3 for the Rebels levied there about 
16,000/. in Cafh, and committed 13,000 Damages. On 
the loth, they marched to Wigg^tn^ and on the nth, to 
Preflon^ where they halted the 12th. On the loth, they 
made the longeft march during this Chafe, vt%, 20 Miles 
and 2irrwti zt Lamafler^ where they halted the 14th. But 
having Intelligence that the Troops were ftill gaining 
Ground of them, they continue their Flight, with the 
greateft Precipitation. On the loth, about if o'CIock ia 
the Night, the Duke arrived at Macclesfield from Litchfield^ 
with two Regiments of Dragoons, having marched about 
forty Miles in two Days, thro* terrible Roads, by Utoxeter^ 
and Cheadk'y the Foot entered at Twelve, being provided 
with Horfes by the Gentlemen of Stafford/hire, After re- 
pofing himfelf a little, he gave Orders for a March about 
Four in the Morning, and fet out for Manchefier^ which 
the Enemy on the News of his Approach had quitted with 
the utmoft Confufion ; he entered the Town upon the 
lath, amidft the repeated Acclamations of a People who 
poured out their Bleffings upon him ; the Town was illu- 
minated, the Bells were fet a Ringing, Boj;iiires were pre« 
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IKtred^ and in (hoft, erery other Demonftrfttion 6f Joy wag 
oUerired. By Three the next Morning, he was again ia 
Motion; the Van arrived ziPrefiontht 13th, about four 
Hours after the Rebels had quitted that Place ; the iirft who 
entered the Town were the Georgia Sanger^, foon after» 
a Party of Kin^ofC^ Horfe^ commanded by Colonel Afer- 
daunt^ and the Captains, Lord Byron^ and Lord Robert 
Mannors^ 'Twas here the Dukes Army joined the Ete* 
tachment under General OgUtborp^ who came in like- 
wife with a Party of the Duke of Montagues and M« 
Waders Regiments of Horfe, and St. Giwge's Dragoons* 
Thefe Troops had marched from Doncqfter without a Halt, 
and in three Days made about a 100 meafured MUes^ 
ever Snow and Ice^ in order dther to come up with the 
Enemy, or join the Duke, by whom that March Was lite- 
rally parallelled^ A Captain called Machnzii was here ta- 
ken Prifoner, with two private Men- The Rangers were 
immediately fent after the Enemy, whp had halted dxLan* 
eajier upon the 14th, till the whole of their Troops (hould 
come up. They were in Sight of them that Day, and 
greatly alarmed the Enemy. About i o o'Clock' in the Fore- 
noon*, a hundred Horfe, among whom was Pertb^ reach<» 
ed Kendal \ the Counu-y People being there at a Market^ 
mobbed their Rear, and as they were turning toward the 
Bridge of the Town, one of the Rebels was killed by a 
Musket fired out of a Window ; whereupon the Town's 
People clofed in and took two more Prifoners. But fome 
Shot being fired by the Rebels, which killed a Shoemaker 
and an Oilier, the People difpers'd. Perth polled to Shap^ 
where he arrived upon the i6ih. Upon the isth^ their 
main Body entered Kendal^ where hearing that one of their 
Huilars was ilain, they breathed nothing but Revenge ; 
the Cefs and publick Money were demanded under the fe- 
vercft military Execution; the Magiftrates, with great 
Difficulty, could pacify their Chiefs, by reprefenting, that 
the Inhabitants were innocent of what was laid to their 
Charge, and that in a publick Market the Offenders were 
unknown ; as Locbiel came at lail to underiland the Mat- 
ter, the Contributions were abated, yet a great Sum was 
levied, and as they were departing out of the Place, their 
lad Rank plundered fome Houfes, and robbed feveral 
People of their Shoes. On the i6th, their main Body 
marched for Shap^ but the Rear Guard halted at a Farm 
four Miles from Kendal^ to prepare fmall Carts^ for car- 
rying 
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rfiti^ tbei^ Ammuiiition, which could H^tl^ got (bmard^ 
over ftoep Hills, and through brokeil Road$^ i^o ^ theif 
four wheeled Waggons, that were moftly broken. Next 
Night they arrived at Shap^ while the B^Ak of the Rebels 
narched to Pinrkb^ where in the Evening they wercf 
joined by the Rear Guard. 

f The Rebels being continually alarmed by the Approach^ 
^f the Light Horfe, fent a Party through Lord Lwjclal/lf 
Parks at Ltnvth^y where th^y took a Running-Footmanf 
belonging to bis Royal Higbnefs, amd a Gehttemati of ther 
County, from whom they were informed that the Duk^ 
wa» within a Mite of them, with about Four thouTand 
HoHe and Dragoons, besides LigW-Hoffe and Militia* 
Hereupon they immediately abandon Lomhir-hali^ and re^ 
ibive to make a Stan4« Ao(x>rdingIy Lord G^crg€ A^r-^ 
r^ who always commanded the Reer^Gu^irdy fiook Pof-x 
ieffioB of a Village called Clifton^ a Mile^ fo the Nortb 
df Lord Ldnfdalis Seat, upon the Highways to, and two 
MHes ihort of Penrith. He ordered Colonel Jif?H Stuart ^^ 
tQ the Bottom of the Mmr^ to the South of the Village, 
with his Regiment^ as alfo Clunid MaepgrfoH with ^ht^ 
Battalion, while the Mac D$Mlds of R^ipHh ftood at ^ 
littie Dii^ce to wmc the Svent* They fortified them-i 
felves behind three Hedges and a Ditirh. It wa» no\^ 
about an Hour after Sun^fbt, when the Duke appeared upoi| 
the open Afii/r, after a March of ten Hotirs, He dircdlly 
ocdered-threehundcedDrdgoonf todirmouDt,andm2irch fot-^ 
ward to attack the Enemy. They advanced to- the very 
Srink of the Ditch, wha/i. the Rebels fired from behind 
Ihe Hedges, and kiHed fe^e few; which being observed ^ 
the Troops, after firing foc&e Platoons which were not 
Without Succefs, were ordered to retire fomc few Paces^ 
The Enemy taking th?s for the Beginning of their Flighty 
crofied the Ditch wiih incredible Swifinei^, and ru(bed on 
with Piftd and Sword in Hand. The* Dragoons, who 
b«d drawn their Swords, were now nsa^y to pay thei» 
home in their own Coin. The Shouts b^iti, the Ch(h- 
ing of Swords is heard ; feme of the Rebel's Swords break* 
ing upon the Steel Caps, which the Cavalry commonly 
wear, they draw their Daggers, and fight with great Ob* 
Sinacy ; as Tome of iliem in the Dark were feparated froia 
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thefr main Body* &nd had wounded fome Officers, tb^< 
inhumanly cut them when down, crying, Na ^uartirJ. 
Murder them. Thus they continued for about an Hour» 
when obferving the Refolution of the Forces, they return 
with as much Precipitation a-crofs the Ditch as at firft 
they came on, and with full Speed carry the Conilema- 
tion to Penrith^ where the main Body of . their Army,' 
with the Artillery and Baggage, was arrived. Such wat 
the SkirmlQi at Clifton^ in which about 12 of the Dra* 
goons where killed, and 24 wounded, among whom 
Col. Honeywooi^ Capt. Eajl^ and two Cornets. Of the 
Kebels were flain about 20 Men, and 70 taken Pri- 
(oners, among whom Captain George Hamilton of Rei^ 
beufe^ a Gentleman who had fpenc his Subdance with 
riotous Living : he was very flroqg and agile, but there 
meeting his Equals, he was much wounded by an HuHar, 
and has fince been tried, convidled, and executed. As the 
Rebels who had not advanced, carried off thofe of theif 
killed and wounded on the other Side of the Ditch, their 
Number could not be known ; they gave out that they 
only loft I % Men who run up the Muir ; but whether to 
believe his Royal Highnefs, who wrote to bis Majefty 
that 70 of them were taken Prifoners, befides thofe lulled 
and wounded, or to credit them, muft be left to tho 
Judgment of the impartial j the only Thing the Rebchi 
had to boaft qf was, that they took fome Broad-fwordt 
from the Dragoons, but upon Enquiry I find that tbe& 
only amounted to feven. 

.. Being driven from the Village, and come to Penrith^ a 
Council of War was held, where Rcy Stuart was for 
inarching back, and furprifing the Troops .in the Night 
Time, or by Day-break next Morning ; but Lord Georgi 
Murray was not for diminifliing their Forces by Skirmifbef^ 
but for purfuing their Rout and joining Ld.7^i&;y Drummcnd^ 
who had landed from Dunkirk vtiih 600 Men at Montroji^ 
and was afterwards joined by a Body of defperate Perfons* 
under Lord Lewis Gordon^ a third Brother of Geerge Duke 
of Gordon^ the Frazers, under the Mafter of Levai^ 
FarquharfonSy fome Mackenzies^ and Mackintojhes^ in all 
about Three choufand Men 3 his Opinion prevailed. Next 
Day their, whole Army marched for Carlijk^ where they 
arrived at Night. His Royal Highnefs not being able to 
purfue hiz Advantage at Clifton^ on the rSth, through 
Grounds covered with Snow, Roads broken with Icet 
and DarkncfSi which was the greateft Difficulty, refted 
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Ills Troops there that Night, in the Morning he fet out> ani 
with his whole Force entred Penrith^ where feveral Houfes 
and Shops had been broke open by the Rebels, vaft Quan-; 
titles of Goods carried off, or thrown into the Streets^ 
ippif d and deftroj^'d. From hence he bqgan his March 
on the 2ift for Carlip^ which he reached about One 
o'clock. . But the Enemy had abandoned the Place after 
changing their Garrifon, and leaving m it about Four 
hundred Men, confifting of the Englijh that joined 
them, and fome &cots under the Command of John 
Hamilton^ the Duke of Gordonh Fadlor, with a proper. 
Train of Artillery. . -, 

About Two o'clock the Rebels came up to Langton^ 
where they crofled the EJky which . was then about Foui^ 

'' Fpot deep. The Cavalry entered the Water with the 
Huflars in the Front, and the Pretender in the Center, 
with a Bpy belonging to Keppoch behind him : as he wa^ 
paffing two People being like to give Way, he imme- 
diately feized upon their Hair, and cried out in Irijb^ 
Coaer^ Coaer^ Help, Help ; till they were relieved. The 
Infantry marched into the River with Lord George Mur^ 
ray at their Head, kept hold of each other, and fo ar- 
rived on the o;her Side. Perth^ being better mounted 
than the reft, crofled the Water feveral Times on Horfe- 
hack, and brought off a Perfon with him every Time 
he went. No fooner are they here than judging them- 
felves out of Danger, they feparated, one Party of 4000 
marched to Annan with the Pretender, and the other of . 

. 2,500 toEccblefecan^ wii^etbey rcfted. Lord Elcbowzs 
fcnt with 500 Horfe to Dumfries^ where he levied the 
£xcife« and iinppfed on the Town a Contribution of 
2000/. In Specie, I006 Pair of Shoes, feized nine Ca(ki 
of Gun-powder, all Arms publick and private, Horfesi 
Horfc-Furniture, Boots, tf^. and being in Want of Nc- 
ceflaries, the Rebels ftripped many PeopJe of their Cloaths 
and Shoes. Near 1 100/. in Cafli was iriftantly paid. Pro- 
yoft Crofbiey and Mr. Walter Riddel were carried off as 
Hoftages till the Reniainder (hpujd be remitted, and for 
the S^urity of their Straggig^s if they (hould co ne that 
Way : They ordered the Town's People to Jend their 
Baggage after them. In fhort, their Refentment againft 
thisPlace for its Loyalty was prodigious ; Outrages of the 
worft Kind were committed againft the Irihaiitants, the. 
{loufes were plundered, private People were robbed, and 
mx>o .Complamty they were only told^ ttviA. tiEit'i tsc^^^

ie glad -their Town was not laid in Afliw, cbnfideriflijf 
they had entered into an Aflbciation againft their C^diff 
and ' had feized their Waggons as above. The Damii^t^ 
done by thefe Excefles wa< computed at 4po^/r TlS* 
committed in the Country much greater. Next £)ay tfid 
Pretender, the French Ambaflador, Ptrthi^ LoehitL ClarH 
ranald^ GUngaryy Keppochy &c went by the way of 
this piUaged ToWn,. while Lord lulliiardw. Lord Giotgi 
Murray i Lords Ogihie and Nairn took the Mefaf R6Ad; 
The main Body conthiued at Dumfries till the 2S3d^ whcii 
Ihey marched Weftward, being informed that Giii^ 
Gue^ defigned to hold, out the City of Edinburgh agaihft 
them till the Arrival of the Troopi. As there were no 
other Towns to fleece till they reached Glajgow^ (b tfte^ 
with all poffible Diligence advanced there. The VaA eo* 
tercd that City upon the 25 th, and the Body of -their A J- 
hiy with the rretender next Evening. Here they, madeyaff 
Demands, as a Punifhment for that Town's attachnieiit tri 
the Government. 

The Duke of Cumberland having chasM theni otrt erf 
Englandy judged it proper in the next place, to . reduce 
Car lip: accordingly the Town was furrounded on all fides,- 
at a Mile's diftancc. The Garrifon fired upon all Whti 
came in View. Mr. Townley, to whom the ChiEhfaTitf 
had given a CommifEon for raifing a Regiment of Horfi^ 
being Commandant of the Place, caufed the <5un8 I0 
be mounted upon the Walls, the Ho»fcs within Reach rf 
the Batteries to be burnt, and feveral Chevauz dt frtiH 
to be made and fix'd at the Gates, and Entrances of the 
City, to prevent the Approach of the Horfe : He was 
even for making Sallies upon the King's Troops, but ail 
hk Councils were oppofed. 

As his Royal Highnefs perceived that it might toft {dhutt 
Lives to take the City by AfTault, without Artillery pro* 
per for a Siege, he lent to Whitehavin^ for fome Batter- 
ing-pieces, with which he was fupplicd by the 25th. No 
iboner are thefe come up, than they began 10 ercdt Bat* 
feries, notwithllahding a continued Fire from the Wails: 
On the 28lh, one of (ix Pieces was finifhed, from which 
they played upon the Four-Gun Battery of th^ Towns 
but on the 29th, the firing ceafed for Want of Shot, titt 
towards Evening, when a frefh Supply arrived, and it was 
renewed with gicat Briflcncfs for two Hours. 

The Walls being much fhaken, the Town's Pcopb 
appeared ia tfie inoft luppUcant Manner before tte Gonp* 
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i{^ji.fld^in|, ^nd beieecbed him to think of prefervii^ tbeir 
X<iy^. 'Towfdey then went to^Mr. Hamilton'^ ihe Gover- 
nor qS the Caftle, to confutt on what was proper to be 
done. A Capitulation was propofed, to which Colonel 
H^miltQn agreed : However, two Letters were firft fent, 
pi)e for his Royal Highnefe, 'the other for the Commander 
Qf the jpitff A Troops^ which were fcpppfed to be with 
his Army. This Utter was figncd Geobegatij yfhq ftilcd 
birafelf Conjmander of the French Artillery, and of the 
fr^ncb p^rrifon that was at or might come to Carlijle ^ 
fox Dp(j5pc(B of the Town and Citadel, The Contents 
vi^ere to furnmon the Dutch to retire from the Englijh 
^XV^y^ under Pretence of the Capitulation pf Tournay^ 
i«vhich" J J3?.en tioned before. 

The Nfeh.t of t^ie 519th was fpent in raUing a new 
J^tt^y of three 18 Pounders j which was completed b/ 
5hp Mornipg. But, on the firft Platoon of ^he old Bat- 
Jery-Ju:ijQ^, the JLebels hung out the white Flag j an^ 
Vould havie furrendered on Terms, but could obtain no 
f>ih^Tj ^W that they (hould not be put to the Sword, but 
/efpryed for the Ki^g*s Pleafurc 3 and. thefc they though; 
proper to Kccpt, Decmber the 30th. 

pn which Brig. Bligh was ordered immediately to take 
■^ofleflion of the Tpwa 5 and next Day the Duke en- 
If^ed it on Horiebacik) a^idfl: the Acclamations of a re- 
joicing Multitude : The Nobility, who had come from 
All .Qyarters, .and the General Officers followed. He was 
|io iboner in Carlijle^ than he walked round the Walls, 
reviewed the Fortifications, and defired to be brought to 
the Houfe where his Brother Prince lodged, in which he 
tQQ.k up his Lodging, and l^y in the fame Bed. He or- 
idcred fuch Things as were forcibly or other wife taken awaj^ 
.to be c;cpofed to View, that every Perfon might rcceivjfe 
Vbeir own, upon proving their Property. 

The Garrifon was dircflly confined in the great ChurcK, 
and a Lift of their Names, Sfr. given in ; but by a fpecial 
.Order were ftript of nothing which they had. The Offi- 
cers were as follows.

French.' Six Francis Geohegan^ a Captain of Lattft 
Regiment ; CoL Strickland^ of no Regiment ; and Sir 
yohn Jrtuthnotf a Captain of Lord Drummond^s j 1 Scr- 
jeant, knd 4 private Men of Lallfs Regiment. 

There were found here, 6 Brafs Guns of one and^ an 
half Pounders, 3 Brafs Guns of four Pounders, 6nc 
Brafs Odlagon, all with Carriages, 4 Brafs Cbhorns, ixd 
two Royals. 

While his Royal Highnefs was here, Carlifle was 
crowded with Multitudes, who from all Quarters repaired 
to him. Particularly the City of Edinburgh^ fent four 
Deputies to congratulate him on his Succefs, and to fo- 
licit him to honour that City with a Vific, if he came 
to Scotland; they were received in the moft gracious Man- 
gier, and had the Honour to dine with him ; he drank to 
the Profperity of the Town, and exprefled the deepcft 
Senfe of their Loyalty, .and that of the'adjacent Towns ; 
but the moft remarkable Thing was. Not one difrepcfl:- 
ful Word dropt from his Mouth about thofe who had 
created him fo much Trouble : He only lamehied (when 
fpeaking of the Highlanders) that fo much Bravery (hould 
be mifemployed. On the 2d of January^ he fet out for 
London^ where his Prefence was thought neceflary, that 
he might be ready in cafe of an Invafion by the French^ 
from whom a Defcent was expefted, notwithftanding 
the following Precautions. 

On the 6th of December a Proclamation was iflbed out, 
for putting the Laws in Execution againft J^fuits and 
Popijh Pricfts, and promifing a Reward of 100?. for evcrv 
fuch Perfon, after Conviftion, found in London^ Jflift* 
rninjler^ the Borough of Sonthwark^ or within ten Mil^ 
round thefe Places. 

On the 1 2th Advice came, that an Embarkation of 
Troops was carrying oi| with great Expddition ztDun- 
iiriy that moft of the Veflels to be employed were al- 
ready there, that Furniture was put on Board for 1000 
Horfe. A Proclamation was publifhed on the 14th, to 
caufe the Coafts to be carefully watched, and all Cattle, 
and every other Thing that might be ferviceable for the 
Enemy after landing; to be removed. Alarm Pofts were 
appointed i the feveral Guards were ordered to be in 
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iReadinefs to march upon the iirft Notice of any Tumult or 
Infurreftion in Londin or JVejiminJier, Signals were alfo fet- 
.tied on. the Coafts of Sujfex and Kent^ whither 4000 Foot 
.and 2500 Horfe had marched. The fame was done upoa 
^thofe of EJJix2iViA Suffolk^ whither 3000 Foot and 1600 
Hbrfe repaired. The Lords of the Admiralty ordered all 
the Men of War at Port/mouth to put to Sea, and took up 
50 Merc"hant-men to be armed for cruiling in the Channel. 
Admiral ^r«tf«, with the Commodores JS^^^« and Smithy 
Vere already at Sea, each with a ftrong Squadron s and the 
povef Privateers had voluntarily gone to Fermn^ to receive 
his Inftruflions and follow his Orders. 

On the 1 2th, two of thefe i>(?«;^r Ships fell in with 
eight Tranfporis, bwund "for Dunkirk from Boulogne^ un- 
der Convoy of a French Man of War of 22 Guns, to take 
Troops on board ; they feized three of them, and fent 
one of them that Night to the Admiral, in the Dowm^ 
and the other ^t wo to i>i?^/^r next Morning. They fell 
in upon the 19th with about 60 Sail, moftly filhing Boats 
and fmail Veflels from Dunkirk^ bound as they fuppofed 
for Calais or Boulognty to take in Troops, drove feventeca 
of theni on Shore near Calais^ blew up one, funk two, 
and brought three away ; two of which were carried into 
Dovir^ but the third was loft in that Bay. The whole 
of thefe Veflels had fome warlike Stores on board, fuch 
as fmall Cannon, Powder, Ball, Horfe-Colours, Cloaths, 
fiedding for Soldiers, and Poles about feven Foot long, 
ii)iked with Iron at both Ends. Two of lefs Value, froni 
Raan to Boulogne^ were afterwards fent in. 

On the 20th, the Country was alarmed by Advices 
from Admiral Vernon in the D(nvnSy informing, that great 
Numbers of fmail Imbarkations were coming from Dun* 
kirk \ that fcveral of them were laden with Cannon, Pow- 
dei-. Shot, and other Military Stores i that the Irijh Troops 
had marched to Calais from Dunkirk^ where General 
Count Lowendably and many other Officers, were, with 
a young Perfon, faid to be the Pretender's fecond Son. 

Notwithftanding the feveral Advices, which the Go- 
vernment received cf the Deligns of France^ many were 
of Opinion, that the Preparations about Dunkirk, and fomc 
Neighbouring Sea-port Towns were only to amufe : But 
whether the Fears of a Frencb Lzndingf were ill or well 
founded -, certain it is, that the Enemy, on hearing how 
the Scale was turned, gave over their Alarms* 
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On the Morning of Jan.sxh^ the Duke arrived at St 
yames% from CartiJIe^ in per fefl: "Health, and did notat^ 
pear in the lead fatig^ied, tho* he had not been in B«l WT 
three Days, The whole Court appeared very gay on fefe 
Occafion, and ever/ one feelned to take a particular Pride 
in paying rheir Cpmpliment5 to'him. The Troops comi- 
jnanded by his Royal Highnefs were fluiht with Succd^ 
and ready to march where ever Occafion offered, Th<y 
vcre compofed of rhe following 'Regiments, Lieut Gene- 
rals, i,igoni0ry Rubmond, Simlair and Jibemarley Major 
Generals, Hutvardy Sifltoa and Bland^ Brigadiers,* Sem^ 
fie J BHgh and Douglas^ Artillery, Lejly^ Bernard and Ra- 
per\ Brigad. Majors, Colonel Sowk and Johnfon^ befides 
Gower'Sy Montague*s, fialUfaXy Granby^Sy Choifnondlfy*% 
new raifed Regiments of Foot, ^ch confiding of 824^ 
Montagu.^ and KingJidtC^ new levied Horfe, contain!!^ 
each 27^ Men, together with Major General Oglethorp/9 
jBody ot 1000 Horfe, with which he had been 'detached 
from GtucxztWade. By this Time feveral foreign Pow- 
tcrs had fignified publiekly their Abhorrence of the Rebel- 
lion. Chrijiian VI. of Venmarky when affured of it, ofr 
Jcred not only the 12,000 Troops in Britijb Pay, but al- 
io all the Forces he had, if they could be conveniently 
iparried over. The old King ot Smiderty tho* his Powrf 
be too much controuled, by a People who run from the 
Extream of an abfolute Monarchy, to the moft licentbuE 
I^ibcrty, declared his Deteftation of the impious Attempt^ 
contrary to the Faith of 'Treaties^ and adyally let oiif 
the Troops of his Landgravate in Support oif Our King^ 
The Emprefs of Ruffioy though raifed to the Throne, by 
the Intrigues of the Houfe of Bourbon^ proffered a Quot4 
of Troops to be employed, as the Court of Great Britain 
ftould direft ; yea, ihe prefent King of Pruffta^ though 
frequently fo docile to the Court of VerfailleSy as to march 
Ims Army at her Con[imand, and receive his 1,400,000 
l^lorin$ for muftering his Men, gave out that if the Pro- 
left was purfued, his whole Army was at the Service 6i 
his Royal Uncle, 

The Rebels had no fooner left the City of Edinburgbj 
-than imniqdiately the Oeconomy of the Town was t^U 
torcd, as much as pojSbIc, confidering there was no r^u-^ 
lar Magiftracy : for on the Day of Eleflion, none would 
take the Charge, as the Place was then in the Hands df 
th^ Jinemy, A new Subfcription wag iuimediately open-!- 
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^ aitid io a (bort Time> Moni^y. wa» mm io, the jpFViqp 
beat thro' the Gty for Recruita^ and Xucb z» h^d tifie<l 
formerly, but had been obliged to difband on acco^n^ qf 
yhc Rebek, were now deiired to rc^pair to their D^tf, 
yfhcn they {hoiild ciiter into ibe J?iy of 4J. fer^W^ 
without Difcount. ^ 

Lieutenant Genial Handyfiie^ -now Commander in 
XJhlef of fai3 M^efty's Troops in Scotland^ arrived fronn 
iBerwUk upon the J 4th, with Col. Price*$ and L$ioniir*^ 
^^iments of Foot, -General HamiJ^on*^^ and the Jate Co- 
lonel Gardner's Dragoons. The Night they entered w^ 
txceffively tempeftuous* and prov'd ratal to ieveral Shipa, 
among whom the Fox Man of War, with her Crew .per- 
jiihe^ in the Storm; her Wreck fcmetime after wap 
jthrown in about Dunbar y where was found, and decent<- 
Jy interred, the Corps of Captain Bdv£i\ who had fo w^V 
defended the Pafiage to Kingborn, duriqg the Stay of (br 
llebelsin the Lotbiau. 

The Militia of ArgyUJbin were now called to the Ser- 
vice of the Government, the A^s of Parliament, againft 
apy Number of Highlanders rlfing in Parties, was fufi- 
pended, and happy had it been for the Pretender and h|^ 
Aflbciates, that the fame had fooner been done \ but thea 
the Defigns of the Houfe of Bowrion^ had not been fo la- 
|ally dafSed: Arms and warlike Stores were (hipt off* from 
Jjivirpool for their U&. Major General Campbell of Mam^ 
^frion fet out from Londen^ to taJce upon him the Com« 
jnand of thefe L.evie$. That Officer had landed with fai^ 
Regiment on the 4th of November in the Thames from 
Flanders^ as did tbofc of Lieutenant General Handy fidi^ 
Brigadiers Melton^ BUgb^ Mordaunt and Sempky with tbf 
'fligblanders. Each of thefe from' the Moment of their 
Anival, were taken up about the Service of the Govern* 
ment, but none more than CampbiRy who, to raife Troop$ 
to fight the Rebels with their own Weapons, arrived at 
Inverara December the 21ft, with a Commiffion to muf-^ 
ler up 3400 Men. The Levies went on moft fucCefsv 
fully, the Gentlemen of the Counjy fending in Lifts of the 
Militia in their refpedlive Lands, from which the Qi^oca 
was draughted \ % confiderable Niimber of them was fta- 
tioned at J^verara^ which they fortified. About 300 of 
thefe attacked a Party of the MacGregorSy whom they 
ibon put to flight, killing two aiVd takii)^ (even Prifoners* 
A Corps was' quartered at CampbUtmn in Kintire^ both

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to prevent any Invafion tfom Inland^ and to be in read!* 
nefi CO march again ft the difaffe£led Clans, fcattered up 
and down the County, if they (hould ariie; Garrifon$ 
^ere put into the Caftles along the Coaft, * while the Re; 
mainder only waited an Opportunity of marching to join 
the regular Troops, 

' And here a particular Account of thefe People might bp 
cxpcftcd ; but as the Genealogy of the Family of Jr'gyk 
is itl down in Books, which are in every Perfons Hands^ 
I (hall only obferve, that the Campbeh by efpouiing th« 
Caufe of David Brua^ againft Edward Baliol^ have beefa 
the mod Inftrumental of any Family in Scotland^ in fet- 
tling the Steurts upon the Throne, in Prejudice to the No-^ 
We Family of the Cummings ; and even contrary to the 
general Voice pf the Nation at that Time, Bruce*s Friends 
and Name not excepted. They coniiriued Loyal to the 
feveral Kuigs, and fome Way or other got the Lands of the 
neighbouring Clans : And ihqfe having loft their Pofleffionsi 
and not confidering that their Misfortune was owing tp 
tbemfelves, but imputing the whole to the Campbeh^ have 
conceived a Refentment againft them, rather to be ima- 
gined than exprefled. The prefent Duke of Argyli was at 
Edinburgh in July 1745, whence he went to the Wi/f- 
Higblandsj but hearing of the Infurredlion, judged it pro- 
per to go no further than Rofematby however, he had ah 
early Account of the Intention of the Chevalier, which 
he communicated as well to the Regency at London., as to 
the Officers Of the Crown in Scotland -^ but thefe dfd ftot 
give due Heed to the feafonable Intimation. The Campbilts 
being for the moft part bred in the laft Revolution Princi- 
ples, were wholly devoted to the Support of the Union, 
which has prov'd more advantageous to them, thati the vaft 
Traftof Territory they poflcfs. They took Arms inDec. 
and feized fuch as they fuipedted; among whom Sir Jatnei 
Campbel of Auchinhnck^ who was confined to the Caftle 
of Dumbarton. Thofe of the Offfpring of Baron Guinach^ 
the firft of the Race, well knowing, that a Change would 
difpoflcfs them of their Lands, diredlly engage pro ari^ 
£5f focis. 

And not only did thefe Highlanders flicw their Affecr 
tion.to their King and Country, but the Wcftcrn Coun- 
ties followed their Example. The City of Glafgow faifed 
a Regiment at her Own Bxpence^ which was provided 
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tnth Armsfrom AeOiKkofEMnhtrgb^in thefame Manner 
as r^ular Troops, and put under the Command of the 
Earl of Hume. The little Town of Pai/fy having taftcd 
the Fruits of Trade, and Advantaget of a Thread Manu- 
feflory, raifcd a Corps of 210 Men* The Shire and 
Xown of Renfrew, from much the fame Motives, arm- 
ed in Defence of the Conflitution, under the Earl of GZf/r<* 
cairn; in a Word, the whole weftern, fouthern and 
eaftern Parts vied with each other, in exerting them- 
felves on this Occafion. Mean" Time, the northern 
Storm is raging beyond the Forth, and many unhappy 
People carried down the Stream of Rebellion. 
; For now the French dropped in among them with their 
Privateers, and were received in the moft aflfedlionate Man- 
ner. In fome Places of Buchan, the very Boys wore 
white Cockades, and formed themfclves into Companies % 
while thofe of riper Years declared for the Pretender ; the 
vaft Tradl of Country from Forth xoSp'ey, being in ths 
Hands of the Enemy; great Excefles were committed up- 
on the Inhabitants; feveral Noblemen and Gentlemen's 
Seats were plundered, their ^eft Efiec^s either carried off 
or deftroyed, and their dwelling Houfes in a Manner made 
^ Dunghill. In the County of Angus, abput 5000/. waa 
levied under Pain of Military Execution \, and the Ceft 
was laid on in the moft undue Proportion ; Perth, Hun* 
dee, and the Country around, was one Scene of Horror 
and OpprelEon, Robberies were coni^ant, even in th9 
jDublick Streets, and in open Day. The Families of Dif- 
tindion left their own Houfes, to be free from the Sight 
of fuch Devaftation ; Men were even prefled, under Pain 
of being burnt in their own Habitations. 

The Shire of Fife, remarkable for her Martial Heroes 
of old, an^ her induftricpus Inhabitants at prefent, was vi- 
fited by them ; for 6n the 27th of December^ a Party of 
'Highland's and French, under Major Nairn, came to 
Dumferling, where they raifed the Cefs, and committed 
feveral Excefles, as they had done at Aloa before; not 
content with the publick Money, they aflcflcd feveral 
Gentlemen in confiderable Sums, which they raifed with- 
out Regard to Circumftances. The little Shire of Kinrofs, 
confiding of about four Parifh'es and an half, ihared the 
Fate of her populous Sifter \ for the fame Party demanded 
there a whole Year's Cefs: All fuch as had any way fa- 
voured the Government, were fevcrcly dealt with ; the , 
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Friends of a pooj: Carrier wpic forced to j>ay 13 Goin^j 
ibr no odier Reaibn, 1»ut:becaufe he had eani^ one Ocp* 
tain Rejmldu 2l F/^nitb OtBceT^ on Board one ojf his ti/Iar 
jcft/j Ships of War 5 tfiq Peojdc were obliged upon Oach 
tohring in their btX^iioeiss^ Guns, Swords and Piflols. 
and make Failh on ttfe &me. They canried off abo^t 
forty ffqrfcs with all ' their Furniture, compelled the 
Country People to rarry into Perthy 100 Bolls of MeaL 
and 500 Loads of Coals^ and plighted the Honour of the 
Commanding Officer for Pay merit; but ala$! he failed* 
for the Workmen returjied without fo much a$ their Sacks. 
A few Days after, anpther Party, under the Earl of Cro^^ 
martyr came down. By thefe the Sum of 1125/. wal 
demanded of the County: However, the Money was not 
raifed, though indeed fome Houles were pillaged, the Pof- 
fefibrs abufed, threatned with Burnings, and dl the dif- 
mal Eflbfls of military Execution. The fame things migtit 
be iaid 6f the P{aces around, but th\is m\ich may fuQce 
by Way of Example. 

What made the Rebel Party in the North more for mi- 
A^bie, was, that Lord y^hu Drummond had landed frpni 
Dunkirk on the 30th of Novimber at Montrofey with ijf 
Pieces of Cannon, fome of which were 18 Founders, a^dl 
600 Men, feveral of whom, being forced into the French 
Service, embraced the firft Opportunity of defecting. 
However, for fome Time they made the poor Country 
feci to their Smart, that an Enemy was in her'Bofom^ 
Ac People were obliged to bring in their Horles, and car- 
ry their Artillery, fome Pieces of which took about twen- 
ty Horfes to draw them : their Provifion^ Ammunition. 
mi other Ncceflaries were alfo tranfported by them, with- 
out the leaft Compenfation ; the Corp3 feparated into dif« 
fcrcnt Parties, and were cantoned in the Towns along 
the Coaft, while the n^in Body repaired to Perth^ where 
was the grand Camp of the Rebels. There they fortified 
tbemfclves, and planted their Artillery fp conveniently, 
that to fprce them^ would have proved a difficult Tafc 
And now Lord Leuns Gordon^ vi'hom the Pretender left 
behind him, for fecuring the Landings from France^ got 
together a Bodv of defperate Perfons, moft Part of hi? 
own Name. But not judging his Force equal to what 
might be expefted from one of his Birth, he afted con- 
trary both to the Law of Nature and Nations, ufing the 
woi ft of Means to augment his Numbers. 'Every JPerfon in

vanced, he was fufe indireAly^^rhaps by a^Slnile, ^

lip ta a Belief of Improbabilit^cfd^ he had a W^y «^ trdcinj^

eeftors 10 the Skies ; he would fay fuch a Sword and Tar- 
get, your b^f/l Grandfather wort that Dayj and woutd' 
entertain them With incerpreting Prophecies and Dreamsy 
fgfc. I knew a Gentleman of the NaHfc of Campbell^ 
who dreamed f^mething very fltwige ifl the Time of tho^ 
RebeHlon tji}^-^ relating ta the Government, whith he 
<^ommuni(:a<ted to fome People } the Story ran up and 
down, and <<anfe at laft to the Ears of Lord L&vdt^ upoUk 
Hrhgfai it tM»H ik> mj gt^at Ilbifftffionr till ltboi»t ^t 
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Years afterwards; that he wrote a Letter td the Gentle*^ 
man's elder Brother, for a Copy of it. He would inter-. 
pret it to the Satisfodion of the Clans, fo much as to in-' 
flame their Inclinations to Arms, and ftir up their Spirits 
to rebel : He was Mailer of all .the Viiions and Traditions 
of the oedulous People that bad lived in the Country for* 
many Years. He would mention the Exploits of the Scot$ 
in France and elfewhere, unriddle the Prophecies oC 
Thomas Laarmont and many others, too tedious here ta 
mention ; and by fucb Methods as thefe^ and others of 
the fame Kind, he has promoted the Rebellion more than^ 
any Mam. in the fnV/^ Dominions ; but now from hi» 
Conduft it appears, that the Thread of his Policy was fpun 
too fine, fo that it fail'd at laft in the Maker's Hand ; and 
Xf> crown aU, he died a Roman Catholic, tho' he fre- 
quently endeavoured to get a Seat in the Aflembly as an 
Elder of the Church of Scotland. > 

The Clan of this fubtle Lord, firfl: marched under Pre-- 
tence of feeking fome Cattle which had been ftollen out 
of the Jirdy. but fuddcnly diverted their Courfe to Fort /fu-- 
guftusy in order to feize upon the Soldiers in that Place ; 
but being prevented, by the- timely Succours from Ifiver^. 
nefsy they marched to Pirthy to the Number of 400 Men. 

The Earl of Loudon apprifed of the Defigns of the Frti* 
firSy wrote to Lord Lovaty and in his Majefty's Name^ 
demanded that he would ddiver up the Arms of his Clan ;. 
Ijie even went with a Party to CaJiU-D&wniey againft; 
which he planted Cannon, and carried old Simon Prifoner 
to Invernefs ; but in a few Days he found Mean^ to efcape.- 
About this Time feveral Letters pafled betwixt the Lord 
Prefident and him, wherein the former lays open the In-, 
gratitude of his Lordfliip to the Government for their 
many Favours to him. Lovat*$^ Anfwer was drawn up in. 
the moft crafty Terms ; he throws the whole Blame oa 
his unnatural Sony who had adled thus without his Ad- 
vice ; and points out the Remedy againll the Clans Rifing^,, 
viz> granting them 25^00/. SterL to keep them quiet ^ 
makes mention of the Battle of Killicranky in a Manner ve-, 
ry hohourable to the Rebels, and concludes in fo.cotni-i 
^\ 2L Way, as does not dcferve a Place in any Hiftory. 

On the 3d of Deumhtry Loudon fet out for Fort Au^ 
guftusy with 600 Men, fupplied the Place with what was 
wanting, ^iid in his March, intimated to the People of. 
Stratbirrici vfiM tbey wece to expert, if \bty joined jh^.

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Enemy ; fcirce ieas fae returned to Irvu^nefi (ooi the 8tK) tiH 
be heard of the difmal State of Affairs on the other Side of 
the Sp€y>. To prevent the Evil frpm fpreading further, he 
decach'd the Laird of MacLeod .with 500 Men, towards 
Elgiriy and the next Day Captain Munro of Culcairn with 
200 Munrtes: The MacLeods taking the Rout of CuUen^ 
and the other, that of Strathbogie. Next Day the Mon^ 
r$es crofied the Spey and followed ih^ Grants^ who reti'^ 
red from thence to defend their own Eftates, to the great 
Misfortune of the other Commanders; for had they march- 
ed on, 'tis not to be doubted, but either youi^ Gordon 
would have fled to Jngus^ where be would have been 
£but up, or elfe have been worfied in the Skirmifli I am 
foon to relate ^ the Confequence of which wotild have 
been, that not only Abtrdeen^ the third City in the Na^ 
tioD, and almoft the whole North, would be piit into the 
, Hands of the King's Troops, but the future Landings 
from Franc f had been prevented, which would have been 
So effedual a Check to the Arms of the Rebels, that per* 
haps the Scene had diredlly clofed. Gordon^ who had 
threatned Strati)^ with Fire and Sword, thought fit 
to retire bjefore. the Grants . to Strathbogie^ whither 
they followed. Mean Time, the MacLeods arrive at 
Old Meldrum on the 19th, and the Monroes at Aldrain on 
the 2 1 ft. Next Day, each direded tiieir March to Inve^ 
rury^ where they joined: By the Time the Monroes had 
got their Billets upon the Country, Weft of the Village, 
the fartheft about two Miles diftant, the others entrod the 
Town. The whole Corps got Orders to be in Readi- 
titis about Six next Morning, to march for Aberdeen and 
drive the Rebels from it j but thefe were countermanded 
on hearing of the Reinforcements which Lord Letvis had 
got from Montrofe and AberbrotbocL Next Day, 50 
Men were fent by the Way of Kintore^ to get Intelli- 
gence of the Motions of the Enemy ; they efpied 2 Men 
on Horfeback, whom fix of them purfuing a great Way^ 
' the two Rebels carried fuch a Confternation to Aberdeen^ 
that thofe of their Party turned out, and drew up to the 
Weft of the Town, 

: But now an Exprefs from Lord Loudon to Mac Leod^ 
fetting forth, that his Bufinefs with Lord Lovat would 
not allow him to fpare any Reinforcement, being inters 
ccpted at Turreff^ by the Rebels, . Lord Leuiis^ dircdtly 
called a Council of War, in which it was refolved to 
march fecretly and attack the Encmy» who, they iuds,e4» 
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at the Entrance of the River; the En^neers on Short 
played furiouflv upon hbr,, fo that after afiing all that 
9ouId be expeaed, at lait flie was obliged to itrike to tbt 
JEnemy ; who carried her to Dunkirk^ where flic wsi 
turned into a Privateer, called by the Name of Hji Pripc9 
Charles Sfww, and three Times fent with Troops, Mo^ 
hey, and Ammunition for the Ufe of the Rebels^ tSA 
file fell, at a very critical junfture, (of which in its Phce) 
into the JFIands of her former Owners, who reltered her 
to her old Name and Service. Such was the Stati of 
Affairs in Scotland^ when the Chevalier re-entertd iK 
and came to GlafcoWy where he publiflied the following 
Relation of his Winter Campaign ; which I here ixifertj 
^ the Paper is both curious and fcarce. 

JOXJRNAL of the Marches of his Royal Highnefs fh 
Prince Regent's Army^ from the Time they entered Fxtg*' 
land, the ith of November, //// their Return to SccA* 
bnd, the 20th £/^ December, 1745. 

TT I S Royal Highnefs entered England^ Friday the Bih 
JnL ^^y ^f November^ in the Evening, and quartered 
at Redings all Night, 

The 9th, Hiis Royal Highnefs pafled the Water of 
Eden at Roddey, about two in the Afternoon, Wi"^ fti 
Firit Column, and quartered that Night in the VUls^es 
Weft from Carlife. 

The next Morning, being Saturday the loth, CarUjk 
[was blockaded on all Hands, and the Cannon were 
Vought up, in order to raife a-Battcry that Night, but fir* 
telligence being come, that General Wade was marching 
^owardj Carlifiey His Royal Highnefs went early oh Mbk^ 
day the i ith, to Brampton j being feven Miles on thfe 
Road to Newcajlle^ in order to meet Marihal ff^dks 
Army, and give him Battle : But, after waiting tbeit 
two Days, and having certain Intelligence that the 
Troops near Newcajlle declined coming forward, Hib 
Royal Highnefs ordered Carlifie to be again blockadedv 
which was done accordingly by Half of the Army on 
Wednefday Night, being the 13th, whillt his Royal High- 
nefs continued with the other Half at Brampton^ as thfe 
moft convenient Poft to attack the Enemy, had they ven- 
tured to relieve Carlijle. The Trenches were opened thsft 
Night at about Mulket Shot from the Walls of the T<)W'ft, 
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tfrout Kfidway betwixt the EfigliA and S^^i IPsofts, dfid 
thirteen Cannon were brought up, in order to batter the 
Town; but this was prevented by the Town*« Capitula- 
ting on Timrfihy the I4thj and his Royal Highneffes 
Troops took Pofleflion of the Town and Oaftlc on Friday 
^ Morning, after the Town got full Seairity for their Liber- 
tks, &c. according to the Capitulation. During both 
Times that Cartifle was blockaded, there was but one Man 
killed^ and one wounded. The Militia that ferred in Car-^ 
SJky all the Inhabitants of the City, as well as the Neigh- 
bourhood, can teftify the exadl Difclpline of his Royal 
Hjghncfles Army , who paid for every Thing* AH the Sub* 
jedb were protected in the full Enjoyment of their Liber- 
ties and Properties. 

His Royal Highnefs, with his Army, halted at Cartip^ 
«id the Neighbourhood, till the 20th, of U^ember^ which 
Day the Van marched to Penritk 

The 2 1 ft, The Van went to Shap^ and the main Body 
came to Penrith^ 

The 22d, The Van marched to Kenidl^ and the mab 
Body halted at Penrith. 

The 23d, The main Body came to KeuM. 

The 24th, The Van marched to Laruafter^ and the 
main Body halted at Kin^dU 

The 2Stfa, The Van marched to Prejl$% and the main 
Bo^ to Lnncajler. 

The 26th, The Van paged Pr^fton^ and quartered at the 
Village on the other Side of the Bridge, and the main Body 
came to Preftpn. 

The 27 th> The whole Army halted. 

The 28th, marxAed to ffi'jggany and the VHIages -near 
toit. 

The 29tb, All the Army marched to Mambijliry halted 
there the 30th. 

The ift, December^ the Army marched to Maaksfield. 

The 2d, the Van marched to C<mgkton (within nine 
Miles of iVifO/^^?/?/* Under-Line) where the main Body of 
the Duke of OmberIand*s Army lay, from which a De* 
tachment was fent xow2Ltds Newcq/fJe for intelligence) and 
within three Miles of that Place, the faid Detachment 
took Mr. ^tfr (oT^ff^ier) their Principal Spy, Prifoncr> 
and brought him to Congkun^ upon which the Duke of 
Cumberland's Army retired to Litchfield. The Prince Re-' 
gent having Intelligence of his Retreat from NriX^caftli 
Under- Line* marched for Dert^ bv AJhbunu 
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T^ 3^» the Van marched to AJhhurn \>y Le^k. The 
main Body reftcd the 2d at Macclelfieldy and marched the 
3<Jj to Leek. And, 

The 4tb, The whole Army^ went to Drr^^ whece 
they ftayed ajl the 5 th ; and in k Council of War held 
in his Royal Highnefs's Prefence, Difpatches of Impor- 
tance being received, it w?s refolved to returii'U) 5^^/- 
:land\ and the next Day, being the 6th, they returned 
to 4/bburn. 

The 7 th, they marched to Leek^ and on the 18 th to 
Maeclesfield. .. 

The 9th, the whole Army marched to Mamhejler. 

The loth, they marched loWiggariy and the nth, to 
Pr^^fT, where they halted the 1 2th. 

The 13th, marched to Lancajlery halted the 14th > which 
Day a reconnoitring Party took two of the Duke of Cum- 
berhncfs Men, called Rangers. 

The i5ch, marched to Kendal 

The i6th, the main Body of the Army was at Sba^^ 
but* the Rear Guard were obliged to ftop at a Farm* four 
Miles from Kendal^ by Reafon that a great many of the 
Carriages, and particularly the four-wheeled Waggons, 
in which was Part of the Ammunition^ could not be 
forwarded becaufe of the Steepnefs of the Hill, and 
Badnels of the Road : But fmall Carts b^ng got next 
Day, and the Ammunition being fhifted from the broken 
Waggons, they came that Night to Shap^ being the 17th j 
the main Body having gone to Fsnrith that Day. 

The i8ih, the Rear-Guard joined the main Body ^t 

Penrith in the Evening. They faw feyeral Parties or the 

Enemy that Day, but upon the Approach of the Rear- 

Cjuard they always retired : Tho* once, a confiderable 

Body of Light-Horfe formed upon the Road, in order to 

ftop their Proceeding ; but, upon fome of the Highlanderi 

throwing their Plaids, and running to attack them ; they 

went off at the Gallop, and (hewed that Hdrfe could 

run faftcr thap Men, one of them only having been 

• Jellied. After the Baggage was fent to Penrith^ a Battal- 

- lioQ of Foot and fome Horfe, went through Lord Lonf- 

' 'dtili\ Parks of Loivther^ thinking to find fome of cnc 

; Light-Hprfe about 4iis Houfe, as he was Lord Lieute- 

'^ nam of the County : Accordingly fome of them were 

feen at a Diftance, but rode off upon Sight of the High- 

' Zanders : Some Shots were fired after them. At the fame 

Time 
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TJm0» fonie parties feouriiig the Parks, took a RuniKng 
Footmap: of the Diike oi Cumberland Sj and another Per- 
Ibn doathed in Green5 who appeared to be an Officer ; 
who informed that the Dukq of Cumberland was within 
a Mile, w'ith abou.t 4000 Hprfe and Dragoons, belides 
Light liorfe.and Militia ; upon which Lord George Mur^ . 
tay^ who always commanded the Rear- Guard, took Pof- 
feffion of a Village called Clifton^ being a Mile from Lord 
LonfdaW% Houfe; upon the. High way^ to, and two Miles 
ihort of Penritb. By that Time the Enemy had form'd 
upon an open Muir, facing Clifton^ and within half 
Cannot Shot; where ihey' continued for a confiderable 
Time : At laft, about an Hour after Sun-fet, they dif- 
mounted ifcveral of their Dragwons, -who came tt> the Bot- 
tom of the Muic, and lin'd the Hedges and Ditches that 
were, next tp it. There was a pretty fmart Fire on both 
Sides, for above half an Hour; but at lift the Dragoons 
firing very faft, a Battalion of Highlanders was ordered 
down Sword in Hand upon them, with Orders to drive 
them from their Pofts, but not to advance upon the 
Muir. Accordingly they went on with the greatcft 
Alacrity and Swiftnefs, and after paffing two Hedges, 
drove them from the third, which was the laft of all, 
and then returned, as they were ordered, to their former 
Pods. But 12 of the Highlanders having pad the Bot- 
tom DitcM and run up the Muir, are ftill a-miifing, 
which is the whole Lofs on their Side. How many 
of the Dragoons were killed and wounded is uncertain ; 
but by feveral Circumftances, fuch as Broad-Swords taken 
/rom - the Dragoons, and the Report of the wounded 
.drefled at Penrith next Day, cannot be Icls • than a 
hundred. 

Night being come now on, both Sides retited. The 
four Battalions of Highlanders joined the main Body at 
Penrithy and next Day, being the igtb, the whole Ar- 
my arrived* at C^r/j/fe, where they left a Garrifon; and 
the 20th, paft the Water of E/k^ which was very high, 
about three of the Clock in the Afternoon. All this 
Time tiic Enemy never appeared ; what they met with 
near Penrith had difgufted them from too near an Ap- 
.proach of his Royal Highnefs's Army, which quartered 
in two different Columns that Night ; the one with his 
fioyal Highnefe at Annan^ and the other at Ecdefedcn. 
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Tt b ceitaitiy that by all Acddents^ fiich as tJestht, by 
Bicknefs (of which 'tis . believed there were more In one 
Day in General TFad^s Army, than was in fix Weeks 
in nis Ro]ral Hignefs's Army) and the People that went 
aflray in plundering (which notwithflanding all the Offi- 
cers were able to do, could t)ot be in tirely prevented^ 
and were not heard of again, that his Royal HighnefsTs 
Army did not lofe forty Men in the Expedition, in- 
duding the twelve at Venrith. Upon the whole, never 
was a March performed with more Chearfttlncfs, and exe- 
cuted with greater Vigour and Refolution ; which (next 
to the vifible Protedtion of Almighty GOD) was owing 
to the Example fhewn by his Royal Highnefe, who al- 
ways marched on Foot at the Head of his Men. 
• — I (hall make no Obfervations on this Paper,, but that 
it clalhes greatly with the Depofitions of the Witneflcs 
who were examined at CarHJle^ York^ and Southwart. 
But while the Chevalier is preparing an Account of 
Times that are paft, be was not deficient in making Pro- 
Vifion againft the Time to come. Of Gla^nv was de* 
manded Broad-Cloth, Tartan, Linnen, Bonnets, and 
Shoes, to the Value of 10,000 /• Such as had promoted 
the new Levies in Behalf of the Government, were 
mulcted, in Sums beyond their Ability, and their Houfes 
plundered for non-Payment ; Parties were fent out to the 
Towns and Countries around : Renfrew^ ^^Jhi and 
Ijifmahagoe (vt^hich laft they burnt) with many other 
Places, felt the difmal EfFefts of their Vengeance. 

Stirling was now almoft open to receive the Pretender ; 
for on hearing of his Return, Price' i and Ligcniir^s Re- 
giments of Foot, Hamiluni^ and the late Gardner's Dra- 
goons Retired to Edinburgh^ upon the 23J ; the GlaJgffUf 
and Pdifley Militia immediately follqwed from their re- 
fpedive PoAs, and arrived in that City upon the 24th ; 
Thcfe were moft kindly received by the InhalUtancs, who, 
were overjoyed to have thefe near them for their Support 
againft an Attack, which was at that Time greatly fear^, 
though the Place was provided for a Defence. 

On the ad. Jan. 1746, the Pretender fet out for Stirl- 
ingj tho' his Forces firft moved towards Edinburgh^ but 
turned about and proceeded the one Column to Cum* 
hrnauldf and the oth^r to Kilfitby where they arrived 
pext Evening, whij^ an advance Party- reached. Fah^ 
*iirk. 
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On SaturJof the 4th, they cantoned their Army at 
Dtnnyy St. Ninians^ and Banmckburn. Being thus in a 
CQOvenient Situation for joining with fuch as had declared 
for him in the Northern Countries, he fent feveral Ex- 
prefles to the refpeitive Corps, to haften their March to 
^iirhngy whofe Gates were now fhut up and the Avenpes 
to it flopped, to prevent any Intelligence of their Motions 
coming to the King-s Troops ; but were opened on the 
8th, when the Rebels entered it. 

While the Pretender is bufy in preparing every Thing 
to ftrengthep his Caufe and animate his Forces, the Army 
of General fFade is advancing to beat up his Quarters^ 
being encouraged by the Example of their Fellow-:>oldiers 
under the Duke, and the unparalleled Generofity o( the 
City of London for their Support. In that Metropolis 
a Scheme ww f^t on Foot by a young Gentleman 
(Mr. Samuel Smithy Merchant, in Cateaton-Jlreit)^ in Con- 
sequence of which, a Subfcription was opened for pur- 
chafing for the Troops 12,000 Pair of Breeches, 12,000 
Shirts, 10,000 Woolen Caps, and 1000 Blankets, 12,000 
Pau- of knit Woolen Gloves, ^nd 9000 Pair of Woolca 
Spatterdaibes ; all thefe were immediately fent down tor 
their Ufe : about 3000 /. of the Subfcription Money was 
fet apart for rewarding fuch Spldiers as fliould be maimed 
or wounded in the S^vice ; 300 /. was fent to M. Wdde 
to be applied according tp his Direction, for the more 
fpeedy Recovery of the fick Soldiers under him, in Aug- 
mentation of the Allowance granted by the Crown on 
. that Behalf : This commendable Zeal of the Subjeftf, 
was however, anticipated by his Majefty, who on the 
27th of NovembgTj out of his private Purfe, orderecj all 
the Soldiers under his Royal Highnefs, and General IVadf^ 
two Pair of Shoes each ; a noi^le Example of Goodnefs^ 
. and worthy that Care and Clemency, for which his Royal 
and illultrious Family have been eminently remarkable : 
And indeed, without fuch Affiftance, the poor Men could 
not have endured the Fatigue they underwent ; but thus 
animated, they marched to Scotland y the Gentlemen of 
the Counties through which they paiTed, contributed a 
Fund for their Ufe ; each Soldier had a Pound of BctU 
a Pound of Bread, a Glafs full of good Scots' Spirits, and 
. a Bottle of Ale ; befides the People of the Country, fo 
liberally fupplied them, that their Kindnefs was look'd 
upon as pouring Water into the Ocean. It was dark bc- 
, • * G 4 fe\t 
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fore they cntcrfd Edinburgh^ yet were they received wlrh 
all poflible Demonftrations of Joy; the City was finely 
jlluminated -, the People buzza'd ; the Militia lined the 
Streets, and warm Quarters were immediately alligned 
them. 

On Sunday the 4th, General Hujk arrived in Town, 
as did Mr. Thornton of Chatu/y with his Troop. And on 
Minday the 6th, General Hawlsy came in. The Dragoons 
went out to meet him at Prejion \ 4)ut he upbraided 
them with' their Cowardice, and defired them to. put up 
their Swords at that Time, and fee to ufe them better in 
the Hour of Action. On the loth, the whole Forces 
being ready for Battle, and near to the Enemy, there 
remained nothing but to march toward Stirling^ and dif- 
poflefe thetn of their Pods ; however, it was judged pro- 
per to wait a little for refreAing the Army, after the 
Fatigues of a Winter Campaign. 

Mean time the great Care and Anxiety of the Rebels, 
"was to have up their Artillery. The Pretender had no 
fooner come to Bannockburn^ than he difpatched Lord 
George Murray to Aloa^ to confer with Collonel Drum" 
mondy about tranfporting the Cannon upon Floats s thefe 
two furveyed the feveral Paflages upon the Forth^ and 
at laft agreed, that the moft proper Way would be to 
carry them over on Board of a Brigg which they had 
feized ; for their further facilitating the Paflage, they had 
creSed a Battery of Cannon on the Pier of Alloay and 
another at Heigens-Nuick 5 but even in this, they met 
'ivith fome Difficulties ; for the Pearl Sloop had failed up 
the River, to prevent the Paflage of the Forth in thefe 
Parts : By this Time, they with great Labour, brought 
two heavy Cannon of 12 Pounders about by the Frew^ 
while 3 of four Pounders which they carried along with 
them from Glafgcw^ were conduced to the Hill of Jritb^ 
and planted there to annoy the King's Ships, and hinder 
their advancing up the River ; this Battery was fupported 
by 400 Men, drawn from their Rear-Guard ftationed at 
Falkirk. Captain Faulkner in the Vulrure Sloop, being 
arrived at Inverkeithen Rord, fent a Gutter and fome Boats 
before him for Intelligence, thefe: failed up the Forth to 
Kineardin Road, where (hey lay. Next Morning the 
Vulture came into that Place, where being inform- 
ed ihat two Veflels at Kincardine were in Danger of being 
ipT^t^ by the Enemy, (he fent: ieveral ariQed Boats to bprn 
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them, which 'they did without any ix}6; notwitlilbaSidiiig 
fomc Platoons from the Town* In the mean time', the 
Tide fell fo low, that (he could not return that Night to 
the Rbad ; whicli the Rebels obfervibg, they opened a 
Battery of three Pieces of Cannon, and early in the 
Morning began ra play upon her unexpectedly ;- tfaexr 
fire was anfwered by the Sloop r two of iheir Cannon 
were difmounted, one of their' Engineers was kiHed, and 
"Perth, received a Wound j which though not mortal, .00 
Tcafioned his beitig confined to his Bed,; and rendered ia*» 
capable ofany further Aftion. The Enemy being driv,ca 
from the Town and Battery, withdrew to the Point of 
Elphinjloun^ where they erefted a four. Gun Battery, for 
guarding of the Pafs. •- 

Cpl. Leighton came to; the Affiftance of the Pearl 
and Vulture, with 300 Men on the 9th ; when it WA5 
•agreed to attack the Brigg at Alloa:^ which had two Gan- 
Jion'on Board; for this Purpofe, 50 of LighUun^s Men 
cwere fent in a large Boat, with the Ship's Boat manned^ 
•and armed to lie all Night a Mile above Jlka, to prcr 
•vent the faid Brigg's going up the Firth that Night i but 
ion palling the Town, they unluckily grounded, and 
were difcovered ; the Rebels beat to Arms, and fired 
from Right to Left very near half a Mile, but were at 
too great a Diftance to do them any Harm, except 
.killing one Man, and taking of the Leg of another ; for 
. as the Sand was fomev\rhat quick, and the Sea too deep, 
the Enemy thought 'it improper to run in their ufual prc- 
-dpitate Way upon them, efpecially as in their Attack, 
they would be expofed to the Fire of regular Troops j 
by this Means Time y/'ds fpent, till the Boats floated, and 
then failed off. A fecond Attack was refolv^d upon next 
-Morning; for which Purpofe, Leighton^ iMtn were land- 
ed, while the two Sloops brilkly attacked the Battery 
which, the Rebels had erefled at Eiphingfioun^ within 
Mufket-fliot. Three of their Cannon were difmounted; 
but one of the Sloops having her Cable cut afunder, 
. £he was by the Strength of the Ebb Tide forced from 
her Station ; and the two Pilots in the other, having each 
loft a I^egg, were obliged to give up the Enterprife ; 
in this whole Affair only two Sailors were killed, and 
- ten or twelve wounded, but the Land Forces received 
no Damage^. The only. Good reaped by the Govern- 
ment from this Afiair, was that it delayed the Meafurcs 



of the Enemjr for attiekiog 8iif4ing Gaftle; fo tliat it 
was the 12th of January^ bdbre the whole of their Can? 
non was tranfported. 

Mean Time, the Siege of Sl/rjrV^-Caftle was bcgun» 
the Rebels being joined % all their Porces, on the X4th. 
But with all their SkilU they could qiake no Imprcfiion 
opon the GdvernoKSeneral Bhkenfy^ having, by a brift 
Fire over-turned their Fafcines, of which they had a great 
Number, and deooolifhed their Worlcs; however, tho^ 
ihey were not capable of reducing that Fort, yet they 
mttt in Pofiefiion of the Weft Country, as alfo of the 
Northern Coaft, along which (for protecting their Mtr 
gazires, the -Hazard Sloop, and their other Vef&ls) were 
cantoned 1000 Men, compofed of 400 Fremb^ 300 Gor- 
'dtns^ and about 300 under the Command of Sir James 
Kinbch of Navey. 

Every Thing being in Readinefs upon the 1 3th, Major 
fSeneral Hujk marched for the Relief of S/irAVi^-CafUog 
cWjth five old Regiments, viz. AlonrQ\ Cholmoniley*^^ 
^ric/3j Ligottier^s and Battirau\ with the Gkjicw ML- 
'litia, and the Remains of HamiUarCs and Gardner*$ Dra- 
goons; they arrived 9it Linlithgow about 40' Clock, and 
jiad almoft furprifed i xoo of the Rebels, under the Com- 
mand of Lord Elcboy and Lord Gictge Murray \ but a 
Ifoithful Friend gave them Notice of the Approach of the 
King's Troops, who entered the one End of the Town, 
while they w^re retiring over the firidge at the other, 
with the utmoft Precipitation. On the I4tb, the Regi- 
inents of Howard^ Pultney and Barrel^ marched to BoT" 
row/lounnefs^ to be at Hand to fupport General Hifflk : 
fkming*Sy Blakenefs and a Battalion of Simlair'a niarched 
on the 15 th, Next Day General Hawleyj fet out, and 
ten Pieces of Brafe Cannon, which were brought fsoixL 
Ae Caftle of Edinburgh^ followed ; that fame Morning 
• General CMam's Dragoons pafied the>City, without halt- 
ing, from Dalkeith^ where they were ftationed the Night 
before; Mr. Thornton likewife accompanied the Troops 
with his Yorkjlnre Blues, as did feveral other Volunteers. 
Upon the i6th, HuJk with eight Regiments marched 
from Linlithgow to Falkirk^ where at Night the whole 
Anny arrived, and encamped to the Weitward of that 
Village J next Day 1300 of the ArgyUJbin Highlanders 
under Colonel Camphl came up to the Camp. 

The 
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The Armk'slRrtre to near each other, that en the 77th, 
diey came to a general Engagement, of which there have 
been very conttadkaory Accounts. The King^s Troops 
were kept in Readinefs for an Attack, and Oentries were 
placed for a Mile round. The Rebels too were ready to catch 
at every Opportunity, and embrace every Advantage ; the 
Officein of the King's Army came to the Refolution of 
waiting for the Enemy* in their Camp; but they on the 
other Hand refolved to proceed and attack the King's 
Troops: Early in the Morning, aH their Forces, except 
fome few, left at Stirling either for putting the Siege, 
or for fcCuring their Retreat, were drawn iip in a Line 
of Battfe, a Mile Eaft of Banndckburn^ then their Head 
Quarters, within four Miles of the Roval Army. They 
contiaued under Arms till about Twelve oXI!lock, when 
they recei<%d Orders to march on and attack ffawley. Im- 
mediately Lord George Murray^ put himfeif at the Head 
of their Army in two Columns; the Lines inarching about 
200 Yards diftance from each other. They pafied the Water 
ofCarron at Dunnipace^ where they firft efpied the King's 
Forces: At this Time Lord John Drummondy who that 
Day had the Command of the Left Wing, had gone 
with moft of the HOTfe to reconnoitre the Rojalifts, 
He made a Feint of marching by the North Side of the 
Torwoody in order to attack the King's Men, who upon 
feeing them, began to draw up in order of Battle to re- 
ceive them ; the Generals finding the Rebels did not ad- 
vance, and that their Colours frill remain'd unmoved in 
the Wood, and judging thro* Miftake, that the Corps 
they obferved, was the main Body, unluckily permitted 
the Troops to dine, which they had fcarce done, when 
the Rebel Army was feen marching towards fome rifing 
Grounds upon a Muir, a Mile South-weft from Falkirk ; 
the Troops 'immediately got under Arms, formed in thet 
Front of the Camp, and bent their March towards the 
fame Grounds, the Rebels got up the Hill before the 
Kihg's Forces, for the former now in full March to meet 
' tnem, obferving the Wind to be from the South, endcar 
voured to have it for them. 

The firft Line of the King's Army, extending from 
Left to Right, was compofed of the Regiments of f^clf^ 
CholmdndUy^ Pultfiey^ one Battalion of the Royal Scois^ 
Pri(/3 and Ligonier's in the Centre; the Dragoons on 
tbp Left ; The fecond Line was made up of Blakenefs^ 
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Mmr^% Fleming\ BarfeTs^ and Batteraiiii Umatd^s 
were behind upon the Right, . the Gkfgow and Paifl^ Mi- 
litia were ftatianed at fome Farm Houfes upon ^.Left, 
aod the ArgyUMn Hjgblandcsrs at feveral Pafles behind 
the whole. 

The Rebel Army was formed' thus, extcndios .from 
Right to Left, the Batullions of Keppoeb^ Clanranald Ap- 
piriy and LochieU who had 3 Battalhons, Clut^^ and the 
Mafter of Ltruat in the firft Line ; ^ Battallions oS.Athok 
Men, 2 Ditto of the Angus Militia, under Lord Ogihy^ 
and 2 under Lord Lewis Gordon^ the Farjuarfins otBrae- 
mar^ and the MacKenzieSy commanded by Lord Cromarty 
and his Son in the fecond Line ; the Pretender, with a- 
bout 450 Horfe, attended by the French Ambaflador, was 
in the Rear, almoft oppofite to the Centre, but more in- 
clining to the Right s as there was a Morats on the Left 
of the King.'s Army, the Right of the King's outlined the 
Enemy, fo that their Left was oppofite to the Centre of 
the Rpyalifts. 

The Dragoons, ftationed upon the Right with the Ar- 
tillery, were. pretty near due South and North, forming 
almoft a right Angle with the Front Line ,of the Foot, 
which was inclined North-eaft, the Space between the 
two Lines widened toward the Right; and any Perfon 
would have been apt to think an Army of 9000 Men, 
7000. of which were regular Troops, might have defeated 
the Forces of the Enemy confifting of about 7500 Men, 
had not fome unlucky Accidents happened, fuch as the 
Army unfeafonably taking a Dinner, and not proceeding 
at firft Sight.towards the Enemy, by which Means the latter 
got the Advantage of the Ground, the Wind and Rain : 
Things being in this Condition, ,ihe Dragoons were or- 
dered forward to take Pofleffion of a rifing Ground upon 
the Right of the Enemy, who obferving this, fent the 
Battallions of yj5^/'//i, Keppochy Clanronald and L^hiel, to 
difpute the fame with them j becaufe the poffefling this 
Hil!, would turn the Wind upon the Faces of the Rebels. 

The Dragoons marched on with great Rcfolution Sword 
in Hand, Gardner's were ltd by Lieutenant Colonel 
jyijituey up to the Muzzle of the Guns of the Rebels, 
who opened ; foms Cavalry rode thro' them, and receiv- 
ed their Fire, both in Front and Flank, upon which the 
Horfes recl'd and fcattered, threw feveral of their Riders 
upon the Ground,. and retreaied in great Diforder, which 

they

dey eommuntcated to ibme , Corps of the Infantiy; and 
their main Body falling in lippn the Glajgm Militia, put 
them into Cobfufion. At this Time, a violent Storm of 
Wind and "Rain drove full in the Front of the Royalifts, 
who began to fire tho' very irregularly i but alas^ that 
prov*d fatal .to fome of thie Dragoons, now flying off be- 
tween the two Armies. The Foot being d&fordered, a 
Flight. enfued of almoft the whole firft Line, .except Bar 
rets 2LndLigon!er*$ Regiments, lincJer General Cholmondley^ 
who rallied, and brought them fan to the Charge, animal- 
ting them Jjy his own Example. The Rebels feeing the 
Diforder, threw away their Guns, and purfuing with 
their ufual Impetuofity, they ran down the Hill upon 
the Royajifts, now broke and flying for their Lives: But 
General Hmk^ whofe Bravery will .ftine in the "Britijh An- 
nal8,'as the Deliverer of the King's Army that Day, with the 
above two Regiments, the old Buffs, and the Royal ScotSj 
who made a Motion to the Right, by a continual Fire made a 
.great Slaughter,^ and drove them back up the Hill with the 
utmoft Precipitation ; they endeavoured to come upon his 
Wing Sword in Hand, but received fuch a terrible Fire, 
as cffedually check'd their Fury; for the General had 
ordered the firft Line to kneel, but not to fire till the 
Enemy was juft within Reach of their Bayonets, 
whereas the 2d and 3d Line kept them in perpetual Mo- 
tion, Mean Time, Brigadier Mor'daunt rallying fome Re- 
giments, to whom fcveral who were feparated from their 
own repaired, led them on with great Refoluiion; and 
the brave Colonel Francis Ligonier^ who died at Edin-- 
burgh of a ^infey ten Days after, brought the Horfe back 
to the Field ; thefe drew up to the Right of General 
Hvft^% Divifion, who by this Time huzza'd the Enemy, 
but they wanted Stomach to come on again. They con- 
tinued in this Situation, till near Night, when the Horie 
were ordered to march up to, the Field where the High- 
landers were firft ftationed; but there was no Enemy to 
be feen, except at a Diftance. General Hawley was now 
retreating with fuch of the Troops as had not recovered 
the firft Confternation to Falkirk^ where they halted and 
drew up ; and General Hujk cbferving the Night was vtry 
Stormy, and that it would be deftfoying the Men to ftay 
any longer, withdrew from the Field, with all Marks of 
Hononr. However, as Captain Cunningham of the Train 
of Artillery, had deferted ir, (for which he was juftly 
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broke) as the'Drivers had run off with the Modes at the 
Begitining of the Adion, and as the Cannon had funk 
into the Ground, now moiftned with the Rain^ it was 
impolJible to get them off, yet the Grenadiers of BarreFs 
Regiment got together fome Ropes, which they feftned 
to one of the Pieces, and drew it to Faliiri, where Horfea 
were found to bring away two more ; the Tents now 
very Wet, Were abandoned by thofe who were to car- 
ry theni, fo that fuch of them as were not burnt, fell in- 
to the Hands of the Enemy. As the Night continued to 
advance^ it was agreed, for Fear of an Ambufli, to march 
the Troof* to Linlithgow^ and put them under Cover. 
As they filed off, the Argyli^re Militia were drawn up at 
the £au End of the Calknder Park in a Line, along which 
they marched and arrived at Lithgow that Ni^t, and 
tifcxt Day came to Edinburgh ^ where Things were in a 
general Uproar arid Confufion: For fome of the Horfes at 
'the Beginning of the Aftion, having run off after their 
Riders wene difmounied, occafioned various Conjec- 
tures ; and fuch of the Men as lied off at the firft 
Onfet, gave the Alarm; and the Confternation continued 
till about 9 o'Clock at Night, when a Letter to the Lord 
Juftice Clerk undeceived the People, and an Hu2za was 
raifed. Had the Rebels purfued their Way, and got be- 
twixt the Troops TLXii Falkirk^ 'tis not to be doubted but 
they might have taken many Prifonefs, for the Firelocks 
were fo fpoiled, that their Powder wodd not bum j fome 
Soldiers, while on the Field of Battle, endeavoured five 
Times to difcharge, but were ftill prevented by the Storm; 
Never could the Highlanders wifli for a Day more favour- 
able for their Broad Swords than this, when not one Gun 
of 5 would fire, and not the aoth Man of the Royahfts dif- 
charged j but as nothing happens, in the Courfe of Things 
without Caufes, fo here, when a Detachment of then* Ca- 
valry wksgoing to purfue the Dragoons in their firft Diforder, 
John Rcy Steuarty cried out, Gentlemen keep your Ground^ 
tbefe are only Copes Dragoons : Tou have the Battle yet to 
fight. Colonel Drummondy obfcrving the Royal Scots to 
wheel, took that for a Flight, and faid, thefe Men be- 
haved admirably well rA Fontenoy, and yet they are flying \ 
1 fear there is an Ambufcade: And directly Orders were 
given for the Rebels to keep their Ranks: But lafily, af- 
ter General Htifk had marched off the Field, the Earl of- 
;Kilmarmcky ColonW of the Pretender's Lifie-Guard or.

tMart^ being well Acquainted With theCoantry, defirsil 
a Dtefachmetit, which he offered to lead thro* t much 
nearer Hoad than thit of Falkirk to Lithgmfj by which he 
would intercept the Forests, but this was oppofed. 

In this Battle were flain on the Side of the Rebels, a^ 
bout 30D Meh, but none of Note, and as tnany wounded, 
aniong whom L&chrel and his Brother^ alfo Lord 7i?^ 
Drummnd^ thro* the ficfliy Part of the Arm, by a Ran- 
dom Shot from one Of the Soldiers Firelocks at PaUifk. 
And Glengarys fecortd Son, then ColoiieJ of his Regiment, 
was (hot accidentally at Stirling. There was one Major 
Mhtt)onald of Keppoch*$ Regiment, taken Prifotter in the 
foHowing manner : He had fei^ed one of the Dragoons 
Horfes, which he mounted; the Oeature on hearing tht 
Drums beit to rally, rode off with him : He endeavour^ 
to thro* himfelF off, but was carried fo fixrionfly that 4fe 
could not, and the Horfe never ftx)p"d till in the midft of bis 
own Troop, whefe the Major was difarmed and fecurcd. 

On the Side of the King's Troops Were killed about 
200 Men, among whom Lieutenant Col. Whitney ; Cor- 
nets Mofii and Crew Of Ligonier^s Dragoons, and a great 
many other OflScefs. 

Few of the Foot fuftred, the Lofs chiefly falling on the 
Dragoons, of whom 170 were left upon the Spot, and 
30 taken. With about 5io6 other Prifoners, but thefe, for 
raoft Part, of the Ghtfgow and other Militia, the Volun- 
teers, and By-tondcrs, who fooJilhly went to view the 
Engagement. Captain ThorntMy with 17 of his Com- 
pany, fhared the fame Fortune, tho* he -afterwards found 
means to efcape. But the chief Man among the flain, was 
Colonel Sir 'Rubtrt Munro of Fouliiy who being on Horfe- 
teck, and receivinga Ball in the Breaft, dropt ; his Brother 
DoAor Duncan^ a Phyfician, obferving this, beif\g behind 
the Lines unattaied, rode in to hisAffiftance, but alas, they 
Were both mifcrably flaughtered, to fuch a Degree, that 
had not Sir Robert been known by his Corpulency^ his 
Body had not been diftinguilhed ; next Day the Pretenider 
font up to the Field, where both Sir Robert and Colonel 
ff%ifney were known, carried to falkirk^ and honourably 
interred. 

While the Rebels are difpofir^ of the ftifoners in fevt- 
ral Places, fuch as the Churches of Fi»lkirk and Stirling^ 
and in the Ptiforrt of thefe Towtisarrf ctfewhere, the Pit- 
tender twice fu AinMinM SltirUt^ CdU»> on ^ ifitb, tofuu 
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render. The Rebds were the mpra earoeft to>have ' that 
Fort in their Hands, as it wou'd- have fecured their C^m- 
^nunication v/iih the Northern, as, well as the Weftern 
Parts oi Scotland^ whereof it may be called the Key ; but in 
.this they were much difappointed, for General Blakeney^% 
Anfwer was, 72»j/ he was always hoVd upon as a Man of 
Honour y and the Rebels JhouUfind be would die fo :" The 
Seigc therefore was continued, but proceeded very flowly, 
as well from their own Ignorance in, and Unfitnefs for 
bcfieging Towns, as from the Difpofitions made by the 
^Garrifon, then confifting of 600 Men, for a vigorous De- 
.fence. .They made foconftantand fometimes fuccefsful a 
Fire upon .the Men at Work, on the Batteries, and thofe 
employed in placing the Fafcines, whereof they had col- 
lefted a great NumSer, that the Highlanders, the Flower 
of -their Troops, refufed to go near them: The Irijb Bri- 
gade and Colonel Drummond*s Regiment, were ordered to 
that Service, but thefe had been io much diminifhed by 
Defertion, and the late Battle, that fcarce 300 of them 
were left. At laft on the 24th, two Batteries were com- 
pleted; Thefe though ere<5ted under Cover of Wool 
Packs, did little other Hurt than damage the upper Part 
of the Walls. Mean time they fent the Prifoners taken at 
the late Battle to Down Gaftle, where they were fhut up 
and met with great Hardfliips, through want of Provifi- 
.ons; for though the Rebels had taken- Care to feize all the 
.Meal they could get in the Country, yet a Scarcity was 
.vilible among them, to which the Burning of their Boats, 
that palled over the Forth ^ by the King's Sloops, not a little 
. contributed.— And not only are the Befiegers in DiftreJTs 
for want of Subfiftance, but new Difputes began to arifc 
among them. At the Aftion of the 17th, the Clans and 
-/r^z/fA Picquels were the only People who ftood in the 
Field i for fome of the other Corps, fuch as the Jlngtls 
Battalions, and thofe wlio joined them at Edinburgh^ be- 
took themf^lves to Flight in an Inftanr, and foon came to 
the Camp before Stirling. The former complained much 
of the whole Weight falling upon them, urging, that 
if fuch as they brought with them, were once exbaufted, 
they could not be recruited from the Places whence they 
came; thefe Complaints they laid before the Pretender, 
,who fmooihed thepi with fair Promifes from France^ 
Iwhich at that Time they expe<ited O Sullivan began now 
4gbeen.yiedj and he to. difdain their Councilsj being cha- 
;. ' ■ grined 
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grined &t their not following his Advice ; he with Sir 3f^^* 
mas Shiridanj who had almoft Nothing to lofe, werefut>* 
pofed to have too much of the Pretender's Ear^ and folely 
to govern his Counfels, while they whofe Lives and For-^ 
tunes ftood engaged, were in a Manner difpifed by the 
Irijb Favourites ; the Adventurer obferving their Difgujt, 
thought of appeafing their rifing Refentment, by confer* 
ing Pofts upon their Officers, advancing each a Rank 
higher than he was, and treating them with fomewhat 
more feeming Confidence ; yet ftill thefe Politicians reign- 
ed (n his Cabinet, and even, at the general Confultationa 
their Opinions prevailed. 

It will not appear incredible that the Rebels gave out 
that the Vidtory at the late Battle was theirs. They pub* 
liflied an Account, that they killed 600, took 700 Ptifo- 
ners, all the Baggage, Tents, Arms, Ammunition and Ar- 
tillery : Attributed the . Efcape of the King's Troops to 
the Storm which favoured their precipitate Retreat, and 
blamed the Inequalities of the Ground, interfperfed with 
fuch Rifings and Hollows, that their Right could not per- 
ceive what was doing on their Left ^ diminifiiing their Lofs 
to only 40 killed, among whom two Captains, and fome 
Subalterns, with about 80 Wounded. But fo little Weight 
had thefe Boaftings upon the Inhabitants of the Country^ 
that they, wholly convinced that the Want of Succefs was 
owning to the Tempeft, continued their Offices of Kindnefs 
to the King's Troops, and did Things highly irritating to 
the Enemy : The Populace, who rofe in Arms Upon the 
1 6th, and liberated the Officers taken at the Battle of Pr/- 
Jion^ from their Confinement at St. Andrews, Cotvpefj Z^- 
y7/V, GlamiSf Culrcfs and Pitferren, whither they had beca 
fent fome Time before, notwithftanding the Pretence of a 
Vidlory on the Part of the Rebels, carried them to Edin^ 
hurghf where they arrived on the 19th. 

While the Chevalier is pacifying his Clans, and bufy at 
the Siege of Stirling Caftle, the Generals of the King's 
Army are preparing every Thing to try the Fortune of a- 
nother Battle. A Court Martial, of which Brigadier Adir^ 
daunt was Prefident, diredtly fat for the Trial of fome Of- 
ficers and Soldiers for misbehaving at the late Adtion ; the 
Guilty were feverely Puniflied, and the Innocent acquit- 
ted and encouraged to their Dutyx The Glafgow Miliiia 
were now honourably difmift, as ihe Time they were en- 
:g^^U)ferve wasexpiri(d.^ Their Officers unanimoufly 
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afliired the Generalp, that they were willing to Cerym tbelc 
King and Country at their own Expence, and that tbey 
would be ready at a Call^ whenever their Atteodance 
ihould.be judged necqflary, or in the lead Degree ufetul. 

One cannot be iurprized that aConfternation all over 
England accompanied the News of the lace unfortunate 
A<^ion : To recover People from their Aprehenfion?;, bis 
li^jedy ordered i6 Pieces of Srafs Cannon, with Stores, 
^nd about 40 Gunners and M^trp/^ps, to fee out from Netv^ 
caftle^ for Edinburgh^ at wbjcb Ptepe they arrived upon 
U^e 26th, h^ Ulcewife appointed the Drignons of General 
Bland and St. George^ with the Duke of Kingjion^s Horfe, ' 
;o reinforce the Army, which he now fent his own Son 
to command. 

No fooner wa« the Event of the Battle of Falkirk, con- 
firmed at C^urt, than the l?uke flew like an Arrow to 
check the Pretender's Progreft. He fet out from St. 
Jarhes's about One of the Clock in the Morning of the 
ajth, and arrived at th^ Abbfy of Hgfyroodhoufi. upon the 
3Qth, about Three in the Morning. The Cityt in Ex- 
pe^atiori of him the Night before, cxprefled their Joy, 
for the conning of their Deliverer^ by the raoft fplendid 
Illuminations, Ringing of Bell^» and other Demonftra- 
tjo|is. of: Gladnefs, He went K> Bed, rofe at Eight 
p*.Clock, wrote to his Royal Fajth^r* and. the Duke of 
Newcaflli^ about the State of; AQ^irs, and ihen recejlved 
thofe who capie to him ; the General Officers firfli waited 
on him, with an Account of what ha«d p^it ; the Spldiers, much 
difi\eartned at the late Difailer^ crowded to him.; hi$. very 
Prefence raifed them almpft fripm. Defpair, tq a Cp^^fi* 
dence of V i^ory. No fopnec lud he got rid of tih& Com- 
j)liments of the Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, than, una.- 
ble to flay a Moment from A^ion, he walked dowji 
Stairs, and viewed the 16 Pieces of Cannon in the, Clofe* 
As he came out of the Gate^ the Dcums. ruffed, and a 
loud and (rontlnued Huzza enfued^ but unmindful of the 
Acclamatipns of the Multitude, be pafled. along the Can- 
non, placed-in two parallel Lines, and-never took- his. Eye 
from off them : After Dinn^, he. ordered an Infpeftion 
oif the Arms and Ammunition of the Soldiers, who were 
ordered to be in Readinefs by Eour next Morning to 
march. Accordingly, at the Time appointed, all were tieady 
to proceed* They were not now. incumbered with Multi- 
tudes of idje Sp^^tors^ for, opt only had Intimatkgx 
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been m^de from the Pulpits, that ali;^ <*xcept fiich al 
brought Provifion ancj Foragtj, of Informatbn, for the 
Army, fliould be fired i^on, if they prefumed to ap*- 
proacb within a Nfile of it. without a Pa&, but the Drst- 
goons of Hamilton and* Ligtmfir were ordered to patrote 
alofig the Roads leading Wcflward- from* Edinburgh^ t» 
prevent any Intelligence coming to the Ertemy. About 
five in the Morning, they fet out in two Golumnsi can* 
lifting pf 14 Battalions qf Foot, iht Argyleflnre High^ 
landers, CMam*% Dragoons, and Lord Mark Ker'sy whicS 
laft, 2ind two of the Battalions of Foot. viz. the Sesti 
Puzileers aitd Sempk\ were not in the late AQion ; fe 
that by the Jteinfbrcements they got, tfteir Lofs at it 
was more then made up : General -fiR^ led the Van, aail 
the Artillery brought up the- Rear. The Dtike fdllowtafc 
the Troops, put himfelf at the He2.dCf{ thf^ Royal Scff^ 
and with eight Battalions went to LiihiiitVj where hi 
quartered; Brigadier' Mordauni^ with'^^x* Battafion'i 
marched to Borrm/loipinefs^ the Dragoons to the adja^ 
cent Villages, and the ArgyUjhire Men In PVoiit, towwdfe 
the Avon; next Day Bie whole Armjr wasput in Mb*» 
tion, fgrmed in Order pit Battle; and- they aH' paflfed ia 
Review before their illuftrious Gencrar as -they drew upi 
When, the Highlanders- pafled, he feemed^mudi delighted 
witK their Appearance^ faying, Tbeyhok-tferywetl^'hadi 

Breeches and are the better for that: \ Then they* pW- 

ceeded, expefting evefy- M6ment ta cpgage; and ar- 
TixtA?Li Falkirk about t^n in the Morning, when to the^r' 
great'Difappointment, no "Enemy- was near thont: Fpr 
on hearing of the Arrival of- the Duke, they held a Couqw 
cil of War, in which the grand Queftibhwas, Retreat 
or Fight I The Pretender ^nd the Foreign Officers- wew 
for the latter ; Lord Getfrge Murray and' the Highland 
Chieftains declared for tfee former, alledging-^ the Increa^ 
of^ the Royal Army, and the Diminution bf their own': 
fot about 1500 Highlaiuiers had repaired to tljeirwftil 
Habitations, with the Spoils of England j df the foutheA 
Parts- of Scotland^ and tne Booty got ztPr^on and JfiJ* 
kirk. In a Word,, th^ Si^ge of the Gaftfe (j^ fttrhng wA 
raifed, *ere the Hero, whofe Name ban? tbe Force ■ d# ^ 
Army, waa within 23 Miles of it. Qti the 31ft they 
moved off their Baggage, with abiiut ao Piec^ df Can^noa^ 
having fpiked up fomt others, and crolftd thcf P^tth j{c 
tbp,/ffw.; Btttbcfonf thejr retreated^ thtiii Was a con- 
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fiderable Quantity of Powder and Ball, laid up in the 
Church of St. ifiniatty to which they attempted to fci 
Fire, but the Train milled ; However, about feven 
Stragglers going to the Church in Queft of Prey (for 
great Quantities of Houibold Furniture had been hid 
in it) in the mean Time, a private Man, called Mac» 
Into/by at the Dcfire of a French Engineer, came to 
the Window,, and fired a Piftol through it ; the 
Shock was fudden, the Powder blaz'd, the Plunderers^ 
the Incendiary, the Seats and Roof blew up in the Air ; 
the Stones flying about the Church- Yard, a few of the 
.Town's People were ftruclc, while the whole wereftunned 
at the terrible Convulfion. The Rctjort was heard by the 
jRoyalilts, who rightly judged it an Indication of a Re- 
treat, while the Rebels taking it for an Attack on their 
Rear, redoubled their Flight to Crieff where they held a 
Council of War, in which they appointed Invernefs for the 
Place of Rendezvpus. They now feparated into two Bodies, 
one of which took the Rout of Perth^ which they con- 
^ued entring- from nine in the Mgrning of the 2d, Feb^ 
till the 4th, when the PJace was ennVely evacuated by 
them. Here they nailed up ij Pieces of Brafs- Cannon, 
about 8 and 12 Pounders, and .threw the Swivels taken 
lOut of the Hazard Sloop, into the Tay. From hence 
ieven Pieces of Cannon and fourteen Carts with Am- 
jnunition, were efipbrted by Lord Lewh Qordon*% Men, 
who went for Dunkeld^ crofled Braemary in their Way 
to' the North j Majors Nairn and Kennedy went by Dun- 
•dee'y the French^ the Life-Guards, Lord Ogihie\ Pit- 
/ligc% Ekbae% and Sir James Kinlcch's Battalions, with 
Xord George Murray ^ took the Road of Cowpar oif Angus^ 
.and proceed^ to Montrofe, where they put two Piece? of 
xCaimon, on Board of a fmall Boat, which coafted along, 
and kept pace with them j thence they marched to jfber^ 
.deen^ and then directed their March, fome by Old-MeU 
Jrumznd Bamff, and others liy Inverurie and Strathbogiej 
"where Lord George Murray hdXitA two Days, when he 
[proceeded .to jneet the Pretender, now haftning forward 
jto the, Place appointed. 

\ He, with rertb^ Kilmarnock^ Lord John Drummond^ 
Nairny hxigzditr Stap/etony SecteXSiry Murray y the French ^ 
Ambaflador,.' and . the Clans, pafled along Taybridge to 
DalnacaKdichy which through lingring at Fairntoun, and 
fome other Places^ he did not reacb.tiU the 7th ^ next 

Day 



Dxy he difpatchcd Couriers to ihofe Mac Ph^Jin%-Ca^-.\ 
merm*s and Mac Donald s^ who had retfl-ed with Plun- 
der from his Camp ; thefe, in Profpedl of more, reforied ' 
to him, fo that from the loth^ that he appeared before the ' 
Caflle of kuthven^ to the 14th, his Numbers encreafed < 
to 3000 ftrong : The Garrifon of Rjitbven being fummon- ' 
ed to furrender, the Si^e only lalted till Lieutenant : 
MoUoy obtained of Glenbuckit to come out on Parole: 
This being agreed to,* that Ofiker with his Command, 
v/z*. 12 Men, were condiifted to Blair^ leaving the Bar- 
racks, on which the Government had beftowed vafl: 
Sums, to the Highlanders, who infeniible of their own Ad- ^ 
vantages, diredtJy blew them up. From thence he fent * 
Deputies to the Grants^ then in Arms for the Govern-* ' 
ment, threatning them with a Vifit if they did not ^at* 
brace a Neutrality. Hereupon four Gentlemen of that Clan 
came to him in Name of the reft, embraced the Terms 
pfopofed, and gave Hoftages for the Performance of 
them* After this he marched toJ^, the Refidenc^e of 
the Laird d£ Maclntojh^ where he lodged : And now, 
the Ear} of Loudouy being at Invcrnefs^ within 8 Miles 
of him, contrived to furprife him. He conlulted two • 
Officers, and laid down his Scheme of feizing the Pre- 
tender in the Night Time. The Defign being approved, 
about 3 in the Afternoon of the i6th, Cen tries were ■ 
pofted at the Avenues, and Intimation, was made to the 
Town's People, to keep within Doors, and to the 
Officers of each Corps privately by himfelf to repair to 
Barnjhilj to the Eaft of the Town at 6 o'Clock, ail 
which was obeyed. When they were drawn up, his Lord- 
(hip walked along the Line, directed each company to 
follow the Guides he had affigned them: He ordered 
them to fire upon any Body of Men they might fee, 
tho* not to trouble any fmall Company, except for In- 
telligence; but an Accident ruined this Scheme: For 
about four Men of the advanced Guard being fent before, 
the reft miftaking them for the Enemy, fired upon them, ' 
and killed a Piper. 

The Report of the Guns ecchoed through the Hills^ 
and the Rumour of Lord Loudon*^ Approach, founded in 
the Ears cf the Pretender,^ who was fitting at a Fire 
with his Garters loofe, abd Shoes untied. In that Di(ha- 
ln}le, flying out of the^ Houfe, he todt to his Heeb, 
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ran.Aree MU6; aiti rdimU tiiroikgh fh^ Wiiijfl lili^.tiext 
Momnig^ ivhdei fee iris iowtid by Ids Party. Lcr4 Lfiud$ft 
finding ttsPiaatlm& difcoilterteci^ rmeated to his fornier 
Camp, and tvuKed the Motions cf uk Enemy, now re- 
t:cky&cd from their Candternatioa,: and in full March to 
attack him in hhfermjs ; which b^» not thinking him- 
felf able to clefbnd, abjindoiied', tttA w^t tp Inverbreaiy^ 
yvbeHn^ht eocampdL 

.In the nusan Tjoms li^c -Rebels took Pofieflion 4^ the 
Towt), and laid Sie^ to Aie Caftle, then AjsfficienUy 
prbvided for a Defence. They planted Cantion on ihe 
Ti^npbos which Ltoi Lduddn ]f»d ^ged^ aiid fept a 
Dram to the <3ovefnt)r, viZi Major &«r^* Grants a 
^rather of tte late Sir James Crant^ to ^emaihi cfae 
jPbce. After foTDe parlyitifc, it Hv^ Hgreed that a{j Firing 
fhould c^fe ) but the Rebels contrary to the Tteaty, 
advanced toward the Grarrifoti in (he Dark» ai^d broke 
Ground to the Ebft ti th^ Tow^ti, ftbout 2i Yards nearer 
than before; a Friend baring Intelligence of what .waa 
dping, fotind Means of conveying Letters to the Gi^Hilieri 
wh6 communicated his Advicej tp the Governour. The 
Guns were then brought to bear «pon the I'fitubs whence 
the Rebels were driven with Precipitation^ fcarc^y taking 
Time to carry off their wounded Men, They now 
t>etook themfelves to an old KiUi| where they planted a 
large Piece of Cannon, and fired upon the Garrifon. Next 
Day both Sides furioufly plied each other, with no great 
Lofs to either. But not to dwell on the Particu^ra of t 
$iege of fmall Importance, I (hall only obfervei that 
the Qarrifop were obliged to furrender on the 3d Day, on 
very poor Terte, Which were fokfy owing to Grants 
Whofe Cow:ardice and bad Conduct cannot but reflect 
pifhpnour uponhimfelf, I had alnftoft faid upoa his Name. 

When all was over, the Pretender came into the 
Town, now in the Power of his Troops, and had the 
Pleafure of feeing the principal Garrilbn in the North in 
his Hands ; in it were found la Pieces of Cannon^ 
100 Barrels of Beef, 16 Barrels of Powder and Ball, 
beiides other AmtnunitiPn and Military Stores : A Go- 
vernor was immediately appointed, * but his Command 
was (bortrliyed ; /or as the fEgblanden coi^plained of 
^he Forts and'Gartifons amo|3g them, it waa jt^ed.pTP- 
ppr to raze thefe aa thefy fell mto theij: Hands :> A TraiR 
gf Powder was laid before the Baftions, which were luc- 



ceflively blown up ; at one of tbpm a French Captaiii 
(the very Perfon who diredied the burning of St Ninian's 
Church) with a fmall Dog, made too near an Approach : 
The Engineer look'd into the Train from a Corner, 
while the Animal flood upon a large Stone directly 
above it -, the Powder firing, a Whirl from it blew the 
Captain up in the Air, and he fell into the Water abo\it 
two Yards from Shore, where he was taken vup quit* 
dead. The Dog was flunjg to the other Side of the River, 
where he fell into a Yard newly digged, but received 
little Damage, being prefer ved- from Suffocation, by the 
^tone on which he Ao6d. Thus a Fort was demoHQied 
on which the Government had expended 50,000 /. 
, After this the Chevalier twice detached a Party of 2006 
Men under Barifdahy by the Way of Beulie^ 6 Miles' 
from Invernefey to fall upoii Loudon ; but twice they re^ 
turned without Succefs, for his Lordlhip had effectually 
cut off their Purfuit, by flaving the Boats, which as he 
pailq^ the Ferries, were bawled to the oppolite Shores 
however, once it was rumoured, that a Skfrmilh had hap- 
penedi in which the Royalifts were defeated, and. the Laird 
of Maclntq/h^ one of their Captains killed. The News was 
gladly received, the Pretender gave a Ball, and danced 
with the Lady, to comfort her for the Lofs of her 
Hufband. He then fent a Detatchment to Fort Auguflm^ 
which being naturalfy weak, eaiily fell ifito their Hands. 
This Fort they turned into a Place of Confinement for 
the Prifoners whom they could not tranfport, and fo 
it continued until the Day before the Battle of Culloden^ 
when it w^ blown up, The Country People, dazzled 
with thefe Inflances of Succefs, brought them Provifion^ 
and did what Kindriefs they could to the Rebels, who froni 
the Tiine of the Surrender otFort George ^ were haftning up 
to the Camp. 

The Troops ^hich took the Coalt Way, began on 
^hc x^th to enter Elgin., That Day, 36 Horfc croffing 
the Spey^ advanced, to the Town, vyh'ere they demanded 
Kllets for 5000 Men, and Stables for 400 Horfes. Of 
fome Gentlemen, they reouired loob Stone of Hay, 10 
Load of Straw, arid 26 Bolls of Oats, under Pain of 
Military Execution:. Next. Day 100 Chefts of Arms, 
Powder iiA Ball, efcorted. by a PaVty of Roy Sfewart*s 
iLegimeot came in» and . fome Hours aftir. Lord Ekh^$ 
OTif c<r« THcIe CbcKi iki bifiti \aixAtii tx<sva v^c^^^amjb 
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Privateers which brought Money and Ammunition : on^ 
of thefc was aftcrwaids t^Ren and burnt, but the other 
got fafc to Dunkirk^ were (he communicated the News 
of the Pretender's Rout. On the i*rih, their main Body, 
^rivcd. Flere as in moft Towns on the Road they drew 
up, furrounded the Crofe, proclaimed the Pretender, and 
ended the Scene by drinking Healths, Huzzaings, beat- 
ing of Drums, and throwing Glafles over their Heads. 
On the 1 8th, they marched toflrr^and Nairn^ leaving 
^t Elgtnj Lord Lfwis Gordon^s Corps, fome Farqhuarfons 
and Horfe under Lord PitJItgo^ and arrived at Invernefs^ 
fhe very Day the Garrilon furrendered. The Cuftoms. 
and Excife were exafted through the Country, the Cefs 
pooks were brought in, thofe liable were not only or- 
dered to pay in their Arrears,, but 5 /. was laid on every 
8/. 6 J. %d, of valued R.ent, and demanded on Pajn of 
military Execution, which was put in Force againft thofe 
who refufed to coniply. After this they fettled in their 
Camp, but fent Detachments 30 Miles around them, till 
the i^th 0/ ^n7, three Days brfote the Battle otlCuU 
(oden: 

Let us no>iv return to the Duke, who entered Ster^ 
png on the 2d of Feb. but ftaid there only till the 4th, 
wheii the Arcji of the Bridge, that had been blown up 
by General Blqkeney^ for retarding the Progrefs of the E- 
pcmy, vvas repaired, with the Timber the Rebels had pro- 
pqred. ^Th^t Dgy the Army marchedj, and came to Crief 
pn the cth. Parties were now fent to feizc the Dutchefe 
q( P^rt\ and Vifcountefs of Str^thallan : Thefe Orders 
were executed, and the two Ladies efcorted to the Caftle 
pf Edif^rgh. Perthes Horfes \vhich were of the fineft 
Brood in Britain^ were fccured \ and the Hay and Forage 
jn the Parks, feizcd for the Service of the Dragoons. 
j^Iext Day they proceeded to Perthy where Magazines of 
Provifions \verc laid in, Dptatchments were now fent 
out to fecure the Paflesj Sir Andrew Agnew was djf- 
paichcd to Dunkeldy with 500 Foot, and 120 of th# 
Campbels; Lieutenant Clolonel Leighton^ with 500 to 
,Caftle M^nzies, znd others to the refpeflive Places, by 
which ^was appr^^nd^d the Rebels might retuni to the 
low Lands. 

About this Tiriie, piz. February the 8th, 5000 He^ 

$ans arrived at Leitb ; they were really i^ery fine Troops 5 

4(rmcd with Guns^ Bayonets, and Swords s doatbed in 
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Blue, turned up with white; their Huflars, about 500, 
looked cxtreamly well, wore Scymitars of a great Length,^ 
which hung by a Cord tied round their Body. Their 
Horfes were lopg tail'd, of a ftrong Make, and gene- 
rally black, of a much lefs Size than thofe of the 
Britijh Army, but more durable and fit for Ufe, being 
moftly Swedijhj which are reckoned among the moft 
ferviccabie^in the Northern Nations. 

While the Army continued here waiting for Provifions 
which were fent them by Sea, the Duke was fomctimes 
in Canger of his Life. Some Defperadoes were taken 
up in Women's Cloaths, with Arms concealed about 
them ; in particular, John Roy Stuart^ bound himfelf 
with an Oath, that he would bring the Duke's Head to 
the Pretender. For this Purpofe, he got a foft Skin, upon 
which he fewed an artificial Beard, put**on the Habit 
of a Countryman, and went into Aberdeen^ ^xmx% a 
Horfe with Forage for the Dragoons ; mean time a young 
Man accidentally coming to an Inn, where fuch Cir- 
cumftences were told him, as Ihade him conjefture Mr. 
Steuart's Defign, he repaired diredtly to the Caoip, and 
informed General Bland of the Projedl ; whereupon the 
Ports of the Town were (hut, the Avenues were guarded, 
and a general Search was made, but the Aflafline was hid 
in a Hay-Loft by one who flood his Friend. This Plot 
hindered his Royal Highnefs from going to the Church, 
becaufe it was given out, that the Defign wa^ to bfr 
executed there ; however, he as ufual rofe at four, . re- 
viewed his Troops, appeared at publick Entertainments, 
and walked the Sueets with his Officers. He likewife 
fent out Parties to fcour the Country, one of which 
confifling of 200 Foot and 80 Horfe, marched up the 
•Dony to feize upon the Rebel's Magazines, and to recover 
the Booty of the Southern Counties which they con- 
ceal'dj the Miniflers (hewed them the Shallows and Fords, 
directed them to the Magazines and valuable EfieAs then 
J>uried in the Snow, upon the Tops and Sides of the 
Mountains. During this Search, "^none but adtual Rebels 
were molefled. Inftanccs may be produced of this : A 
Party of Soldiers went to a difaffefted Gentleman's Houfe, 
and robbed it ; the Officer was tried and broke for his 
Pains ; as was another, for taking fix Guineas from a 
Merchant, as a Reward fos preferviog his Goods from 
t^iop fpoiled, 
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' iDtirrfig ftp Ifrtcrval, frbrt the i$^ of February td the 
|{th of March^ the Thjfiam fuccefliray defiled, to replace 
the jbriitjb Troops. Un the 5ih> his Serene High'nefs 
marched from Edinburgh in the following grand Manner; 
I. his Hi^nefs's Coach ; 2. The Prince of Ueffenbergi 
\. Tfie lea rforfes ; 4. Ffis Serene Highnefe himfelf with 
Jeveral Nobility, Gentry and Officers afound him; 5. 
""he Col. of the Huflars with his Corps, holding their 
bres naked in their^kandsj iSlhly, The Coaches; ythly, 
'he Earl of Cr^«^^, ^itb three Huffars and drawn 
Sabres; JBthly, the Covered Waggons; gthly, the Col. 
of his I^ighbefs^s Guards in a Chaife ; the fiaggage clos'd 

J lie whole, fete had all the Honours paid him at Edin- 
urgh that could be expedted; feveral gr^nd Balls and 
Concerts were given, at which was the moft numerous 
Appearance of Nobility and Gentry of both Sexes, parti- 
^uferly on the 21ft of February ^ the Night prcceedjng the 
AnniVerfary of the Birth of his Confort the Princefs Ma- 
ry of England. As he entered Siirlingy the fame Ho- 
nours were paid him as before were paid to the Duke e 
thence he moved to Perth^ where he encamped, aha 
continued to fend out Detachments to fcour the Couptry* 
One oF thefe, viz. 20 Huffars inarchirig to Dunield-, as 
ihey drew near, a feody of the Enemy on the oppofite 
$hore9 &red upon them, and obliged them to keep ott* 
*^ext Day, the Prince and Earl of Crau;fird came up 
with the reft, and kept the Rebels in play, while a Bb'dx 
of Horfe crofled at a Place called the fFefi Boat, and 
inarched oo with great fwiftnefs Sabre ih Hand ; as they 
advanced, the Enemy fired foine random Shot, whicH 
killed one Man, and wounded three, and then withdrew. 
From this 'f im^ nothing happened till the i6th of J^ril^ 
Except a few Incidents which I ihall now relate.

The Royalifts however kept their Ground, and the Ecfe- 
my notadvaticiogupon them till Night, they moved off, atid 
fcnt to the Pr inCe of flij^ and Earlo(Crafv/irdj toinfortil 
t|)ein of their Dtfafter, and the hazard the RemamderHafi 
from the Circumttance of lying in a Country where tht 
Hpufes are fo few. Hereupon the Troops from Pirtk 
were call'd in^ a -great Body of U^wns and Dragoons 
marched toward S^/r, then clofely befieged. - From the 
Time they fet out from Duniili till their Arrival, th^ 
were conftantly alarmed by Shots from behind Buibes and 
Tiiickets of Wood, tbo' thofe in Ambuih fHll ran off at 
the Hujiars and Dragoons advanced t6 attack tbetn. Pen- 
haps this was to alarm their main Body, then lying ja 
wait ai a Place clad with Shrubs, over againft the Fa6 of 
Killicranky ; by good Fortune the Royalifts were apprifod 
of the Plot, and inftead of marching down the common 
l^Ath, the FoQt fetched a Compafs around the Height^ 
i^rbile foQie Huflars with the Gmnon in Front, fafeljr 
rode toward the Pafs where a fmall Bridge is built a-crofa 
a Rivulet which runs into the Tay, over which four Wtn 
could fcarce walk t Breait ; the Enemy rightly judging 
the Foot were defigned to crofs the River above^ add at-' 
tBck them in Flank, while the Cannon were to play up« 
on their Front, direAljr fled towards Blair ^ the Si4;e of 
which place was now raifed, . * 
^ The Rebels now retired towards Rutbvin^ Whence L^^ 
fbiel hdid been difp^tched, with the MacDcnalds^ Gamefons^ 
and Fnncb Piquets, to befiege Fort William then prepared for 
an obftinate Defence. By the 20tb, they bq;an the 
^iege of the Fort, (the Town having been burnt, in4 
the Inhabitants forced to retire to the Garrilbn) by di£* 
barging in finatl Bombs of five Inches and a half diame*^ 
ter^ weighing about i6 or i8 Pounds each, from the fir* 
far-LMfHiW^ about 800 Yards from the Plads; n^xt Ihf 
ibey came nearer by 400 Yards, whence they difcharg^ 
S4 of their Royak, and continued to approach till the lit 
€A Aprils that thdy Were within 100 Yards of the Walls^ 
during which Time both Parties fired very fmartly K cadi 
other, withOit Succefs on the Side of the Befiegerd, 
though otherwiib bd.tiiat of the Royalifts* Three of tfai^ 
iiprnier were Utted, and feveft or dght wounded^ among 

. «h9mC4uMl<^Vtbi^Obitf£0^nQ«:iof tiiekt^ 
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cpily two killed, one of whom fell by Accident, and two ^ 
were wounded. The fix Piecesof Cannon taken ziPref- 
ton were recovered by the Royalifts, and fome Cohorns 
and Mortars, with other Arms, which were left by the 
Rebels on the 4th, when the Seige was raifed, and their Spi- 
rits 'hegaft to fall from the towering Height to which they 
had rifcn. The reducing of the Campbell's was now de- 
ferred ; the menacing Letter of Keppoch and LochUl^ dated 
from GUnevis^ the 20th of March^ promifing to hang a 
Campbell for every Beaft thcfe had taken from them, was 
no more thought off: The Exeaition of Vengeance up- 
on them for Rebellion to the Royal Fnmify fincc the Days 
of Jamei VL was delayed; either from their Difappoint- 
ment, and the. good Order iht Argilejhire Highlanders were 
in, who intimated that they were prepared for them, or 
from the Command of the Pretender to repair to the Campi, 
in order to ^rengthen him againft the Duke. 
. But not only did the Enemy make a. Diver fion in A->^ 
iboliy and Inverlochy^ but likewife in Stratbbogie and Keith. 
The Parties there, under Roy Stewart apd Majqi: Glafcoe^ 
abandoned their Pofts on the Arrival of General Bland^^ 
who had marched, March the 14th, with four Regiments cf 
Foot, Cobhani^ Dragoon*?, Kingjlorfs Horfe, and fome 
Campbells. Orders being fent to Inverurie iat the Gene- 
ral to march forward and attack them, he obeyed, and 
was within Half a Mile, of Strathbogie before he was dif- 
cerned. The Enemy then waiting Dinner, immediately^ 
fled off ; only ibme Hujfars drew up on the Green, and 
made a Shew of (landing upqn the defenfive : But thi» 
was only to favour the Retreat of the Foot At Wejler^- 
tmiy a Mile's Diftance, they did the fame, never breaking- 
tficir Ranks till a Party of Kingjlon^s Horfe were obferved 
lo ford the Devron below them, and the Campbells to ad- 
vance behind them, and then they betook themfelves to* 
Flight. The Van purfued the Rear of the Enemy for 
two Miles ; but as the Night was doming on, and the E-. 
vening wet and hazy, the Troops returned, leaving the 
Rebels now in full Speed to the Spey. Some few Days af- 
ter a Captain of Highlanders and 30 of Kin^on's Men* 
were Jcnt to Keitby with a difcretionary Power to aft as 
they faw Occafion :• Thefe marched to the Hill above Fo^ 
ehabersy and then came back. The Rebels, who had cer* 
tain Intelligence of their Motions, refdved to furprize 
ffiem* A^oxii fo Q^Qock at Ni$h^ Reg Stewart ^ith 
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Ibis Regiment, and Major Gldfcoe with a few Piquetty 
fee out, and arrived at Keith about One in the Morn- 
ing. The Avenues to the 'Town were ftopt; the 
Major came up to the Gentry, who afked. Who's there ? 
A Friend of the Duke of CumberlanffSj, replied he: 
But immediately the Man is difarmed, and a Piflol held 
to his Bread, threatning immediate Death if h& cried out 
Two or three others were likcwife feized ; but* one* of 
them, efcaping, alarmed the reft $ a Confufion enfuing^ 
Kin^hH*s Horfe were all taken^ except five who made 
their Efcape thro' the French Centinels, one of whom 
they killed, and wounded feveral. 

The Houfes of the Town were fearched ; and fo cer- 
tain was Roy Stewards Information, that the Name of 
each Lodger was mentioned by thofe fent t6 feek thenu 
In the mean time, about i2 Campbells^ m the Church- 
yard, fired upon the Streets ^ but the Rebels furrounded 
and obliged them to retire to the Church, which they 
defended, till overpowered by Numbers who fired upon 
them thro' the Windows. Seven of them were killed, 
and five wounded, the reft being taken Prifoners in their 
JBeds. The Lofs of the Enemy was not certainly known, 
they having thrown the de^d Bodies upon Horfes» and 
buried them in their Return. 

About this Time, two Soldiers were taken by 
the Rebels, and brought to their Camp ; like others, 
:they were much dealt with to enter into the Service ; 
and at laft were prevailed on, but embraced the firft 
Opportunity to attempt their Efcape. But this being 
j)revented, they were tried for Defertion, and con- 
demned to be hanged. On the Day of Execiition, 
.the Pretender withdrew; Mac-Lauchlan^ a Prieft, then 
clad like a Soldier, with Mr. Hay^ a Nonjurant Mini- 
fter, attended them to the Gibbet. They took but lit- 
.lle Notice of the Prieft or the Curate, and read their 
Bibles as they went. When at the fatal Tree one of 
them lung a Plalm, which be raifed himfelf, and gave 
out the Line fo as to charm the Spedators, But before 
be mounted the Ladder, Mac-Lauchlan defired he would 
•leave his Advice, as a dying Man, to all who heard him, 
.to be true to the Prince^ and to abhor the Service of 
^iht Ufurpen The Criminal aufwered, ** As a d^'ing 
^^ Man, I exhort all to be true to their Truft," intima- 
ting his Sorrow for having at all engaged with the 
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young Cfteralier. Wkh tbat he* was ordered ta go vdjL 
^ Yes, fays he, I will j** and as be was climbing, be faid^ 
•* Every Step of this Ladder, leads me a Step nearer 
•^ Heaven.** The other was not fo chearfol or rcfigned ; 
but both tefti£ed their ha^ed of the Service of their new 
Mailer. 

Xhe Rebels forefeeiog thej could make no farther Im- 
pr^k>n on^ the Quarters of tlie regular TVoops, contri- 
ved to furpriie \he Sufhtrland Mifl^a; for this End^ 
having got all the Boati from Speymouth to Pindorn tpge* 
iher, by Nfcans« of a thick Mift, they landed, upon thft 
Morning of the 20th "AfewA, three Miles Weft from 
D^fiocf^ undifcerned. The Centri^ foorv Ml into their 
Hands, with^ about 60 Men taken Prifcmers ; the Alarm 
i/fdB carried' Weftward to the Earl of Loudon ; who was 
with the Qody of the Militia aD the Iknar. Loudonxt^e&m^ 
bow unequal his Troops were to the MccdonMi under Bor 
tijdaliy tSt'Mac Gregors^ and Cromarty*s Corps, with fomc 
others, draughted from die different Battalions of the Ene^ 
mfj Mfifely withdrew to Strathnaverny where an C^pomh- 
nity npwofllered of giviag a Blow to the Rebellion. 

On the 2^4tb of JUdrcby the Prince Charks Snow vnm 
efpiedeffPfterkeady bf-^o-Sheernefs Man of War, who 
immediately bore do\yn upon her ; (he made all the SeH 
pefBble thrp^ iht PenilandYrxth^ andoivthe 25 th appeared 
oflP of Timgue- Bay. • The Sheernefs coming up with her, 
aa Engagehfient' of five Hour^ enfued ; 36 of her Hindis 
were killed, and feveral wounded; (he frequently made 
a Signal of Diftrefs 5 but her Friends were no: there* A 
Nightj ffieing file could not efcape the Sheernefs Mao 
of Wir, fhe ran a-fliore on the Shallows, landed- her 
Treafure, and the Men all ffaid a-(hore till. the Morning* 
Lorcf Recy^ beiiig informed of what palt-j- conveened t 
V Number of his ValTab-, who, with about 80 of Loudc^ 
Men, and fix Officers, poflefled themfelvcs of the Emi- 
Benc^ thro* which the Enemy were to pafs ; the latter 
in their March were attacked by the Royalifts, who 
killed fh^ upon the ^>ot^ and wounded as many ; thb 
Difpute continued tiH- a frefli Corps coming upon the», 
they furrendered with their EffeQis, Thus about 20* 
Officers and 120 Soldiers and Sailors, with i2,50p.Gui- 
Beas fell into the Hands of the Vi^rs. The Prifoneif 
were condufled on Board the Sbeemefiy whofe Captain 
look Poficffion of the Prize 5 in which were found 14 
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CheAs o£ ViAok z»i Sabres,, vnith Tc3 Banie]^ of Powctert 
befidea Ammunition and isiBtary; Siores, dxii ooxt Day* 
fee fail for Stromnefs in the Orhie^Sj wh^Q ht. tcUe^ed 
12 Ships in that Hiarbouj:, by &i?ring- sk Priyaieor ofi 14^ 
Guns, tha; had laid an £n^9fgo upon thorn* Lordi 
^tf){, and. hb Friend^, apprebeiHling Crmarty ought no^v . 
execute his Menaces, viz^ Fire, and Sv^prd, which, ho 
had threatriedfQnie.I^ys before? eijibarked with theTfea-^ 
fiire and PrJibnersy and arriv^ at Merdan. 00 the 6th^ 
while \jQii6i Loudon crofled over into^^ty with a. coniidecat 
bie Body, and tl^ere kept a. Cprxefpondence witt) the Militia 
^t 4rgyili/hiu^ and with the regular Troops now grepariog 
6>r the grand DeciCon. 

, The Duke und^ftanding from Rtay^ the bad. State o£ 
Affairs in the Northern Counties, and frqm ihe Prif^n 
ne^, that feveral Embarkations, were preparing at Dun-- 
iirk^ whence fome Ships h^d^ landed a few, Battalionst 
and itxyofEtzi Ja/neys Hoijb, (th^ reft, of tbeie> i^itb 

• their Colonel, being tal&en oa the a4th of February^ \>yi 
Commodore K^awjei) in, the Bmnbin and Ghariu RrU 
vateers, he prcpai^d to fet out, having already fecured' tbo 
Countries of Clov/i and GriftJifk^ atid fome other Parts. 
Every Thmg being in Readtne^> he marchsd 00 the Stb, 
and by the Way of OHmldnm ai(d Baaffi arriYedi at 
CuUen upon the i itb. Here ai Party of the . Kebei Huffiui 
endeavoured to fu^prize.an^Qut-gustrdj but a$. thefe apr 
peared tooalo-t fort them, tbc^ ran off with PreeipitaxioD. 
Next Mocning. hi» Royal Highnefa, and Geneial Hfi^ . s 
marched, to tbh Spty with 15 CompanleSr of Grenadiers^ 
the Highlandem and all tbaHorfe, wixh two.Hieoe&of 
Cannon^ On tbe.^ptoachQf iSt^/l^i^^^'^Hoiie, .af^ 
Barty of the En^my lying iTiFnhfibfrSy croiZed the River^ 
carrying fuch Conftecnatioii with them» that tho& . oa 
the otl^r Side, m^de all poiSbk Hafte to Elgiuty only 
one Oqjtaio HuniAry and a fei^. others,^ wailed till tbt 
Horfe were ^itenng; the Water ; when he fired one of 
his Piftok upon them wjthout Succefs, and. witk the 

, other happened t^ ihoot^isown Horfe through. the Neck^ 
he immediately jun4>e{;l off ;hisJBack» got behind his Com* .* 
rade^ and galloped co;full Speed.. The Duke being come . 
to the River» was. fteveed th^f. very Ford, where King 
Jkfalcclm CanmoK09 Q»no, 1057, ^^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ ^uig Aiix^ 
^ndery firnamed: the Ei^KC^y mm i IQ7, cxoibd over- ui ^ 
%ht of thei AmfSm^ (^ tb^ ^m^ JRsbeU.hiSf &c^ 

Highnei^ 
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Higbneli was now purfuing,' to fupprefs the dangeroui 
Infurredions they hid rai/ed againft their Governmeilt i 
His Royal Highnefi was the firlO: to enter the Water, at 
the Head of the Horfe, who forded it, while the High* 
landers and Grenadiers pafled a little higiier ; the Foot 
waded over as hit as they arrived ; and tho' the Water. 
came up to their Middles, they went on with great 
Chearfalnefs. In (hort, they all got over, with no other 
Lofs but that of one Dragoon and four Women, who 
were carried down by the Stream. Thus was one of 
the ftrongeft Pafies in Scotland given up ; a Pafs where 
aooo inight very eafiljr have kept back an Army of 20,000 
Men : A fure Prelude of the Deftruftion of the Rebels, 
and a Proof of the Duke's Reputation, who made them 
fly as it were, at the Sound of his Name. 

The Troops were cantoned that Night upon the Banks . 
of the Spfy^ and next Ehy continued the Purfuit, till 
they came to E/gin^ which the Rebels quitted on their 
Approach. About a Mile from this Place, the Army 
halted upon the open Field, and dined, the Duke's Table 
being a- Drum-Head. 

. At this Time the Earl of Cromarty and his Son werd 
furprized in Sutherland^ by the Militia of that Country^ 
and made Prifoners, with the greateft Part of 400 Men 
they had with them. This Afl^ir happened thus : The 
Earl being to march from Dunrobin^ to jdn the Pre* 
tender ; £n%n John Mac Kay^ hy in AmbuOi to inter* 
cept him. Part of Cromartfs dorps marching before, 
while he ftaid behind, to fee a few Bottles out which 
Lady Sutherland^ had ordered in to drink her Lord's 
Health. . Mac Kafs Men let thefe pafs, and- lay ftdl till 
the Earl came up ; when they fuddenly fifed upon him 
and his Retinue. Thefe laft hereupon returned to Dun* 
robivy whither they were followed by Mac Kay, ^hofe 
Force however, was nnich inferior to the Rebels; but 
be made the moft of their Confternation, which made 
them fancy they were purfued by a confiderable Army. 
Being come to Dunrobin Houfe, Mac fCay demanded to , 
fpeak with the Earl, which being granted, he told hii 
Lordfbip, that if he did not inftantly furrender, the 
Houfe would be blown up or burnt about bis Ears. Oo 
this, the Earl defifed half an Hour to conlider of it. 
Mean time Mac Kay went down Stairs, and told th* 
Guard, 'twas needled fi» Uiem to ftand to their Arjns 

any 
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iny longer, fince their General had fubmitted. Oh thii 
they furrendered, and Mac Kay calling in his People, put 
them in Pofleflion of the Place ; then went back to Cro- 
Tnartyy told him there Was no Time to be loft, for his Men 
bad yielded ; and with that the Earl furrendered in good 
carneft. He was put on board the Hound Man of War, 
and his Son with him, together with one Col. Kendal in 
the Spani/h Service, and nine other Officers, 

And now the Chevalier having Intelligence of the Duke^d 
Approach, called in his Out-parties on the 4th; and the 
next Day his Army drew put on the Muiry which proved 
the Field of Battle ; erefted their Batteries, and flood to 
their Arms till Night: When in a Council of War, it 
ivas determined to march and furprife the Royalifts, whom 
they fuppofed to be in Diforder, the Effeft of that Day's 
Rejoicing, it being the Anniverfary of the Duke's Birth,* 
At ten o'clock they fet out in perfe<5t Silence, and by 
two in the Morning arrived at the Camp. But to their 
great Aftonifhment they found the Centries awake, and 
the Piquets on their Guard. Hereupon fufpeding the 
Enemy was apprized of their Defign, they thought proper 
to return ; which they did unperceived by the Royalifts^ 
who really knew nothing of the Danger they were in : 
And bad the Rebels attacked them thus unexpedledlyj 
*tis probable the Pretender would have found an eafy 
Vidlory. 

As the Rebels marched back, their Spirits feemed damped 
by this Difappoiniment ; and the Pretender was exceeding-^ 

ly vexed, arid cried out, *^ G-^ — D nit! are my Com- 

•* mands ftill difobeyed ? " Intimating that his Orders 
"Were flighted, and that he had no Hopes of the enfuing 
Battle, About eight, they arrived at their former Ground, 
and refted on their Arms: But^flio'rt was their Recefs from 
this Night's Fadgue; for -the' Royalifts, in their Turn^ 
were now on their marchltb attack them : And between 
the Hours of one andnwa ("-4*^/7 16, J was fought the de* 
cifive Battle of Culldden. 

Both Armies being ranged in Order of Battle, the Roy- 
aUid (about 8,500) were drawn up in two Lines; the 
^rft ' comppfed of the Regiments of Pultney^ the Royal 
Scoiiy Cfiolmondeleyy Price^ Royal North Britijh Fuzilecrs^ 
Af^^and Barrel : The fecond Line was made up of 
i(itirM\ BIakeno\ Hmarffs^ alias the Buffi^ Fleming's^ . 
/ ■■• I Bligb's^ 
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» forbid the k^tpijig hi« Bifth- Day m iKt hJm . 
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BUgh\ Semple^Sy Ligomer% and ff^oips. Thcr^ was a 
Morals on the Right, which covered them from a Surprize 
on that Side; and the Dragoons, under the Generals Hawr- 
ley and Bland^ were ordered to the Left, to fall .upop the 
Right Flank of the Enemy ; the Highlanders, except 
150 which were with the Dragoons, were left to gu^4 
the Baggage behind the Whole. The Rebels {being 
goooj flood formed thus; in the firft Line were thp 
Huflars and Guards, the Battalions of Keppoch^ GUngaryy 
and Clanranald^ linder Perth ; the Mac LauchlanSj Mac 
Farquhars^ Frazers^ Chi/kolmSy and Mac Into/hes^ lymcler 
Lord John Drummondy the Steuaris of Jppin^ the Ca-^ 
tnerons^ the RobertfonSy uiider Lord Qeorgi Murray^ Tfieir 
fecond Line was made up of the Irtjh Brigades and 70 
of Fitz-James^s Horfe, Lord Lewis Gordon*s Regiment, 
with thofe of Perth^ Roy Steuart^ Glenbuciet\ Kilmar* 
nocky Lord John Drummondy and Lord Ogihie-y the Pre- 
tender flood with a Body of Horfe behind the whole^ op- 
ffofite to the Center, but at a vaft Diftance froin iU 
t is remarkable, that the Rebel's J^ines were far ^funder : 
The fecond from the firft about balf ^ Mile, and the 
Referve from the Second, about three Quarters : Whereas 
thofe of the King's Troops were not above fifty Yard^ 
from each other. The Cannon of the Rebels were 
placed in three Divifions, confifting each of three Pieces ^ 
Thofe of the Duke, viz. Ten, were placed in five Di- 
vifions, Two being in each. Things being in this Cpn- 
dition, his Royal Highnefs ordered them to advance^ 
** For, faid he, I won't dine till my Work is dpne." 
By this infinuating, that taking that Repaft at Falkirk^ 
and not proceeding direftly, was the Occafion of their 
Difafter there. He rode along the Lines, and being come 
to the Center, addrefled himfelf in the following T^rms 
to the Troops, " Gentlemen and Fellow-Soloicrs, We 
** are now in View of the Enemy. Here prcfents tbe 
*' End of our Toils; Our Caufe is the beft^'fipce we 
are to fight for our King, our Country, Qur ?.eU*. 
gion, Liberti^ and Laws ! I'^e Confequcnce pf a 
Viftory, will be Peace, and every thing gloriou§^a 
*< you as Soldiers ; valuable to your Couqtrymcp, as 
** Britons and Protefiants j zud ff^xthiX to your Kiog;^ 
*« as the common Father of us all. I, Gcntlqi9eii, 
" have been an Eye-Witn^fs of the ifr//^. Bravery iQ 
^ '^ general, and of yours in particular, and hare A6 Doubt 
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*^ of j^our tonfii-ming the >good Opinion Which my Royat 
•* Father, I, and your Country ^ have formed- of youi 
*' Be not affrighted at their fudden Shock; with Broad- 
** S\vord and TJarget ; party them a little^ and doubt 
** not .of SuccefSi There is no retireating^ you fee the 
*' Badnefs of the Roads, conquer or die, ought to be your 
** Refolution ; but if any are afraid to engage, let 'them 
** fpeak freely, and with Pleafure they fhall have mjr 
** Difcliarge/* Thefe Words were uttered with fo much 
Earneftnefs, ahd in fo livelv a Manner, that the Soldiert 
joyfully J-epeated their Declarations of Handing by him. 

The Royalifts were now within 500 Yards of the Ene- 
my whein theMbrafs ended, which covered their Right ; td 
remedy which, the Duke ordered King/ton's Horfe, and 
and 60 Dragoons, to cover their Flank. The Day was . 
tainy, and the Wind began to rife from the Norths 
to have which on their Back^ was now the Difpute : After 
half an Hour fpent in the Trial, the Enem/ found, that 
by Means of an InclofUre upon their Right, which went 
almoft to the Water of Nairn^ they could not gain 
this Pointj and theirfefore gavd over thd Attempt; Lord 
Bury was fent forward with a few Troops, within a hun- 
dred Yards of them to reconnoitre. Hereupon their 
Cannon began to play; but being ill ferved and ill 
pointed, the Balls flew moftly over the Heads of the 
Royalifts, whofe Artillery anfwered theirs with great Ex- 
ecution. A mighty Confufion enfued ; the feeohd Line 
gave way in a Moment, only fome of the more daring 
tzvi into the Firft, whofe Left came furioufly down threqf 
Times upon the Right of the Atoy, within a hundrei} 
Yards of the RoyaPs and PuUnefs. Thofe upon the 
Right were ftill bolder ; for in a ftooping Pofture, witK 
their Targets in their left Hand, covering their Head 
and Breaft^ atld their glittering Swords in their Right^ 
they ran fwiftly Mpan the Cannon, making a frightful 
Huzza* They broke in between the Grenadiers of Ge- 
neral Barrel and Monroi who had given them their Fire^' 
according to Orders, viz. the feeohd and xhM Rank^ as 
they were witbm 30 Yards 5 and the fr(t, juft a^ they 
were at the Muzzles of their Guns; The CanttoW in 
that Divifion werd fa well ferved^ that, when within twd 
Yaids of them they received a fall Difcharge of Cartridge- 
SbQlf wJbich made a dreadful llavock 1 #hile thofe vc^^c^- 
ccowdsd ma tbe Opeoingi r^ct\v«3i %. ^Yw^Si^^^"^^ 
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Center of Blights. However, ihofe who furvived pel- 
fefled themfelves of the Cannon, and attacked the Jle- 
giments Sword in Hand j but to their Aftonifliment 
they found an obftinate Refiftance ; for the Soldier was 
now taught to pufli over the Right-Arm againft the Right- 
Bread of his Antagonift ; and fome mutually defended 
each other by pufliing againft that M^n who was en- 
gaged with his Right-Hand Comrade.* Some Battalions 
oif the Rebels Left, judging thefe Regiments were broke, 
ran up to the Breach ; but in their Way they received 
a moft terrible Fire, both from the Caitnon and fmall 
Arms of the Right of the Royalifts ; whereupon they di- 
redly ran off, and were purfued by fome Horfe, who 
made a dreadful Slaughter ; while TFolf^s and Fleming^Sy 
which wheeled to the Left of Barrel's, with Bligh's 
and Semple\ brought up by General Hujk, made fuch 
a continual Fire upon their Flank and Ffont, as either 
killed or wounded the moft of that Wing which had 
broke in. The Pretender in the Rear, obferving the 
Flight of his Men, did all he could to rally them, but 
in vain. The Rout was total j the Dragoons were or- 
dered to purfue : General Bland^ and Lord Ancram made 
great Slaughter among the Enemy, now flying like Flocks 
of Shpep before' them, and took feveral Prifoners of 
Note. The Clans croffed the Water of Nairn^ and got up 
the Way of the Hills, whither it was impraflicable to pur- 
fue them J and fuch as took that Rout were the only People 
that efcaped. The Field was clear, and the Vidtory being 
compleat, the Soldiers, warm in their Refentment, did 
Things hardly to be accounted for ; feveral of the wounded 
Men were ftabbed, yea, fome who were lurking in 
Houfes, were taken out and (hot upon the Field, tho' 
others were *faved, by thofe whofe Compaflion was raifcd 
at the Sight of fo many Viflims. This Condud was va- 
rioufly conftrufted ; the Royalifts gave out, that an Order 
was found in the Pocket of one of the flain, * to give 

* no Quarter to the Eleftor's Troops on any Account 

* whatfoever.' The Rebels utterly deny the Charge; 
and Lord Balmerino endeavoured to. difprove the fame on 
the Day of his Execution ; his Intention feems to have been, 
not only to vindicate his Prince, but even to throw an 
Q<lium upon the King's Troops and their illuftrious

.♦ His Roy^l HighncfirhadcarcfixWY iTtfttvyftceit^itm in this new 
WfVj finiCQ thii Time he firlt put himlcU at tVc ^^31^1 ol x\i«T\oc>\^. 
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Leader ; for my Part, I acknowledge, it's hard to judge 
in the C^fe ; the Conduft of the Soldiers is not to be de- 
fended according to the ftrift Rules of War ; but this 
has been urged in their Behalf, that the Manifefto of the 
Pretender was in a Manner the fame with the Order 
fuppofed to be given : Has he not faid, . ** From the Be; 
nefit of which Pardon, we except none, but fuch as 

fliall wilfuUy and malicioufly oppofe us, — And 

we particularly pronjife, as aforefaid, our full, free; 
** and general Pardon, to all Officers, Soldiers, and Sai- 
** lors, now engaged in the Service of the Ufurper, 
** whether of the Sea or Land, provided that upon the 
** Publication hereof, and before they engage in any 
** Fight or Battle agaii^ft our Forces, they quit the faid 
** unjuft and unwarrantable Service, and return to their 
** Duty.'* What is the Alternative of this Promife, but 
that they were to expeft no Mercy, if they flighted his 
Terms? Befides, it is certain, that not only the adlual 
Rebels, but their Abettors, frequently declared that the/ 
would not afford fuch kind Treatment to the Soldiers 
as formerly they had done. On the other Hand, 
the Rebels had enraged the Troops ; their Habit was 
ftrange, their Language ftill ftranger, and their Way of 
Fighting was (hocking to the utmoft Degree : The Re- 
bellion was unprovoked, and the King's Troops hacf 
greatly fuffered by it ; the Fields , of Prefton and Falkirk^ 
were frefli in their Memory, they had loft a Gardner^ a' 
Whitney^ a Monro -^ befides other Officers^ who with the 
private Men that dy*d the bloody Plains, were not killed, 
as in a Battle, but flaughtered as by a bungling Butcher; 
twelve or fourteen Wounds on one body, with a Hand or 
an Arm lop*d off, were Sights too frequent after every 
Aftion, And here before them is the lively Pifture of 
fiich difmal Scenes; Captain Lord Robert Ker of BarreFs 
Regiment, was covered with Wounds ; his Head was cut 
by a Lieutenant of Keppoch's Regiment, from the Crowa 
to the Collar Bone ; yea, be was in a Manner haflied 
in Pieces; he was a fine Youth, and of noble Birth, 
being Son to the Marquis of Lotfrian : Three other 
Officers were likewife cut to Pieces, and their manglecj 
Carcafles could not but ftir up the Soldiers to revenge. 
Therefore, if, when they found Vengeance in their 
Power, they violated the ftridler Rules of Humanity, 
fome Allowance ought to be made for the Paflion ths."! 
Wrt infpired wiUi at that Time, 
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MeJin while, the Duke is entering Invernefsj where 
the Bells were ringing for the Viftory ; the People gave 
;he Signal to huzza ; but he moved his Hand for them 
to forbear. H^ ipftantly called for the Keys of the Tol- 
booth, and Freedom waf the fir^ F^ruit of his Conqueft : 
The Soldiers were fet at Liberty ; and as ihey came down 
Stairs, he clapped them on the Shoulder, faying, ^* Bro- 
*' ther Soldiersjou are free," ordered an Entertainment for 
them, and Payment of all their Arrears, About 4 o'Clock, 
the i\rmy, after. taking a Glafs of Spirits upon the Field, 
(Baph Man by Order of their Leader^^ advanced.hvizzaing j 
yet when they came to Invernefsy they feemed much 
concerned at the Cafe of the miferable People, whofe 
Carcafes were ft re wed before them. In this Battle were 
killed on the Sid^ of the Royalifts, 120, hefide the Offi- 
cers fpoke of, above, and 260 wounded, among whom 
Colonel Rich^ whofe Right Hand was cut off, and Left 
al'moll cut through, above the Fingers ; he had. like wife 
a deep Wound near the Elbow. The Horfe did not fufter 
much;, having only received fome Platoons from the 
frijh Brigades, and a kw randpm. Shot from others, 
who fometimcs turned about during. the Flighx : On the 
^ide of the Rebels were killed about 500 on the Spot, 
and as many in the Pi^rfuii ; among whom Col. Alac 
f^aMchlatiy and iVIajor Ma^c Lauchlan^ oi JnchonneU'^ rw'ilh 
jRoft of the Officers of his R<;gime;>t j QohM<^^ Gilivra and 
Major Maf Bean of the Regiment oi .Mac Intojbas^ with, 
^fmoft all their other Ofpcers; Col. Frazer Me.nzies and 
Mdc Leariy of Drimnin \ who, thpqgh a Man of ho very 
bright Parts, yet of great Courage and Aff^dtion towards 
\\)s Children, an Inftance of which he gave that Day ; 
for feeing two of his Sons dangeroufly wounded, and 
hearing that another of therp. was killed, he ftop'd hi? 
Flight, and faid, " It (hpuld not be for Nought/' and 
rumed upon two Dragoons, even after his Wig and Bon- 
net flew off, (hot one dead, and wounded the other ; 
when three mbre came up, he continued his Obftipacy, 
and was almoft cut in Pieces. Jils Major and many of 
his Officers were likewifc killed. An^ong the wounded 
were Colonel Mac Donald of Ksppocb^ in the Breaft and 
Arm, who was -carried to his Hou/e, but foon after died ; 
Cfcneral Camnn of Lochiel in bpth the Ai)clei», and 
^poft of their Officers, with others, too tedious here 
\q flifnti^ni Prijadic? Stapleton die^ of his Ww^ds, 
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in a few Dajrs after, and left his Advice to the Pre- 
tender, not to trouble himfelf any further with Defigns 
upon the BHtiJh Throne; for fays he, *' The Dif- 
•* poiitions made by ,the Duke of Cu)nberlandy were fo 
** fine, that the Highlanders would have been defeated 
** at any Event." Perth^ Lords Ogilvie and Pitjligo^ 
Lords John and Lewis Drummond^ with Lord Lewis 
Gordon^ had gone for Ruthven^ where they gave Orders 
for their Corps to Ihift for themfelves. Several Officers 
were taken Prifoners, fuch as Lord Kilmarnock j \Vho, 
taking a Party of Dragoons for Fitz-James's Horfe, 
feparated from the few who were with him, and came 
up to theni. Sir John Wedderburn^ Colonel Farquhar- 
fonj Major Steuart of Perthes Regimentj five Captains, 
three Enfigns, and fix Officers, fuch as Surgeons and ' 
Engineers, with about 900 private Men, (hared the 
fame Fate. All their Artillery, Tents, Can tines, 12 
Colours, a vaft Number of Arms, Ammunition, and 
Military Stores ; in fliort,- their whole Baggage fell 
into the Hands of the Conqueror. The Pretender him- 
felf loft his Wigg and Bonnet as te was riding ofl^ 
He repaired" with fome few of his Horfe to the Hqufe of 
Mr. Frazer of Gortlichj fourteen Miles from Invernefsy 
where Lord Lovaty who lodged there, was mourning 
the News of his Defeat, which had reached his Ears 
before' their Arrival. " Chop off my Head," fays old 
Simon to the Chevalier, " We are furely undone.'* Nd,- 
anfwered he, " My Lord, We have had two Days of 
•• them, and v^ill yet have Day about with them.'* 
He was very urteafy that Night, and next Day went 
off to Glengary, (after defiring his Guard to (hift for 
themfelves) refiding there for fome Time, and heard dail)f 
of the Surrender of his Troops, and the Hard(hips that 
befel his Followers. 

' Such was the Battle of CuUodeny of which I never/ 
faw any Account from the Rebels ^ nor indeed coulct^ 
one be expected,' confidcring the Rebellion was daflicd. 
in Pieces : The Flartie of it was not only extinguiftied, 
but the very Embers of it quenched. Yet, as I have' 
heard fome Excufes for their Overthrow, I fliall con- 
ikier them. j. Their Men were not all there. 2. 
They were fatigued the Night before. And, 3. wanted 
Suftenance. The ift will be allowed ;^ for the Mac^ 
Pberfins^ and fcreral of GUnhucket^^ Men^^ in all 500^

lyere not there 5 Ciengyle^ with no. -Mac Gregon^y^zif 
in Sutherland^ as was Lord Cromarty with 280 of his 
Men; Bfirifdale^s Regiment of 400 was likewiie abfenti 
Mr. Cameron of Dungallony Lochiers Lieutenant Co- 
lonel, and the Mafter of Lovat.* with feme of their 
Attendants, were not in the Field ; and 500 French 
Picquets were at or near Invernefs^ in the Time of the 
Battle. AH which put together, will make about 17 
or 1800 Mcp. But then on the other Hand, it muft 
be confidered, that the Rova! Aimy was lefs nume- 
rous at CuUodeu^ ih:.n -jit Fulkiri ; Were there as many 
pragoons at the former as at thei latter Phce? Cob- 
ham's ' were not rei-ruiied : And will any Perfon fay, 
that Ker^s Dragoon's and Kuigjlon^ Horfe were lequal 
in Number to two Regiments, viz. Hamilton's and', 
Qardner*s (nr w Nalzon*s) tren almoli com;^ Jeat ? Is the 
Lofs at Keith nothing? Or the Surprize of the Camp- 
ielPs at Blairfittyy Rannach^ and Cujhivilk ? Are the 
Detatchments left at 5/^/V, CaJlle-AUr^xus^ and Aherdein^ 
not to be confidered? Or the Abfence of tLe MaC'^ 
KaySy 2l vei y martial People ? W:s not Lord Loudon 
with the Militia, kept froii^ joining the R^yal Army ? 
And .if the Rebels Accour/t of Falkirk Bau'e be true, 
viz. That they loft bur 40, and the Royaliils 13*00, 
including Prifoners, then it's inipoffible to bal'arcc the 
Troops on both SidcS|^ without making the PvC^«elst 
ftronger, and the Royalifts pot fo numtrous, as on 
tl'iat boifterous Day. As to the Fatigue the Nigiit be* 
fore, it was pwipg to themfelvesj and. What General 
will not take an Advantage if he can ? But were not 
the Duke's Forces next Day in the fame Condition? 
The Night pf the 15th was calm,, but the Morring 
of the 1 6th wa5 ftormy, and the Soldiers much in-, 
<:ommodcd by faving their Arms, tinder their Cloathsj^ 
from the Hail, which fliowered do^yn upoo them. 3d, 
As, to Subliftance, I only fay, that this was their Mif- 
?ortune ; and is it not a Finejfe^ in the Art of War, 
for a Commander tp improve upon the Straits of his^ 
Enemies?

The 1 6th of April was the B^Jnfling of a JuWfee, .on- 
ly interrupted by the Misfortune of thofe who forfeited 
their Lives to^publick Julljce. Fame, like an Eagle, car- 
ried the News of the Defeat upon her Wings, ,Tlie 
Night of the Battle, Lord Bury was difpatched with a 
Letter to the King; he took the Opportunity of a Ship to 
North-Berwick^ where he landed upon the 21ft 5 took 
Polt-horfes to London^ where he arrived upon the Moro- 
ing of the 24ih, and delivered his Meflage. His Majefty, 
having heard, twelve Hours before his Arrival, of the Ac* 
tion in general, afked him, *' What's become of volf 
*' SON? He is very well, anfwered Lord JBary. Then 
*' all is well to me, replied the King," and unable to 
fpeak for Joy, he withdrew for a little, and ordered 
Bury 1000 Guineas. The J6y upon publifliing the 
News was as univerfal as. the Illuminations (the moll 
fplendid ever feen) were general and delightful, form« 
ing but one continued Blaze. From Britain to the ut- 
moft Bounds of America was nothing but Gladnefs for the 
great Deliverance. The Parliament, in Teftimony of 
their Satisfadion, fettled upon the Duke the yearly §up^ of 
25000 1. in Augmentation of what he formerly eiyoyed; 
and wrote him a congratulatory Letter upon his glorious 
Succefs, to which they received an obliging Anfwer from 
his own Hand. 

The City of Edinburgh was not behind in teftifying** 
her Joy, which was the more heightned, in Proportion 
to her Sadnefs, the Night before, on a falfe Account of. 
the Royalifts being defeated, and their Leader taken Pri-. 
foner; for, as at the Battle olLeipfitk^ Anno 1631, upon, 
the Saxons giving Way, a Courier carried the falfe New5 of 
the Defeat of the Great GuJiavuSy fo at CaUcden, the Re- 
bels breaking in upon two Regiments, a Courier went off 
with an Account of the Overthrow of the Duke j where- 
upon Balls and Dances were held by the Jacobite Ladies, 
whofe Mirth was interrupted, about One in the Sunday 
Morning, by a Round from the great Guns of the Caftle, - 
anfwered by Difcharges from the Men of War in the 
Road, on the Receipt of very dififerent News. 

This Vi^ory proved decifive indeed ; for not only waa 
the whole Force of the Highland Rebels deftroyed, but 
now their Friends the French voluntarily furrender'd to 
the Conqueror. From the Time of the Duke's entering 
Invernefs^ Prifoners in Troop$ were either brogght to 
iiiil], or fubmitted ihcmfclves. He is fcarce two Hours 



in the Town, t^re tlkB^ftch Officers^ who were not at 
the Btttlt, wrote a^ Better to General Bland^ furrcndering 
tbemfelves and their Soldiers Prifoners of War. Next 
Day, Lord Lewis Drutmnond^ the Marquis de St. Guiles 
the R^encb Ambaffiidor, and 49 other Officers followed 
tbw Example; And on the i8th, the H6und-Sloop ar- 
tiftd with Lord Cromarty ^ and other Prrfoncrs, now pour- 
ing out hotter Refkdtions, Curfes and Imprecations, upon 
the Coumefs oi- Sutherland^ a 'Lady of great Wit and Hu- 
mour,' whofe leaft' Quality was to be one of the greateft 
. ^Btuties of her Age, for having ordered in a Dozen of 
Wine, to.drink life Health of her Lord, at fo unfeafon- 
able- a Jlindlure. A Proclamation was publifh'd for all la 
ftibmk'to Mercy, and deliver up their Arms, which ma- 
ny-did, and were difmifled; but the Grants of Glenmori- 
Jkn^ thro' Miftake of their Chieftain, were led into a 
Soare» Mr, Grants with about 500 of his Vaftals, came 
into Invernefs'y from whence they were fent into the 
©buntry of the Maclntojhes: Hereupon the Grants in the 
HcbeHion, begged his Interceffibn in their Behalf; he coTi- 
JbMed, and repairing to his Royal • Highnefs, faid, Here 
swa Number of' Men come in with their Arms, who 
^' would have filbmitted to none in Britain byt to me," 
No! anfwered the- Duke, " 111 let them know that they: 
•• are my Father's Subjeds, and muft likewife fubmit to* 
•?"*me," So dire^y gave Ordersto' embark them with, 
the- other Prifoners," on- board the Tranfppris; and on the 
Md, they were fhipped off for Tilbury Fort, while 31a 
of 'the French FMovitx^ were fent to Newcajlle\ the Pre- 
tender's Servants, being -^only French^ who were not 
Wftb him before his Atrival at VtrfaiUes^ had Paflports 
given them- to- go Home. A Court Martial fat ' for 
the Trial of fome Officers and Sbldiers, among whom^" 
Mfe^or G/'j«/,merJtion'd pi 102. The Proof was fo cldar 
againfthim, that vrith Difficulty the Sentence was miti- 
gHed to declare him incapable and unworthy of the King^si 
• Service for the Future. Some private Men were hangcd> 
and others pardoned, as Orcumftinccs appeared favoura- 
able for them. 

The Houfes of Ktppoehj Glengary, Clunie^ Lovat^ and 
Jchnacarrie^ were reduced to Afhes,^ the Orders of the 
Officers not being able to prevent it. Numbers of Strag- 
^1-6 were taken,-' or furrendered themfelves; among tb^ 
Firftj Sir J arms Kinkcb and Kis Brother were fcized by 

t^hor 



the Hejians. The Marquifs of THllibardm, znd MtfbiS, 
the Pretender's Valet, furrendered to Mr. Buchanan of 
Drumachaily and were committed to Dumbarton Caftlq, 
till an Opportunity offered of tranfporting his Lordfliip tp 
xLondon^ where he was confined to the Tower, and fpp^ 
died of a Flux> leaving his Advice to the Pretender, not 
to make any further Attempts upon a Nation in general, 
fa averfe to him. Lord Balmerino furrendered to the 
Grants-, and with Kilmarnock and Cromarty y was fent by 
gea iojLondony where Appartments were afligned them ki 
the Tower, 

From Invernefe the Duke fet out for Fort Auguflm outh^ • 
95 th of iWisry, where he ftaid for a confiderable Time, and 
was the very Life of the Sddiers, amidft thefe. barrel^ 
Pefarts. Parties were frequently fent out to fearch for tb^ 
Pretender j but Sy Means of Morafles, and interjacent 
Lakes, he always efcaped. But it was his Misfortune tq 
be out of the Way, when Opportunities prefented of get- 
ting offj for on the 4th of May^ two French Men of 
War arrived off the Coaft> of Arifaigj and went up tq 
Loch Nuayy not knowing the Difafter that befel him ; about 
40,000 Louis d'Ores were landed in Specie for the Ufe of 
his Troops, on which a Meeting was held among the 
Chieftains,'* at which it was agreed, to gather again into a 
Body, and the Money was diftributed among ihem y but 
afterwards, perceiving how hard it would be to mufter 
any confiderable Fo'rce againft the Duke's. viftoriousAr- 
iny, the Projeft came to nought. 

Aboqt this Time, a fmall Ship, difcovering the two 
Men of War, informed the Grayhound and Baltimors^ ' 
who being joined by the T$rror-Bomb, failed up to the^ 
Ships, who fired firft a Gun at them, to which they got 
no Anfwerj then hoifting French CxAouxSj one of them? 
fired a Broadfide, The Grayhound^ by this Time, was . 
between the two, who plied her clofe, and were plied in 
their Turn ; apd without Doubt, Ihe muft have fallen a 
Sacrifice, had not th^ other two raked the French Veflels 
fo much fore and aft, as obliged them to fend their Long- 
boats a fhore> for Parties of IJighl^nders, then lying near 
them. The King's Ships, obferving this, fli^ered off, 
with their Malts and Rigging much Mattered, in queft lof : 
the Furnace to renew the AtUckj but before they return-* . 
^, the two French Mtn of War had failed away, with , 
tb^ Lois of 5^ Men, highly dif^fted at the Difisgenuity 
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of the.Hrgblandcrs^ vrhodid not inform tbem of the real 
State of the Chevilier*s Affairs, till the Money and Effefts 
were landed, and the Sea Engagement was paft. Howe- 
ver, they carried off fomeof the Officers that were there, 
to cohfirm the News of the Defeat of the Rebels. 

In the mean Time, the Parliament were examining 
fuch of the Rebel Prifoners as were brought before thera, 
in order to difcover the Rife and Spring^of the late Trou- 
bles, and on the 8th, attainted the following Perfons of 
High Treafon, viz. Perth, the Earl of Kellie, Strathallan. 
and his Son, Lords Elcho^ Pitjligo^ Nairn^ Ogifvie^ Lords 
George Murray^ John Drummond, and Lewis Gordon^ tije 
Mafter of Lovat ; Graham Vilcount of Dundee^ Mercer 
of Aldie'^ Sir IPVliam Gordon of Park, Secretary Murray^ 
Clenbucketj Lochiel and his Brother, Camerons of TorcaJiUy 
and of Dungdllon, Clanrannald, Keppoch, Barifdale^ Glen- 
coe, Clunie, MacLauchkn, MacKinnon, Ardjkiell^ and the 
other Officers of their Family, Gask, fenior and junior^ 
young Carnwath, and Jirth^ Roy Steuart^ Farqubarfon 
of Monaltry, Drumnaglajh, with fome few others, known 
only by their Nam».s, and appointed ihcm to be profecuted,, 
unlefs, befii-e ihe I2ch oi Juy, they fhould furrender 
themfelves. N^neof thefeiuffeied, they having either efcaped 
or complied; among the latipr was Secretary Murray^ 
who havin;; been difgufted at the Pretender, for turning, 
him out of his Office, and iubitituting one Mr. Hay in. 
his Room, had begun to think of being avenged for the 
Affront; fome fay he even wrote to thofe in Power, with 
an Offer of his Pcrfon, provided his Lite fliould be fpared.. 
Whatever his Propofil was, it was agreed to, and the 
better to palliate the Matter, Murray was apprehended by. 
a Party of Dragoons, June the 28ih, and condudted to 
Edinburgh, and confined to the Caftle till July the 7th, 
that he fet out, under a ilrong Guaid for London -y where, 
on Examinaiioii, he made fuch Difcoveries, as have ne- 
ver yet come to liglu. One Thing is certain, that he 
was a pretty fcvere witnefs againft Lord Lovatj who in- 
veighed againft him in Court, and defervedly called him 
by the moft opprobrious Names. 

Upon July 15 th, the Judges fat at St. Margaret^s Hill, 
in the Bofough of Southwark^ near London^ for the Trial 
of Col. Toivnley, and fome Officers of the Manchejler Re- 
gimept. The Col. with about 16 morej were the firft 
condemned; Tixxdjuly 30, nine of them, of whom Town* 
>^ was one, were hang'd and quartered, and their Heads 
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were fix'd up, Tome on Temple-Bar^ other$ gt MaruhejUf. 
On the 13th of Augujl the Judges opened a Commiffiuh 
of finally judging and trying the JRicbels who wetie brought 
XQC^rltfle. • ^. ^ ^'V! 

Three very eminent Lawyers- w'eiTt; from Edinburgh }k> 
,plcad for them. The Judges gave them ihe utmoft In- 
dulgence; every Plea the Prifoners adduced, either to at- 
leviate orWuIpate, was fuftained. Here, of t05;th4t 
.were tried, 30 fufFered, and 60 obtained the Royal Mti- 
cy, and the reft were affoilzied at the Bar. From thence 
they went to Tork^ where the Jury aded with remarka- 
ble Integrity; but there, as zt Carlijte, the Proof pf the 
Fadls were fo clear, that it was impoffible to withftand it. 
Among thefe, the Trial of mo , Frenchmen came on; 
.their Defence was. That in the Nature of the Thing, 
ihcy could not be conftrufted Traitors to King George, p 
they had not fworn Allegiance to him. The Plea of the 
one was fuftained, as he had come with the Pretender's 
Party in the Heat of the Rebellion ; That of the fecond 
was repelled ; as a Diftindion was made, that tho' he 
owed the King of Britain no natural, yet he was due a 
local Allegiance, having come over under the Protection 
of the Dutch General, who landed with Auxiliaries for 
Support of his Majefty, On this, the Libel was found 
relevant, and he condemned ; but on his Way to the Gib- 
bet a Pardon was brought him. Here of 74, five were ac- 
quitted, and 20 fufFered. In (hort, only 60, by Courfe 
of common Law, were put to Death, for rebelling againft 
a King, who had reigned 18 Years according to LAW. 
Whereas 600 fufFered, Anno 1685, for rifing in Arms 
againft King James II. or VII. who had not been five 
Months upon the Throne, in which Time he had broke 
thro' the very Fundamentals of the Conftituiion. But the 
greateft Trial was that of the Earls of Kilmarnock and Cro- 
martie^ with Lord Balmerino^ before the Houfe of Lords, 
July the 28th. They ,were condemn'd to the Scaffold, 
but great Interceffion was, made for the two Earls, tho' 
Cromarty only fucceeded. On the r8th of Avgujl^ Kil- 
marnock and Balmerino were beheaded on Tower-Hill^ be- 
fore a prodigious Multitude; the former behaved penitenrly, 
and as one confcious of his Guilt; but the other with 
great Heat and Refolution. The next remarkable Trial 
was that of Lord Lovat^ who was taken in the Trunk of 
a Tree, with a Pair of Blankets about him, in the midft

F T E R io many Accounts 
already publiflicd of the latp 
Rebellion, c^f. It may leem per- 
haps fomewhat furprizing that 
any Thing more ihould appear on the Sub- 
jed, at fuch a Diftancc of Time. And in- 
deed if I had not obfervM that many Things 
concerning the Young Chevalier were omitr 
ted, and others mifreprcfented, either thrq' 
Defign, or the Mifinformation of moft who 
have yet attempted the Hiftory of his Unr 
dertaking, and what befcl him after his final 
Defeat, I Ihould not have thought it worth 
while to trouble th<j Publick with the fol- 
, lowing Sheets. Not that I can promife in 
this Narrative to pleafe all Parties : A Thing 
perhaps impoQible^ efpecially for one who 
writes of his own Times. However, I ftiall 
rel%iQuuy adhere to what I know to be 
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Truth ; and only give the Reader a bare Re- 
lation of Fafts, ftript of all the Embellilh- 
ments of Fidion, and fupported by the beft 
and moft obvious Evidence that the Nature 
t of the various Cireumllances will admit of. 

And firft, it will not, I prefume, be 
thought impertinent to take a View of what 
the Young Chevalier did, preparatory to the 
Grand Aftion which proved his Ruin. 

Oil Monday the 14th of j^pril^ ^74^ r 
which, was two Days before the Battle of 
^ CullodeHy he mufter'd his Troops in the 

Town of Invernefs^ and walked along the 
iLincs, encouraging^ them as he pafled- Ne- 
ver where Men in more exalted Spirits: 
TThey rais'd a chearful Huzza, and txpreffed 
themfelves ^Vith a Confidence which denoun- 
ced, a& It welie, on their Enemies, that fatal 
T51ow they themfelves received. ^ We have 
^ feen Cumberland before : We will cive 
y him another Fontenoy j*' was the Phrafe of 
the Day. Thus exulting, on they march*d 
"to the rarks of CuUaden ^v\A Caftle^hiU^ on 
^hich they encaifib'd ; while the Chevalier 
^nd his General Offibefs took up their Lodg- 
ing in the Manfion-ttoufes. 

About fix c*Cl6ck the next Mbrtiin^ the 
"^ipes of the UighUnders played, the Imims^ 
^f the French beat to Arms, and the Trcfcps 
"march'd in ordfet &f Battk to the Place t)f 
Engagement, whefe ttiey halted, and fcfted 
on their Atm^ tt^^ta^ With the utmoft

Impatience every Moment to engage the 
Jioyalijis : And during the Time leveral falfe 
Alarms were raifed, which only inflamed 
their Defire of coming to Blows. The Che- 
valietj defirous of improving this Ardour of 
his Troops, propofed to them to march for- 
ward, about 9 o'clock at Night, and attack 
the Duke's Army in the Dark : For, faid Ke, 
^ they will be drown'd in Sleep, the Effeft 
*' of thijf Day's rejoicing, as it h the Birth- 
^^ Day of the Ufurper's Son * This Scheme 
was approved by Sullivan and Shenidan-^ 
and with little or no DiflSculty, agreed to by 
inoft of the Chfcfs. But before fetting out 
they thought of a Way to deceive the Cduri- 
try People, or the J)atrolIing Parties of thtf 
Enemy. This was to make grdt Fires, on 
which they put large Quantities of wet Straw, 
which kindling btit flowly, caufed a violent 
Smoak, which beif>g agitated by i South- 
Eaft Wind, that Chf n began gently to blow, 
very cffedually covcr'd their Defigns. Big 
tvith the Hopes of Succefs, about Ten they 
defiled In thic moft filerit Manner, with two 
Pieces of Cannon j and, thro' I^arks and By- 
ways, they arrived by One in the Morning 
on Kildrmrnny-Muir^ within two Miles of 
the Dake of Cumber lands Camp. 
" The Pioqnets of the Roya! Army wore 
difpoif^d in the beft Cfrder, but were no Way 
«bic to rcfift their united Force, had they 
^irdflUy tiarch'd (j»: -flut iiere, thro' a moft 
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unaccountable Error, they Icparated, TKe 
Chevalier with one Body turned to the North 
Weft, in order to furround the Enemy, whom 
\ he judged himfelf capable of hemming in on 
all Hands ; namely, by the Water of Nairn 
on the Eaft, the Sea on the North, and bis 
own Troops on the Weft and South. No- 
thing now impeded him but a Morafs and a 
Lake, betwixt which he was obliged to 
ma^ his Forces as thro' a Defile. About 
Two o'clock he came fb near the Centrics as 
% to hear them calling to, and anfwering one 
another; ** Is all weU? Yes, All's well:" 
Now was the Time of executing his daring 
Scheme, which nothing but the moft fatal 
Delufion could have prevented. And heic 
it will be proper to take Notice of a Circum- 
fiance, which, tho' little in itfelf, yet, like 
other Incidents which frequently happen, 
contributed much to their giving upvthis 
fiivourable Conjundure, more than the Ter- 
rors of a Battery, or Avenues lined with Rows 
of devouring Cannon. The Matter was this. 
A Stallion they had with them, co^ 
ming to a Place where fome Days before he 
had covered a Mare, began to neigh. The 
Owner did all be could to flop him, but to 
no Purpofe , and therefore would have fhot 
him thro' the Head, had not one of the Ge- 
nerals prevciited it, for fear of giving an A- 
larm. After endeavouring to pacify him, 
they ordered him back ; but forthwith bi(- 
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gan to dread their Defign was difcovered, 
and a Damp appeared among then). This 
Story may be entirely depended upon, for I 
had it not only from fcveral who were along 
with the Chevalier^ but lifcewifc from ibme 
in Nairn^ the Town and People whereof I 
had the beft Opportunities of being acquain- 
ted with: And they unanimoufly averred, 
that this Accident more than any Thing elfc, 
hindered the Adventurers from breaking in. 
The Chevalier immediately called a Council 
of War, in which the Grand Queflion was, 
whether or not to advance ? The Chie6 were 
generally againft it, while the Chevalier and 
his two Zri>^ Favourites urged the Matter. 
But the Report of the Spies, wiio, taking 
the Picquets for the whole Army, with the 
Circumftance of the Horfe mentioned above, 
and that of foine Battalions having mtftaken 
their Way, prevailed upon them to renirn. 
This Difappointment provoked the Cheva^ 
tier extremely ; and he was heard to fay, 
^ God D — n it, are my Orders ftill dif^ 
^ obeyed? " Fight when you will, Gen- 
** tlemen, the 'Day is not mine/' However, 
he gave Orders for marching back to the 
Field of Battle, and repofing themfelves 
upon their Arma; and, at the lame Time 
fent out fome Parties to iearch the Country 
for all the Provifions they could find* Hii 
Commands were obeyed. One Battalkxi 
march'd into iw^^^j, while rfie main Body 
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came up to the Place of Adion. The ChiT 
valier^ with moil of his General Officers re? 
fired to Culloden^Haufey where they repofed 
themfelves for ibme Hovir^i ^nd ordered a 
hot Dinner to be got ready for them. In 
the mean while the Royalifts are advancing, 
and by II o^Clock w^rc obferved at the 
Diftance of two Miles, by a patroling Par- 
ty, whp dircdly carrie4 the News to the 
Camp : An Expnefi was fent to the Cheva-^ 
Her J and a Camion was lired as a Signal of 
the Enemy's Approach. He inftantly rofc 
I up, and when at the Foot of the Stairs, was 

met by the Steward, who told him, that his 
Dinner, vtx^. a roafted Side of Lamb and 
two Hens, and the Table-cloth was juft 
ready to be laid : ^ No, replied xhtCheva-' 
lier^ would you have me fit down to ViCf 
tuals wheji my Enemy is io ne;;r me ! — Tbia 
laid, be moiimtcd on Horfeback, and galloped 
«p to the Muk^ where he affifted ^ in the 
Dilpofition of bis Troops, who were already 
in Battalia; Tlhofc who were fleeping in 
the Parks, asad by the Sides of the Dykes, 
being awakfened by the Noife of the Can- 
non, ran into their rcfpedive Regiments, and 
joined the Cpmparries to which they beloqg* 
pd. They wciie now in tc^ Spirits, and tl«? 
lather as Keffioab M' Donald with his R«^^ 
»icnt, .wa3 that Morning returned from an 
Expedition on which be had been diipa&ch-* 
?d» Every Thing beiqg difpofed on each 

Side, 
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Side, the Battle beg^un; but as the fame'b^ 
been fo fully defcribed in the Hiftory of the 
Rebellion, printed ^t E,d,mburgh^ I fhall only- 
mention the Confcquences of it with regard 
to the J^erfon of the CbevaUer* 

This young Comnaander, being polled with 
a Body of Refer ve at a-confiderable Diftance^ 
was the Spedator of a Scene which at once 
blafted his Hopes, and ruiped his Arms : He 
had the cruel MortiSc^tion of feeing thofc 
Troops which he reckoned invincible, flying 
off in the moft miicrable Difbrder and Con- 
fufion. He did all in hi3 Power to reanimate 
and perfuade them to return to the Charge, 
but all to no Purpole : Showers of Bullet* 
from the Mouths of devouring Cannon, were 
Things to which they were Strangers- Pro*, 
tijilcs and Entreaties were equally loft, and 
indeed he fpoke to t\\Q.w\ ya the moft moving 
Terms, uttering Word? to this Purpole; 
*' Rally in the Name of God \ pray Geru- 
*' tlemen return j pray ftay with me your 

Prince but a Moment ^ ptherwife you ruia 

me, your Country^ and yourfelvcs : And 
" God forgive you/' JJe rode up to the 
feveral Corps as they were retreating in tlip 
utmoft Confternation , addrefling them ip 
thefe and fuch like Exprcllions as he paft : 
But the Whole were deaf to his Entreaties, 
or the Genera litv of thern knew not what 

laid, while others who underftood the En* 
gUfii Tongue, cried out, *' Frince ! Oh! an} 
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** Oh ! an ^ a Sign of Mourning,and a Scott ifb 
Particle expreffiveof the greateft Grief: '^Oh 
*' that he had never been born ; O ! fatal Day ; 
^^ What Ruin have we brought upon our- 
*^ felves^our Country and our Friend s"l*Scarcc 
were thefe and fuch like doleful Sentences out 
of their Mouths,when the Rout became total, 
ibme flying one Way and fome another, and 
the Cannon being now brought to bear upon 
them as they were running for their Lives, 
the Chevalier feeing that all was gone, and 
that his Attempts on the BrtUjh Throne had 
lail'd, fpurred his Horfe and gaUop'd off at 
full Speed. But during the Cbnfufion his 
Wig and Bonnet flew off, which lafl: was 
taken up and fent to a Gentlewoman, a Mem- 
ber of the Church of Rome^ who kept it as 
a Relick, in Commemoration of that fatal 
Day which had given at once fo fignal a Blow 
to a Caufe and Intereft flie had much at 
Heart : But his Wig was recovered bv him- 
fclfi juft as it was falling from the Pommel 
of the Saddle. He made direftly to the Wa- 
ter of Nairn^ which he crofled, becaufe if 
he took his Rout by the Places which lye 
betwixt that fmalt River and the Nefs, the 
Dragoons and Kingfion*s Light Horfe would 
perhaps be at his Heels : His Conjedqre was 
right, for fuch as paflfed the Nairn were the 
only People who cfcaped the Havock which 
was made in the Purfuit. The Clans who 
bad flckxl the Storm, and made the Attack 

upon 
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upon the Left Wing of the Royal Army 
porfued the fame Courfe, and halted at a Place 
about two Miles • from the Field of Ac- 
tion, where they fet up the principal Stan- 
dard, to which leveral repaired j and among 
the reft the Chevalier himfelf. In the mean 
Time the MTherfons who came too late for 
the Battle, arrived in View, whom, they 
taking for fome of the Argyllejh'tre Militia*, 
began to be in Pain : But, on obferving their 
Number to be fmall, they refblved to make 
a Stand, and were now in Hopes of having 
fome Revenge upon thefe People, to whom 
they bear a moft deadly Hatred. As thefe 
came nearer to them, they were undeceived : 
Clunte^ the Chieftain of the Clan Caiti^ dli- 
redly made his Obeifance to the Chevalier^ 
who now had got another Bonnet ; and, ob-» 
ferving a Confufion and unufual Melancholy 
in his Face, enquired the<Iaufe. The young 
Adventurer, not being able to anfwer him 
by Reafon of his Grief, one of the Generals 
faid to him, " all is over/' ff^hat^ replie4 
C/uniCy has' there been a Battle ? ^\ Yes, an- 
fwered the other, " and the Day is not ours." 
With thefe Words the Chevalier and fonfic of 
his Officers began to caft Refledions upon the 
Conduft of a certain great Man •^j to -whom 
they imputed the whole of their Dilaften 

♦ ThtArgyllrfiire Camphits.vitrt zealoufly atiach'd to the 
CqverDment. 
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JM'Therfon was almoft ftrucfc fpcechlefs, but 
recovering himfelf; he reply *d with an Oath, 
" there's no Help for it, let us return a*- 
^^ gain, and try the Fortune of the Day ; 
^^ for here are fix Hundred as brave Fellows 
" as ever drew cold Iron.^' ^^ No, replied 
^^ the Chevalier^ it is needlefs, for my iaith- 
** fulleft Followers are almoft all cut to Pie-^ 
^^ ces ; Lochiel and Kepfoch^ (whofe Advice 
*^ would to God had been followed) are 
*' wounded, with many others. We are too 
*^ few to encounter the Ufurper's Forces, 
*^ who are in Poljeflion of our Cannon : And 
*' even if we ihould ret-urn, my Orders 
^* would ftill be counterafted as formerly; 
^' My Cafe is at prefent bad, but then it 
^' would be worfe. Would to God I had 
** lain in the Field, for there is now no more 
^* to be done/' Clunie upon this re-» 
turned with his Clan to Badenochy where 
they procured thf Favour of one Blair^ a 
Minifter, and moft of them took the Bene-* 
fit of the Duke's Proclamation to fubmit to 
Mercy ; and all who did ^o^ wer^ difiniflbcl 
peaceably to their own Habitations, And 
Jhere it will not perhaps be improper to in^ 
form my Reader of a Circumftance which not 
9 little contri^buted to ipduce that Clan to 
bear Arms for the Chpvalier and his Caufe. 

In the Year 1743 the Highland Regiment, 
at that Time commanded by Lord Semfky 
was reviewed at London by General Wade 
and feveral Officers of Diftindion, and went 
thro' the different Evolutions of the Military 

Exer^ 
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Exercife with an uncommon Alertnefs : But 
icarce is it over when about 105 of them der 
lerted, under Pretence that they were intend- 
ed to be lent abroad, contrary to one of the 
Articles agreed upon at levying of them, 
They alfo pretended that their Plaids vvantr 
cd a full Quarter of a Yard of the Meafure 
ftipulated. — No fboner are they gone, than 
immediately a Detachment of General Wade*^ 
Horle was difpatched after them, and came 
up with them in a Wood, where they had 
begun to fortify themfelves. Here they fur- 
rendered Prifoners to the Major of the Rcr 
giment, who ordered the principal Ringlead- 
lers^ viz. Samuel and Malcolm ATTherfon^ 
both Corporals, with Farquljar Shaw *, a 
Piper, to be manicled : And thus were they 
brought to London and fecured in the Tower. 
At their Trial the Charge of Dclertion wa^ 
ponfeffed, with all its aggravating Circum* 
itances, (which I was informed by their 
Friends, was whdly owing to the Affurancesf 
given them by a (jcntleman, hired by a Per*? 
Ion of. great Diftindion for that Purpole j) 
tnd fo they were condemned to be Ihot, which 
accordingly was executed about 6 o'Clocfc in 
the Morning of the 1 8th of May that Year^ 
The Clan Cattan being advifed of this Ajf- 
feir, and obferving that three of thefr Namc^ 
^ith whom f^ojl of tfiem were related ^ (for 

the 
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the Fli^hlan^ers gQncraWy trace Kindred asfaf 
back as 400 Years) fell a Sacrifice for theCrime, 
of which fcvcral Grants and Munro's were 
equally guilty j breathed nothing but Re- 
venge : But, as Fire hid under Afties, 
burns with greater Ardour when once theft 
are remov^ed, than that which is inftantly 
made to blaze, lb the Refentment of this Clan 
which they fmothered for a-while, on a fud- 
den broke out with a Violence which none 
but thofe who knew the Temper of theft 
People can imagine. This Circumftance the 
Reader may be aflured, together with the 
frequent Difcourfes of Lord Lovat^ that 
Xifc and Soul of the Rebellion, upon Pro- 
phecies and Dreams *, tended more to promote 
the Chevalier's Attempt, than every one is 
apt at firft to imagine : And fqre it is that had 
there been any Hopes of retrieving thcFortune 
of the Da5^,thefe Men would, from a Principle 
of Revenge, have marched back to the Field. 
But while the Clan Cattan are return- 
ing to Ruthvefiy thofe remaining with tlie 
Chevalier are confulting on Ways and 
Means to make the beft of their melancholy 
Situation. The grand Queftion is, how 
their Prince Ihall difpoft of himfelf. Sdme 
were for his continuing with his Troops, and 
fo^owing the Rout of the MTherfons ; while 
others moved that he Ihould confult with 
Lord Lovat^ and proceed no further with- 
out that Nobleman's Advice j but to xhk it 
• was

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was objefted by fomc that the Enemy hj 
betwixt them and the j^ird^ in which Plac^ 
the Scat of old Simony viz. Cafile^Dcnvniey 
then flood : This Obje^lion was fpeedily re- 
moved by feveral, who faid, that he (Lord 
Lovat) had lodged at the Houfe of Mr. 
Frafer of Gortlkh in Stratherricky fince the 
Time of his Efcape from Lord Loudon at /«- 
vernefs ; that he had caufed a Room to be 
boxed and fiirnilhed there for himfelf, and to 
it he was wont to repair in the Summer Time 
to drink the Goat- Whey. The Chevalier 
fully affuredof this, began his Journey with 
no Horfcmen about 6 6'Clock at Night, 
having direfted loo more to be at the lame 
Place by the Dawn of next Morning: About 
nine he arrived there himfelf, but inftead of 
finding Comfort from his aged Truftcc, his 
Ears were wounded upon his entring the 
Door with the loudeft and bittereft Com-- 
plaints J ** Chop off my Head, Chop off my 
" Head, the old Lord cryed out to the uri- 
f * happy Fugitive : My own Family, with 
*^^ all the great Clans are undone, and the 
" whole Blame will fall upon me. Oh I is 
*' there no Friend here to put an End to 
" my Life and Mifery/' He even called 6> 
fbme particular Perfbns by their NamesL 
whofe Friendftiip he knew was fincerc aiM 
inviolable towards him, bcfeeching them car- 
neftly to do this laft OflSlce and Favour tto 
him. This Requeft he firequcntly repeated 
while none could appeafe him, or ever ad- 
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vtntured to make him a Repljr. But at larf 
the Chevalier faid to him : *' No : No, My 
^' Lord, don't defpair: We have had two Days 
** of them, and wiU yet have another Day 
" about with them.'* Then he informed him 
of fever al Particulars of the Battle, and mag- 
nified the Bravery of the Frazers^ but re- 
flefted prodigioufly upon the Condud- of 
thofe who hindred his attacking the Rayalifts 
in the preceding Night, when they were no 
Way prepared to receive them. By fuch 
Difcourfts as thefe he endeavoured to footh 
inm, but all his Art was infufficient to rouze 
the drooping Spirits of that fubtle and un- 
fortunate Lord, who could not £> much 2fi 
be prevailed on at that Time to bear, or de- 
liberate upon any Propofal for mending the 
State of his Affairs. 

The Miftrcfs of the Houfe obfcrving 
jthat the Chevalier was fatigued for 
want of Sleep, and quite dilheartened by 
the Event of the Day, ordered a Hen to be 
roafled for his Supper, and a Bed to be pre- 
pared. When he had refrelhed himfclf with 
a Wing of the Fowl, he went to his Cham- 
kcr, and compofed himlclf to Reft; but 
iPlapt but little through the great Uneafi- 
Aie& and Anxiety of his Mind, which gradu- 
l^y ^rew upon him : And here tho' he might 
^ his^ve been abiblutcly iafe, at leaft for ibme 
Time^ becauie the Dragoons, much Icfs the 
st^oot, were not &&]:'d lx> withdraw fo ftr 
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as fourteen Miles from the Camp for fonifc 
Days, yet his Apprehenfions and Fears of 
felling into the Hands of thofe whom he 
^tid his Followers had fo much enraged, in- 
€reafing, he could not but determine to 
fiiift his Abode, with all convenient fpeed 
Being utiable to compofe bimfclf in Bed, he 
got up, and looking out of the Window faw 
feme of his Guards approaching the Houfc. 
Then putting on his Cloaths, he immediate- 
ly repaired to them^ and fainted them in a 
very affe^ing Manner, and brought in fome- 
ef his Officers to the Room where Lord 
Loroat was. No fooner are they come in^, 
than the Chevalier began; to talk fcrioufly* 
to his Lordfliip on the Subjed of their me-^ 
kncholy Situation, but all to no Purpofe^ 
That Nobleman would neither advife what 
Method to follow for his Prefervation, nor 
•dmit of any Propofal for his own, but con- 
duded in Words to this E^A, V)iz. **No£ 
. ^ No ! my Family * is ruin'd, my Childrm 
^* are expofed to the Rcfentnwrtt of the 
^ Government, from which I have nothing 
" to hope but the utmaft Severity. My 
^ Houfe is no longer to me a Sanduarjr, 
" I have nothing to truft to but the Hm- 
^ manity of the Duke of Cumberland^ {vf 
" whom his Lordjhip here fook occafion to 
^ fi*Sl /^'V^<^ "^CV ofwdfcme Things) And 
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" fincc I cart find no Friend who will do 
^^ me the Kindnefs to put an End to my 
*' Days, I will lie in the Way of my Ene- 
** mies, from whom I may poflibly receive 
*' more Favour than from you/' 

The young Chevalier and his Followers 
perceiving that the 9ld Man was not to be 
wrought upon, withdrew to refrefti them- 
felves with fuch Things as the Place afford- 
ed. The Chevalier eating a Wing of the 
Fowl that was drefs'd for him the Night 
before, put the remainder in his Pocket, 
and then difiniffed almoft all his Attendants, 
with a Ihort Speech at parting, which, after 
condoling them on their Misfortune and his 
own, he concluded in Words to this Effed. 
*' Now Gentlemen confult your own Safety, 
^' for I can no longer advance you any Pay. 
*' (here he was ready to bur ft into Tears) But 
^^ if you and I efcape, I (hall be fure to ufe 
*' my utmoft Endeavours Abroad to pro- 
^* cure you a Subfiftence fuitable to your 
*^ Merit in the Foreign Armies.'* 

The Servants who were with him before 
his Arrival in France heard him with a 
Ibrt of Pleafure, becaufe, though they were » 
grieved to fee their Mafter reduced to the 
ftate of a Fugitive, yet they had long wiih'd 
to be free from the Highlanders^ whofe 
Manners and Cuftoms they abhorr'd, and to 
whom they aduaUy bore the moft invinci- 
ble Hatred. Thefe inllantly repaired to In-' 

vernejs^ 
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vernefsy where they furrender'd themfclves 
. Prifoners to the Duke, who gave them 
V Paflports for returning Home. . But the 
Pain of being forced to abandon their Mafter^ 
which was lo much alleviated in the Mind* 
*» of the French^ who were weary of the 
Country, was the more grievoufly felt by the 
Chevalier's Highland Guards, whofe Safety 
depended in a great Mealure on his. They 
reflefted on his Words with the grcateft 
Sorrow, and were almoft diftrafted with 
Apprehenfions for themfelves, not knowing 
what to do, nor which way to turn their 
Faces. The fear of being taken up every 
Moment, and paying to publick Jufticc the 
JJebt which they had contraded, prclented 
itfclf to their View, in the moft terrifying 
Shape. However, as Neceifity has no 
Law, they at laft refolved to keep in a Body, 
and to repair to Strath Nairttj whence Ibme 
of them made Excurfions for Victuals, and 
taking on themfelves the Name of the 
Duke's Troops, committed upon fome of 
the Inhabitants, Cruelties of the worft fort. — 
From hence it may not be improper to ob- 
fcrve that the People who live in the low 
Countries oi Scotland^ entertain as great a 
Hatred towards the Highlanders^ as one can 
poflibly fuppofe the moft Hoftilc Nations 
capable of. How unfortunate then muft it 
be for an Adventurer whofe Aim is a Throne, 
to be obliged to advance towards it with 
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thofc who are held inAbhorrence and Detes- 
tation in the Places through Which he is to 
pafs. 

But, forlorn as the Hopes of his Follow- 
ers were, defperate as their Situation was, the* 
Chevalier himfelf was in no better. He was 
left with about feven Officers, and two Ser- 
vants, with his two favourites O. Sullivan 
and Sheridan^ * whofe utmoft Skill, Policy, 
and Experience, were now in the higheft 
Degree requifite towards the procuring their 
own Safety and that of their Matter, whofe 
bad Fortune they were now to fhare. 

No fooner had the Chevalier difmifled his 
Followers as above, than he, with the few 
Friends yet remaining with him, held a 
Confiiltation on the next Step that might be 
proper for them to take. It was above all 
Things refolved to keep at as great a Di- 
ftance as poJSible from the Enemy's Troops, 
but efpecially the Militia, fuch as th^M'Kays^ 
JMunroe'Sy &c. whofe Severity and Cruelty 
upon former Occafions fome began to relate 
and exaggerate. But as they had little Time 
to fpend in debating, Sullivan put an end to 
it by obferving that they ought to move 
further off, inftead of lofing one Moment by 
Confultations. He propofed to take the 
direft Road for Glengary \ urging that they 

* This Sheridan"^ Wife nurfed the old Cheif'alier^i fecond 
Son, for which he was Knighted. 
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might look upon it as certain that none of 
the Enemy had yet taken that Rout, or at 
leaft could not get there before them. Here- 
upon the whole Company took Horfe and 
away. On this Road the young Chevalier was 
prefented with the mortifying and melancholy 
View of feveral of his Followers defperatcly 
wounded, fpcnt with Fatigue, and unable to 
bear up under the load of their Mifery. Yet 
to none of them did he ever, at l?aft that I 
could hear of, proffer the Affiftance of his 
Horfe, either fingly, or to ride behind him, 
only in general, join'd with them in lament- 
ing their Misfortune. I fhould not have 
mentioned this particular, had not the con- 
trary been reported by feveral whofe Infor- 
mation I have the greateft Reafbn to believe 
was not fo good as mine. Indeed it would 
have been very weak in him to have quitted 
his Horfe, and thereby endangered his own 
Perfon, and all only for the Chance of pre- 
ferving a private Gentleman. Nor is it to be 
fuppofed that his Attendants would have 
fuffer'd him to have carried his Compaffion 
(the Sincerity and real Tendernels of which 
we have not the leaft Reafbn to call ia 
queftion) to fo extravagant a length. 

About Ten o'Clock in the Morning they 
arrived at the Caftle of Glengary^ which is 
beautifully fituated upon the fide of a Lake, 
whence an extenfive Profped of the adjacent 
Country prefents itfelf^ and which could not 
fiul of giving them timely Intelligence of any 
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Parties that might be advancing to beat up 
their Quarters. Mr. M* Donald the Proprie- 
tor (whofe fecond Son was kiird after the Bat- 
tle of Falkirk) had with all his Clan been 
in the Intcreft of the Chevalier^ whom toge- 
ther with his Attendants, he now received 
with great Humanity, yet not without dis- 
covering fome Apprehenfions of Danger. 
For already had he heard of the Adion the 
Day before, and with good Realbn feared 
that himfelf would feel the Confequence, 
tho' he had not actually been in open Arms, 
but on the contrary had flielter'd himfelf un- 
der the Proteftion of the Government : For 
now he dreaded that his fecret aiding of the 
Chevalier's Undertaking would be difcover'd 
by Means of the Prilbner^. However for 
the prefent he banilh'd his Fears, and was 
impatient to hear an accurate Account of 
the Battle, the relation he liad already heard 
being very conftifed and impcrfed: For 
thefe McDonalds are remarkable for a Mili- 
tary Genius, delighting in nothing more than 
in talking of warlike Atchievments. MeC- 
fieurs Sheridan and Sullivan informed Glen^ 
gary of the Particulars of the Aftion, and 
obierving by the various Alterations of his 
Looks that to learn how his Clan behaved 
w^as not the leaft part of his Curiofity, they 
artfully improved the Circumftance, and fo 
nicely . touched upon this Spring of the 
Laird's Paffions, by launching out on the 
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Valour and Intrepidity of his Regiment, 
that in an Inftant forgetting the Conftema- 
tion into which he had been thrown the 
Night before, he chearfully fet about pre- 
paring every Thing for the Accommodation 
of his Guefts, each in proportion to his Rank, 
and rather agreeable to an Occafion of Re- 
joicing than of the decpeft AfBidion; fo 
furprizing an Effed upon him, had the 
Prailes he heard beftowed on the boafted 
McDonalds ! For my part I cannot but ad- 
mire the quick Difcernment of thefe two 
Companions of the Chevalier\ Fortune, and 
how skillfully they wrought upon the 
Temper of their Hoft. Indeed had they fecn 
as much of Mr. M' Donald fome Years be- 
fore*, as the Author of this Narrative, they 
would have had little Difficulty in finding 
out his natural Temper, and peculiar Incli- 
nation to Feats of Arms. But thefe Gen- 
tlemen really were not apprized of his Cha- 

* Aboat nine Years ago as I was travelling through Glen* 
gary towards In<verne/s, I came to an Inn, where I found Mr. 
J^PDonaldf the LaiW, fencing with his own Servant, who 
' was very defirous to be rid of him ; but that Gentleman's Spi- 
rits were fo fet upon his Diverfion, that he cared for little 
elfe. Nor can this Chief ever be good Company, but when 
the Converfation turns upon this Exercife. Being always cu- 
rious in obferving the Genius -and Temper of the Highianders^ 
I took particular Notice of this Gentleman, and enquired of 
the Landlady who he was. She, who appeared to be a very 
fenfible Woman, ftemcd fomewhat afhamed of his Condu6t,' 
and 'twas not without a viiible Reluctance that ihe at laft faid, 
'* It is our Laird '^ 
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radcr ; and befides one cannot but fuppofc 
that his Genius was at that time not a little 
obfcur'd by a Senfe of the vaft Misfortune, 
and the great Danger which every Moment 
prefented to his View. 

The Chevalier being now fafe in Glenga^ 
ry^ had fome leifure to refled on the ruined 
Condition of his Forces ; and tho* he could 
not affift the unhappy remains of them with 
Money or any Thing elfe, yet ftill he dilco- 
vcr'd the deepeft Regard and Concern for 
them. He kept a Correfpondence with the 
feveral Corps who yet held together in con- 
fiderable Bodies, and had retired or were yet 
retiring to the moft promifing Places of 
Safety. 

The very Night of the Battle, Lochfel^ 
after having, got his Wound dreffed, and in 
fome meafure recruited his exhaufted Spirits, 
marched his Clan to the fide of a Hill, 
where he drew them up, and ordered the 
Bag-Pipes to play all Night fuch Tunes as 
he knew would fuit the Temper and prelent 
Circumftances of his Men. But the next' 
Morning obferving that no confiderable Force 
was likely to join him, and that he could 
not procure Subfiftancc for his Troops there, 
he took his Rout towards Lochabar^ fetch-^ 
ing a Compafs along thole Hills which di- 
vide that Country from Badenock^ and fb he 
arrived in two Days at GLengary^ where he 
found his unfortunate Matter, now ftill more 
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lenfibly touched with the many Objeds of 
Pity and Compaffion, whole Mifery was lb 
much, I had almofl: laid entirely, owing to 
him. He now law beforip him a new Scene 
of Grief, Lochiel was dangeroufly wounded 
in the Ankle, and unable to walk. Many 
of his own Men were in no better, Ibme in a 
worfe Condition. Loud and bitter Com- 
plaints, with deep and piercing Groans circu-r 
lated among them, not only on account of 
their own Wounds, and the complicated 
Diftrels they law themlelves involved in^ 
but for the lofs of their brave Officers and 
Comrades who had been kiird out-right. 
The whole was indeed a moving Scene, 
Nor could any Thing equal the Love of 
the Camerons for their Lochiel^ except that: 
of the McDonalds to their Keppock For 
when they obferved he was wounded in the 
very heat of the Battle, two of them laid 
hold of his Legs and a third fupported hi3 
Head, while the remainder furrounded him 
a3 a Guard j and thus they bore him out of 
^he Field, and over the fmall River Nairn. 

Thefe Things very much afFeded the 
Chevalier : But Glengary feem'd to take the 
greateftDelight in hearing of them, tho' hisSa- 
tisfadion would have been highly augmented, 
could fuch an Exploit be told of his own 
Family, as that of the McDonald's of Kep- 
pock\ For there is a prodigious and deep 
rooted Jealoufy among the Clans, efpecially 
the McDonalds and Camerons who feldcm 
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agree, but on the contrary, being Neigh 
bours, are the Rivals of each others Adions 
and with Envy look upon any Thing that 
may tend to the Advantage or Honour of 
thofe againft whom they have conceived an 
Hatred fcarcc to be crazed by the length 
or waitings of Time. 

After proper Refrefhments, fuch as Butter, 
Cheefe, Milk and Ulquebaugh, the feveral 
Officers with the Chevalier^ held a Council 
of War ; in which Ibme of them moved to 
let up a Standard nigh that Place and ifliic 
forth Orders for the Troops to repair to it. 
This Propofal was approved by fome, who 
eafily forelaw the Misfortunes that would 
attend them, provided they were taken, and 
doubtlefs it might have been unanimoufly 
agreed to, had not the Chevalier informed 
them that his Money was fpent, and that 
unlefs they thought themfelves able to 
attack the Royalifts in their Camp, they 
would be cut oflF from tbeir Subfiftance. 
This Argument was fupported by the t'wo 
Favourites who pointed out the Madnels 
and Polly of that Projeft, but ftill the better 
to engage their Conftancy to their Mafter, 
they footh'd them with large Promiles from 
France^ whence they expected both Men 
and Money for reviving their Caufe and 
altering the State of their Affairs. At laft it 
was agreed that the Camerons fliould keep 
together, and in the mean Time march for- 
ward 
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ward to Jchnacarriey Lochiel^s DweDlng- 
Houfe, which is within nine Miles of, and 
upon the high Road to, Fort-William*^ and 
thefc by patroling Parties and Scouts obferve 
the Motion of the Royalifts on that fide, 
while the Chevalier^ with thofe about him, 
were to take Care of what paft upon the 
Invernefs Quarter. 

The Camerons fet out for Achnacarrte^ 
fccured the beft of their Effeds in the Woods 
and Caves, and lived upon their Cattle in 
the moft plentiful Manner, not knowing how 
loon the regular Troops or Militia of the 
Royal Army might fnatch them out of their 
Hands. Mean while the Chevalier conti- 
nued with Mr. McDonald to wait for ibmc 
Account from his Officers and the Noblemen 
whom he had parted with three Nights before: 
Thefe were the Marquift of TuUibardiney 
the Duke of Perth^ Lord John Drummondy 
'LoxdsBalmerinOy Ogilvy^ Nairn and ^itjligo^ 
Lord GeorgeMurray^dXid Col. JohnRoy Steu-- 
arty Captain Hunter of ^umjide^ and about 
Soo Men of the Angus and At ho I Battalions, 
who with fome few others had repaired toCor^- 
ryburghy which is an Inn about 6 Miles from 
Invernefs. But before their Departure they 
had agreed with the Chevalier at any Event, 
to let each other know of the State of their 
Affairs. Happy was it for the Marquils of 
^ullibardine that his Clothes and Baggage, 
thro' the Care of his Servant were fccured, 
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but unhappily for fbmc others, they had loft 
the whole. Here they continued till about 
1 1 o'clock the next Day, when they were 
joined by Lord ElchOy (who had gone up to 
the Caftle of Moy^ which belongs to the 
Laird of MIntojh) Lord Lewis Gordon and 
fl few of their Attendants : And now they 
all, upon an Alarm that the Dragoons were 
advancing toward them, mounted on Horfe- 
back and purfued the Patent Road^ v'tz. 
General Wade's^ to Ruthven ; but when at 
jiggmore^ which is an Inn about 8 Miles 
from the Place they intended, Lord Balme^ 
Ttno broke off and continued there a little 
longer than the Company had done : Here 
he met with the Marquils of Tullibardine^s 
Valet de Chambre, with whom he drank a 
ftill Engltjh Pint of French Brandy, fay- 
ing, " Come Fleming (the Man's Name) 
** here is the Duke your Matter's Health. 
" I adually will furrendcr to the Enemy, 
^^ for to what Purpofe ftiould one be always 
" in Terror of his Life/' After regaling 
himfelf for fomc Time with Mr. Flemings 
he rode directly to Strathfpey^ and delivered 
himfelf up, if I remember right, to Captain 
Grant of Bandallacb^ who brought him to 
Invernefs^ where he was immediately con- 
lined, and afterwards ftipped off for Z^»- 
don^ where he met his Fate : But the Cir- 
cumftances of his unhappy Exit are lb uni- 
verfally known, that I dare fay the Reader 

will 
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will readily excule my laying any Thing 
further on that Head. 

In the mean Time the other Noblemen 
who had retired to Ruthven^ held frequent 
Counfels ; but the defperate State of their 
Affairs now obvious to every Perfon, hin- 
dered their adventuring upon any Enterprise 
for retrieving them. The only Refult of 
their Deliberations was, that every one Ihould 
fliift for himfelf Hereupon the Lords £/- 
chOy Ogilvy and VitjUgo^ rode down towards 
Braemar^ where they concealed themfelves 
for Ibme Time till an Opportunity of a Ship, 
procured by a Lady of Quality, prefented 
itfelf, when they went on board, and land- 
ed in Norway. Mean while Tulltbardine 
took the contrary Rout, inz. that of Dum-^ 
bartonjbire^ and furrendered himfelf Prifo- 
ner to Mr. Buchannan of Drummachil^ by 
whom he was delivered up to the Govern- 
ment, put on board the Ekham Man of 
War, aind carried to London ; where, after 
Ibme fhort Confinement, he died in the 
Tower. Verth^ Lord John Drummond and 
Lord Naim^ with fome few more, fet out 
in Queft of the Chevalier^ who was now 
more than ever difheartened by the Lofs of 
the Battle and the bad Accounts that were 
daily brought him of his unfortunate Fol- 
lowers, 

Jufl before their Arrival at Glengary^ 
which was the aoth oi Jfril^ the Chevalier 

was 
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was told of the Earl of Cromarty s Misfor- 
tune, and that he was brought in Priloner 
to Invernefs. The Raflinefs and Ill-Condud 
of that Nobleman in Sutherland^ muft fit 
io heavy upon him and fo naturally tend to 
render him mean and defpicable in the 
World, that I do not chufe to enlarge on 
the Subject. But I may further obferve 
that never Man appeared more infatuated 
than he. For when in an Enemy's Coun- 
try, in which he was furrounded by the 4?^- 
therland Militia on all Sides, he inconfide- 
rately fent off the Body of his Party, and 
remained for fome Time drinking and dan- 
cing with Lady Sutherland *, and a few 
Gentlemen and Servants : After which he 
fet out as if no Danger was near ; but was 
quickly liirpriz'd ; and being leparated from 
his Corps, both he and his few Attendants 
were eafily made Prifoners. 

As the Account given the Chevalier of 
this Matter made the Difafler appear much

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worfe * than it really was, fb his Grief was 
fo heightened that on the coming in of the 
Noblemen above-mentioned, he was found 
almoft fpeechlefs, and his Spirits in a Man- 
ner exhaufted: But by Cordials, and the 
like, he was revived. When come to him- 
felf he told them that he was always cf^ "^me- 
ly glad to fee them ; but at the fkJe' Time 
wifli'd that he had' fallen in the Field, rather 
than live to be a Witnefs of thofc Miferics 
which he had been fb inftrumcntal in 
bringing upon them. He then informed them 
of the Misfortune which Cromarty had met 
with. But the Duke of Terth and Lord 
John Drummond feemed not fo much afiec^ 
ted with it, for they well knew that the 
Handful of Men which that rafti and impru- 
dent Lord had got together, were almoft the 
very Refufe of the Highland Counties* 
However they expreft much Regret that he 
fliould have fallen into the Hands of his E- 
nemies. They then refrefhed themfelves with 
the Viduals which Mr. M Donald had pre- 
pared for them, and took fome Repofe, of 
which they had Need enough, after the Fa- 
tigue they had undergone. 

When they arofe, a Confultation was held 
on this important tho' difficult Queftion, 

♦ He thought BarifdaJe with his Regiment^ which was a 
good one, and GUngyle with his, had fliared the fame Fate ; 
but it was (bme Comfort to him^ when he heard that only 
Cnmarty wab furpnz'd. 
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^/^. What was proper to be done in the 
prefent Emergency ? Sullivan informed them 
of the Agreement with Lochiel^ which they 
highly approved of, and declared they came 
there upon no other Motive than to fliare 
the good or bad Fortune of their Prince ; 
and 9*^oeared very thankful that they were 
at L^^ '\^ while Kilmarnock and Balmeri- 
nOj the 'ilifatuated Cromarty and his Son, 
with many others, were clofely confin'd, and 
at the Mercy of that Goyernment, they had 
io much incenfcd. 

The Chevalier having informed thefe No- 
blemen of all the particulars that had come 
to his Knowledge, and of what Relblutions 
he had taken, enquired after feveral other 
Lords and Chiefi, concerning whom they 
gave him the moft fatisfadory Account they 
could ; and when fpeaking of Elchoy Tit'^ 
figo and Ogtlvy^ they told him as I have 
narrated above. " But what is come of the 
*^ private Men," faith he ; they are fcatter- 
cd, replies Terthy but I prefume the great- 
etl Part are gone into Strathfpey with John 
Roy Steuart j where it is not doubted but 
they will be very kindly received by the 
CrantSy who were far from being Enemies 
to us : Terth*s Conjefture was juft ; for the 
People of Strathfpey were very obliging to 
them ; and in Time of their Diftrefs proved 
a real and fiibftantial Support, but ftill in 
fuch a Manner as to give no Umbrage to 
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the Government : For as the Fugitives had 
confiderable Sums of Money, fuch Perfbns 
were not to be thrown off. Their Method 
was this, one of their Company who was 
beft acquainted with the Proprietor of a 
Farm, would fecretly bargain with him for 
a Difti of Viduals to be prepared at a cer- 
tain Hour. Accordingly at 6 o'Clock a Pot 
containing much more than might reafonably 
be expeded to ferve a fingle Family, was 
let on the Fire full of Water and Barley, or 
Herbs, with a large Piece of Beef or Mut- 
ton in it, in order to make Broth, (which is 
much efteemed by moft of the People of 
Scotland) This being ready, towards nine 
or ten at Night, thofe for whom it was 
cooked up, would, upon a Signal given by 
their Truftee, repair from their Huts or 
Holes, and enter the Houfe by a Window 
left open for that Purpofe, which not being 
very high, was eafily effeded, while the 
whole People in the Houfe were afleep, (or 
fuppofed to be fo) They would fit down to 
their Viftuals, and afterwards retire to their 
feveral Hiding Places, where Beds, viz. 
Straw and Heath, with Bed-clothes, were ac- 
cording to Agreement fecretly prepared ; 
and not only did they thus fubfift and fcreen 
the Fugitives (while the Money lafted, 
which Lord John Drummond had dis- 
tributed among them) in the private Way I 
have defcribcd, but adually furniihed John 
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Roy Steuart with a ten Scots Pint * Barrel of 
Ujquebaugh (the Liquor generally ufed in 
the Higlotands and Illands of Scotland) up- 
on the jTenth of JunCy to drink the Health 
of that Day. 

And now as I mention this Man, concern- 
ing whom fo much has been written, and fo 
many Errors propagated ; I (hall give a fliort 
but faithful Narrative of him, fo that my 
Reader may be both informed and amuled. 

John Steuarty commonly called Roy^ 
which fignifies red, from the Colour of his 
Hair, was born in Strath Spey in the Parifh 
of Abernetloyy of creditable Parents, who-- 
had a competent Subfiftance to appear gen- 
teelly in that part of the World. When but 
a Boy he gave Inftances of the moft enter- 
prizing Genius, difcovering a Temper void 
of Fear and capable of any Thing, and 
which increafed with his Years. After re- 
ceiving a fmall Portion of Education at /»- 
vernefsy he began to look about him, and 
dcfiberate upon, the Way of Life he Ihould 
afterward purfue : A mechanical Employment 
was below his Turn of Mind, as well as 
the Dignity of his Family, though ftript of 
the common Neceffaries of Life, (fuch is the 
Infatuation of the Highlanders ) and to be a 
Gentleman was not in his Power ; and there- 
fore he was nothing : Yet the Misfortune 

• That is Twenty Englijh Qaarts, Winchefitr Mcaforc. 
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was, that he mull live like one of his high 
Birth ; but how to do this was the Queftion. 
At laft he contrived a Way of raifinghimfelf 
to a Figure in the World j he got together 
a dozen of Defperadoes iiich as himielf, but 
neither fo flrong or agile^ over whom he ap- 
pointed himlelf Captain. With thefe he in- 
&fied the high Ways, and piUaged ibme 
Cattle 9 but happily for him, within a ftiort 
Time, an Affair happened which at once put 
an end to his Scheme. One Day the prelent 
iiord £racOy who is married to the Laird o£^ 
Grant's Sifter, came to pay his Brother-in- 
Law a Vifit j Steuart getting Intelligence of 
it, immediately conduced his Men to a nar^ 
row Paflage nigh the entrance of a Wood, 
to intercept that Nobleman as he jmfled. 
This coming to the Knowledge of the Laird 
of Gr^«/, he caufed a younger Brother, toafl 
iemble an hundred Men of his Name, and with 
thefc conveyed his Brother-in-Law out of his 
Jurifdidion; fcarcewere they con veened, when 
Koy Steuart had an Account of it by a trufty 
t^riend, with whom he kept a Correfpon- 
dence at Cajile Granty and obferving that 
Projeds were not fo loon executed as they 
were contrived, he withdrew from his Paft 
and difcharged his Corps. And now he 
bethought himielf of entering into the 
Army, hoping by Gr^«/'s Intereft to be 
preferred ; accordingly he inlifted into the 
Regiment of the Scot's GreySy where by the 
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Interceffion of his Patron he became Quarter 
Mafter, and perhaps might ftill have been 
further advanced, had not his Genius, which 
was equal to the moft difficult, and I may 
add, Villainous Enterprize, ftill biafs'd him 
to a Conduft which could not but give the 
World a bad Opinion of him. A fellow SoU 
diet of his Regiment cpming to him one Day, 
told him that he had engaged to fight a Due) 
with one who had given him an Af&ont, 
and defired that Roy would be his Second ; 
^' O yes ! replys Steuarty I love fomc 
*^ Times to take a Dance at the fmall Sword, 
" for it will render my Heels nimble, and 
^ now they fcem to be clo^g'd." He 
never had feen the Perfbn who difbbliged 
his Acquaintance ; yet they let out for 
the Place appointed,but inftead of meeting the 
Enemy, they heard the mortifying ^ews^ 
that he was gone over to Ireland. Upon 
this, the principal in the Quarrel, mov^d tb 
return. ^' No, no, fays Steuarty our Work 
^* is not done;'* "We haveaded as becouies 
^^ us, reply'd the other ;'" ^ No, not wc> 
" anfwer'd Roy^ while the Fellow is aliv< : 
*^ give me two Guineas/ and I fhall crofi the 
*^ Water and put a Pair of Balls through 
*^ him/' But this generous offer vras de- 
clined. 

, In (hort, this Roy Steuart was ever ready 
to aflift in the moft diftionourable Things, 
fuch as ftealing * away young Gentlewomeit, 
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' in order to join them in Marriage with Pco'* 
pie far below their Rank, and then would 
offer Satisfadion .at the Sword to thcit 
i^'riends, if they complained of fuch Treat* 
ment. At laft, having had a very adivc 
Hand, in marrying the Earl of Murray* % 
Brother to one Mi(s Barber in Invernefs^ 
he was rewarded with the lofiof his Poft, 
and fent to Goal into the Bargain. Howe* 
ver, by the Affiftance of Ibme Pcrfons in 
Power at InvernefSy he was enabled to mafcf 
his Eicape, after which he let out for London^ 
where he IJecretly inlifted fbme Men for the 
/Service of the French King ; but finding 
himfelf in danger of being difcovered, he 
made all poflible haflc out of the Britijh 
Dominions, and went ostx xo Rome \ where 
he found the Means of being introduced to 
the Chevalier de St. George^ and his Sons ; 
to whom he magnified the l^ifaffedion of ail 
Hanks in England and Scotland^ to the pre- 
lent Efiabliihment ; prais'd and extoU'd the 
Bravery of the Highlanders to the Skies, 
and even affured them of the Throne j th© 
old Chevalier^ though ever fond of the 
Crown^ received this Information with great 
Indifference, and behaved with much oiorf 
Coldneis towards Royy than his Son, who 
had already formed that Scheme which he 
ftfterwands itt upon executing, to the Smart 
of thefe Nations ; for be had refblved on the 
Attempt, ever fince DelH Catlos was con- 

D 2 du&ed 
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dfuftcd by the Eritijh Fleet into the King^ 
dom of Naples. * 

'Tis imagined by fomc, and that upon 
very good Grounds, that R(^ Steuart had 
Letters from Lord Lovat^ Lochiel^ Keppochy 
and Sir Alexander MDmaldy to the uourt 
of St. Albano j for about the latter end of 
the Year 1735, he returned to Scotland mth 
Letters to fcveral of the Chieftains and in- 
formed them viva voce^ of his Reception at 
Court : But here having play'd one of his 
eld Pranks, he was taken up, and fecured in 
the Prifon of InvemefSy where he found 
Bieans to break, and fled over the Nefs to 
Cajile Downhy Lord Lovat's Refidence in the 
Aird ; where he was kindly entertained that 
very Night, and Ihelter'd for fbme Time, 
though the crafty Simon being told of hit 
Efcape, iffued forth Orders^ as Sheriff Princi- 
pal of the Shire, to ftarch for him and take 
him dead or alive. When a convenient Oppor- 
tunity bccur*d, he left the Kingdom, carry- 
ing with him Anfwers to the feveral Letters 
which he had before brought : Soon after he 
entered into the Service of the French King, ' 
iand by Means of the Pretender, he was 
made Captain of the Grenadiers in Lord 
John- Drttmmon^^ Regiment ; in which,

fut ifot; hayiog fidlfn over board into the Sea, he was heard 
to foy, <* No matter* I am to go to OU ^nglaadi^ which i» 
^* able to proctrtf atcttcft'* 

^ ^ ' Station 
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Station he pcHSjtinuecl till the Rebellion wat 
juft ready to break out, when he took the 
Opportunity of a Ship going from Holland 
to Leithy to ireturn into Scotland:^ where 
Unding about the beginning of JunCy he- 
went to Lochabdr^ and there prepared the 
Minds of the Highlanders to receive the 
young Chevatier^ who was foon to appear 
among them. 

No Iboner is the C!h€valier landed in 
Ardnamurchan^ than Roy Steuart repaired 
to welcome him, and had a Colonel's Com* 
mifEon icfc hk Fains, and levied his Regi^ 
Qient as they advanced. In this Station he 
<»ntinued till the whole Projcd was dafli'd . 
in Pieces, and was moft adive in the va- 
rious Scenes ; for his Sword was generally 
broke at every Battle, and the ftreaming^ 
Gore denounced the Share he had in the 
Aftion of the Day. His Attempts upon 
Keith J and againft the Duke's Life, are well 
known* His Zeal for his Party was like- 
wife manifefted, upon bis hearing of a young 
Man who was employ'd by the Duke of 
Cumberland as a Spy. For Steuart imme- 
diately fet a Reward of Twenty-Pounds 
upon his Head. Many other Things might 
be iaid of him, but thefe may fuffice : 
However, before I tafce my final farewell of 
him, it will not be improper to obferve, 
that much of the Clamour againfl: Lord 
Qfor^e Mi^rr^^ for thp lofs of the Battle of 

P 3 Culloden^ 
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Cullodeny was owing to this Defperadoc. 
That Nobleman and he having had fome 
Words on the Morning of that Day, Steuart ' 
was threaten*!! to be put under an Arreft, 
which he faid he de(pis'd, and that he only 
would fubmit to his Prince but not to him. 
The Chevalier wzs apply 'd to, but he de- 
fired them to defer the Matter till afterwards ; 
" For now, faid he, there is no Time to 
^^ decide Controverfies, fince the Enemy is 
" fo near/' At the Council of War held 
that Morning, Steuarfs Opinion was, that 
the J'r^^r^ Picquets ftiould be drawn up 
within the Park, that was to the Right of 
their Army, the Wall of which the Dra- 
goons and Argylefhire Highlanders broke 
down to Attack the Chevalier's Troops in 
Flank; but as his Advice was not fol- 
lowed, he improved fo far upon the Difafter 
that befell them from that Quarter, as every 
where to publifh the Treachery of Lord 
G—ge M—y^ which true or falle, I am far 
from taking upon me to determine. It may 
however be obfcrved, that Lord G^^ge 
would expeft little or nothing from the Cheva^ 
liery although he Ihould fucceed, for the Mar- 
quifi of Tnllibardine was his elder Brother, 
Jind lo muft fucceed to the Athol Eftate. 
In my Opinion therefore he muft have been 
a lofer by the Chevalier's Succefi, he betrig 
Heir Apparent to the Duke of j4tholy who 
having no Male Iflue^ intended bis Daughter, - 

as

^ was generally belie ^red, for Ixyrd George^^ 
Son, who, by this Means, would becom? 
Duke oiAthol^ and, perhaps, King xwMantu 
Thus far have I made a Digreflion, and 
now refiime the Thread of my Narrative. 
. The Noblemen and Gentlemen formerly 
named, who had repaired to the Chevalier 
at Qlengary Caftle^ being Eye Witnefles of 
his melancholy Situation, endeavoured as 
much as poflible to foften the Rigour of his 
bad Fortune, by preparing Methods for 
changing the Face of his Affairs. A Projed 
was laid down for continuing with the Clans 
in the Hills, until a faithfol Meflenger could 
arrive at the Court of Verfailles^ and lay 
down the State and Condition of his Army 
to the French Miniftry. This in all Likely- 
hood would have been agreed to, but Want, 
of Money for prefent Suftenance was an in- 
furmountable Objeftion to all their Propo- 
lis. Mean while the ieveral Corps, and all 
the Stragglers who had been concealed in 
Thickets and othcrwifc, till an Opportunity 
prefented of efcaping, heightened their Lo% 
and at the Expence of Truth, magni- 
fied tte Severity of the King's Army be- 
yond all the Bounds of Moderation. Tho' 
perhaps never was lefs Cruelty fhewn upon 
fuch an Occalton ♦^ The Chevalier was 

touched 

. *. In the- Year 1679, when tlie Duke of Maff mouth was* 
fcm 4bwn by King CbarUs II. to quell the InfurrefUon at 

BQtb* 
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touched with their Narrations of thcfe Things 
and ufually laid, "I am forry to have brought 
*' any fuch Hardfhips upon thefe poor Peo- 
*^ pie ; and the beft Way to prevent the like 
^* for the future, is to give over all further 
^^ Attempts ; for ©ur Caufe is now delpe- 
*^ I'ate, and would to God I had died in the 
*^ Field." The daily Accounts of the Sur- 
render of his Troops, with the mortifying 
News that Numbers were found dead, upoi^ 
the Hills and among the VallieSj of the 
Wounds they had received, almoft involved 
him in Defpair, and perhaps had even gone 
near to diftrad him, had not Terth and the 
other Noblemen relieved his Spirits and pror 
pofed an Hunting Match ; for Kiy they, " by 
*' this Means, we may better elcape the 
^^ Search of the Troops, if advancing to- 
^^ wards usj or perhaps they may paS by 
^^ us, as Gentleijien only taking their Diver- 
^* fion/' Their Advice was followed, and 
{6 they continued till the a3d, that certain 
intelligence was brought of the March of 
iifeneral Camfbell with a great Number of 
tht j4rgylejhire Militia from Invern^fs. No 
tboner was this News confirmed, than he and 

tothfwell BriJge, while the People were defiring nothing but 
to worfhip Gc^ ip their own \yay» pn Hills pr Mountains, 
i|rithout Moleiiation, or being murdered by the Dragoons* 
he not only refafed to hear of a Submiflion in the Momine 
before the A£lion -, but his Troops exercifed the moft horrid 
^Barbarities*, many Women lying dead upon the Field, with 
the Children leaping in their Womb. 

the 
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the Chevalier^ with the Chiefs formerly na* 
med , the two Irijh Favourites, and about 
40 Men, let out for Achnacarrie^ where Lkh 
chtel was with his Brother Dodor Cameron^ 
whole Patient he then was for the Cure of 
his Wounds. 

Scarce are they within Sight of the Place, 
when immediately the Camerons miftaking 
them for their Enemies, put themlelves in a 
Pofture of Defence, for there were about 
400 of them at that Time about the Houfc, 
waiting the Fate of their beloved Chieftain. 
But finding their Miftake, they inftantly 
put up their Swords, and with Joy received 
the Chevalier and his Company ; and inftant- 
ly brought them into LochieP% Apartment ; 
who, no fooner faw them than he, gueffing 
the Truth, haftily demanded of the Cheva* 
lier^ which Body of the Enemy was com- 
ing upon them ? " The Campbells^* replied 
he, ** and by this Time I believe they arc 
" at Glengary^ for they let out Yeflcrday 
^ from Inverness:* " I thought fo, anfwered 
Lochiely " for thole Men would furcly not 
^^ be the laft to the ruining of us % as they

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^' have done by many other brave and loyil 
^' Clans :*' And with that he utter'd Exprrf- 
fions, which the Rancour of his Wound for- 
ced from him^ in Spite of his natural Polite- 
oefs. The Chevalier was for inftantly de- 
parting, had not Mr. Cameron and others 
difiuaded him from it, by aOTuring him that 
the Cambpells would take a particular Caro 
to defolate the Places thro' which they were 
to pals. " Confider, fays he, that Strath-- 
" errick and Glengary lie between them anc^ 
" me, and thefe to be liire they will fift 
^ 'ere they come to this Place.'' His Con- 
jc^re was fo fer juft, for tho' thefe Gentle-^ 
men behav'd with great Humanity in the 
^Places thro' which they failed, yet they 
fcithfiiUy fearched Stratherrick for Lord Lo^ 
vaty who had gone off about two Hours af. 
ter the Departure of the Chevalier^ and gave 
a Chart Blanche^ or full Gommillion to his 
Servants to condud him wherever they plea- 
jfed^ only to avoid the Rout of the Che^a^ 
tier ; tho' indeed he need not have been at 
any Lofe where to go : For as his Houfe is 
almoft in the Center of the Hi^hlands^ there 
was not a Man worth lo/. Sterling among 
the Clans but whom he knew, and had con- 
Ycrfed with for upwards of fixty-fix Years. 
His ulual Way of treating them was this : 
If any of their Leaders * were in Company

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ivith him, he would be furc to magnify the*

ed, and ercn inftance fbme particular Ex-» 
ploits of the Family which they rcprefented. 
He would work them up to a Belief of 
Improbabilities, by interpreting Prophccie* 

, and Dreams ; yea he had in a Manner the 
Key of thero, and knew the critical Juik:- 
ture when to touch nipon the ie veral Springjr 
of their Genius : He would fbmetimes talk 
of their Brdls with one another, and all the 
Heroic Adicms which happened between^ 
them. And as he obfery^ thefr Heat in' 
warmly vindicating thaCe of tbetr Name, he 

'would lb dextroufly introduce a Story ta 
£x)th their Paffions, give Vigour to their 
Refblution, and inflame their Inclinations ta 
Arms, as to obtain their Admiration and 
make them Brave; if he met with oii^ 
whole CircunJkances were lower by a fifth 
or tenth Fart, he would ask his Name, and 
defire to know who was hi» Father, of 
whole Acquaintance in bis latter Dety^ ^ 
pretended to be ignorant, or at leaft to have- 
forgot, but genemlly faid, ^ I believe I 
^' knew your Grandfather very weH, and a 
*' wOTthy h^xieft Man he was, well did it fet 
^^ him to wear a belted Plaid and a broad 
*' Sword ; there are but few like him novt 
*^ a Days; you re&ntbk him very much, 
** but not quite fb brawny/' And then he 
icldom failed ;to introduce a Sentence ox two 

in 
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m the Highland Language, defbribing his 
Valour and Intrepidity upon the feveral 
Fields of Killicranky and O^omdaley againft 
King fFilliam's Forces ; or even trace him 
up to die Days of Montrofe^ when fights- 
kig againft the Covenanters. If he met 
wi^ a Beggar, he would talk with him 
alio, and as he kept a long Purfe full of 
Six-pences, he diunjll him with one oi 
them ; lb by thefe and the like Iniinuations,. 
he wc^ld almofi fire the Man into an un- 
quenchable Thirft after War. He then 
would give a detail of his Genealogy for. 
ten Generations backward ; ihpw his Con^ 
nedion with his Chieftain, and the other 
Families of his Name ; point out their Relai- 
tion with the Neighbouring Clans, and at 
lafi demonfirate how near he was ally'd to 
bimfelf : By this cherifliing and fomenting 
their natural Difpofition to Tumults and In- 
iurredi<HiS9 he promoted the RebeUion, and 
procured the profbundeft Refped, Venera* 
tion and Efieem of all the Highlanders ^ who 
look'd upon him as an Oracle, and only 
wanted an Opportunity of entert^imng him 
in their Houtes. 

His Servants conduded him for ibm? 
Time through the Country of Moidart^ 
Knoidart apd Ardndnmrchan:^ but at laft 
being put into the Trunk of an hollow Tree, 
which flood in the midft of a Lake, he was, 
through Information of a JBpy, difcoYere4. 

to 
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fo a Party of the Argylejhtre Militia, who 
went to the Place where they were direded, 
and found him fitting with a Pair of Blankets 
about him. He was inffantly conduced on 
board one of the King's Ships by a Lieutenant, 
and there fecured till Orders were fent to 
bring him up by Land, as the Sea would 
not agree with him. He was delivered over 
to a Party of Lord Mark Ker^s Dragoons^ 
who efcorted him to Edinburgh^ upon the 
ioth of July^ and from thence to London^ 
where his Fate is io well known, that I 
jhall not enlarge upon it, but return to the 
Efcape of the.young Chevalier. 

The Arguments of Lochiel having pre- 
vailed upon the unfortunate Adventurer, 
he fat down and had an handfome Dinner 
prepared, with plenty of Wines and other 
Liquors, which thefe Highlanders drink at a 
prodigious cheap Rate ; yea in a manner for 
the fame Price as at Boulogne ; abflrading 
from the Freight, which is rendered very 
eafy to them, as they are brought home in 
the Veflels, which they fend to France with 
their Cattle, which they flaughter and bar- 
rel up ; for as there are no Officers of Excifc 
in thefe Parts, except at ForUjViUiam^ 
where there is a Garrifbn, and that the 
Coaft is generally deep, 'tis almoft incredible 
what Quantities of Liquor are run in upon 
the Creeks; yea fbmetimes landed in the 
open Shore, ia the mofi publick Maaner. 
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It was here the young Chevalier pafled 
.the firll cool Moments, iince his irretrievable 
JDifafter ; and, being with thofe he could 
Crufl:, began calmly to deliberate on what 
was proper to be done. He was now much 
encouraged and affified by the Advice of a 
Gentleman of unqueftionable Zeal and Gi* 
pacity. This was Lochiely who, however 
miftaken in his political Principles, was yet 
a Man of ftrid Honour, and inviolably faith«> 
iul to his Caufe. Some were for fighting the 
Campbells as they advanced, butx)thers more 
coolly withftood the Propofal, for, fay they, 
" it will but enrage the Enemy the more:: 
i^ Befides, laya one, this ib birt the Way to 
^^ weaken' ourfclves, and furnifii the Camp^ 
^^ bells with the ftronger Pretenfions for ob* 
^ taining our Poffeffions, as a Reward for 
*' their Merit and Services/' The laft Opinion 
prevailed, they ended their Confultations 
with a full Reiolution to skulk about in a 
Body for fome Time, and wait the Succours 
that were expected from France. But, faid 
Lochiel^ >' finee the Enemy is fo very near 
^^ us, let us live as well as poffible in the 
^ mean Time *, leaft thofe come to take up 
t' our Goods, who will give us little or no 
^^ Thanks for them« Mean while my Clan 
^ may be driving their Cattle to the iecureft 

* Accordingly they feafted oa Beef, Mutton and Veniibn^ 
in the greateft Plenty ; vail Numbers ,of Cows, 3heep and 
Deer; beiifg killed evtiy Day. ' ,* 

" Places 
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** Places, and my Servjints concealing my 
<* moft valuable Effeds/' His Advice and 
Orders were foUow'd, the Camerons having 
jot a confiderable Quantity of Provifions 
tor prclcnt Subfiftance, fet about driving 
their Cattle, which is the great Stock ia 
thefe Parts, to fuch Places of Retreat as they 
judged moft fafe ; and afterwards went down 
to Morvahj where they gathered into a 
Body as the Chieftain had direded. In the 
mean Time his Domcfticfcs are buryine tiis 
Silver Plate, and other valuable Houmold 
Furniture, in the Hollows and Dens which 
furrounded his Houfc. The Viftuals which 
they carried off proved o(F the greateft Ser- 
vice, but the others were intirely and irre- 
coverably loft : For Ibmc Time after a De- 
tachment of Brigadier Houghton^s Regiment, 
coming to Achnacarricy which is at any 
Time but a bare Place, they found it now 
almoft defolate ; the Chieftain's Dwelling- 
Houfe being burnt to the Ground, and nof 
ib much as a fingle Perfon as to be feeii 
Tjear it. However, they let about fearching 
for hidden Treafures ; not doubting but fome-i 
thing valuable might be found : But in all 
Probability they would have mified theijr 
Aim, had not the Gardener, who was in thd 
Secret, been fb anxious for the Prefervatidn 
of his Mafter's Effeds, as to skulk about 
the Place till difcover'd by the Soldiers j whij 
getting him within the Reach of theii* Guns, 

obliged 
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Gibliged him to bring to, feized and eicamiricdt 
him. After informing them who he was^ 
they enquired of him what was become of 
his Matter's Moveables ; to which he pre- 
tending Ignorance, they immediately fixed 
two Halberts in the Ground, tyed him to 
them, ftrip^d him and employed two Drum- 
mers with Rods to laih him on the Back^ 
till the Smartnefs of the Pain he was in, pre-^ 
vailed upon him to difolofe thewhole, and con* 
duded them to the Places of Concealment, 
where they made feizure of every Thing j 
which done, they difinifled the Man, that 
he might go and inform his Mailer of 
what he had feen and felt. Which how- 
ever he could not accomplifli j for before he 
could find him, Lochiel was gone toward 
Loch'Koua^ where the French Men of Wat 
were come : But more of this hereafter. 

This Chief following the Fate of the 
Chevalier^ fet out with him from Achnacarrie^ 
upon the approach of the Campbells. In four 
Hour's Time they arrived upon the Green of 
Kepfoch^ with their whole Retinue. Here 
the Chevalier^ who put up in Keppoch*s 
Houle, was lenfibly toudb'd with the change 
of his Fortune : He, that fome few Months 
ago, appeared in that Place with the 
M Donalds of Glengary^ and Clanranald^ 
the CameronSy 5Cc. big with the Hopes of 
a Crown, againft which his Imagkatioa 
(ccmcd to ftart no Difficulty, ik>vy few him- 

felf 
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l^lf reduced to the Neceffity of flyirig to that 
Place as a Fugitive, incapable of fuflaining 
the Dignity and Name he had aifumed; arid 
.moreover, he had the further Mortification 
of hearing the Cries and Groans of a dilcon- 
ibhte Widow^ and fix Fatherlels Children; 
for KeppQch was dead of the Wounds he had 
icceived upon the Field of Culloden^ and his 
Clan, which had greatly fuffered in the En- 
gagement, were but juft returned from the 
Funeral of their beloved Mafter; who was 
kk every Refped a compleat and well be- 
haved Gentleman, worthy of a better Fate; 
and the more to be pitied, as he died fight- 
ing againft a Conilitution, to which by his 
French Education he was an abfolutc 
Stranger, and which by the Situation of his 
Refidence, he had little or nothing to do 
with : The Cries and Groans of his Houfe- 
hold, the mournful Sighs of his Clan^ and 
the dreadful Profped of the future Calamities 
that befell them, firom the Regular Forces 
► ftnd thfe Militia, but particularly the Mun^ 
r9e% funk the whole of the Cbevalier^s 
Retinue^ and melted them into Teirs : Till 
Lochiel and the two Favourites interpofed, 
and urg'd that the indulging Grief to fuch a 
,-.J5cgree, in the Day of Adverfity^ \^as un- 
^becoming a reaibtiable Man, and below the 
TcHbcr of a Chriftian, « We muft aft and 
** nc«r mourn," faid the Chevalier^ and 
^ I think its proper that thefc People, 

E " (mean- 
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** (meaning the MDtmalds of Keppock^ 
" ftiould join with the CamfronSy and fcecp 
" in a Body till an .Opportunity offers, cither 
*' of making bead againft the Ufiirper^a 
" Forces, or clfe getting over to France^ 
*' where I ffiall be furc to x\!k my utmoft 
" Endeavours, to get them incorporated with 
^} the Scotch and Irifi) Regiments in the 
*' pay of that Crown f the Propofal waa 
reliCbed fb well, as confiderably to allay thp 
bitter Complaints and lamentations of the 
whole for a Time : A Dinner was prepared 
fox the Ch^v^lier and his/Company, of the 
beft Things they bad,, fiich as >Venifbn, and 
Fiih of all Kind, ^d a fufficient Quantity of 
Frovifions was diftribated among the Soldiers 
that came with th^ Chevalier. * After this 
Rcfrcftiment, the Servants of Keppoch fct 
about carrying df the moft vahiaMe EfFeds 
of his Hqufe, while the main Body of the 
Clan marched towards .the 6*/i;»rr^, whom 
they joined. And here it may be obfemd^ 
that Keppoch's Furniture efcaped the moft 
diligent Search, for though his'Houfe iviite 
burnt to the Ground, yet his Moveables^ wc^c 
fo well fecured, as not to fail into the Hands 
of the Royalifts* 

Bqt while cviery Thing is {^epating in 
this Way, againft the Hardftiips that iiiuft 
of Necefliity happen, the Chevalier and hi» 
Retinue, fired with a- Spirit of ReVenge, arc 
bufy in confultingwkat Kout was beft to take 
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for the future, and forg^ttfng their former 
ilefohitions at Gortlkh^ Glengary^xA ^ch^ 
nacarricy at laft they -agreed to this Schemt, 
^* thkt Lochiel with th6 Cafnerons and 
^^ McDonalds ^ Ihbuld keep in a Body, and 
" favour any Landings from France^ while 
*^ the Chevahfr atad his favourite Compa* 
*^ Tii6ris,^^. Sheridan^ Sullivan jind others, 
*^ Were t6 traveric the Ifles, and enddavblir 
" ta rdfe fuch a Force, as with the Succours 
^ fictei abroad, ' ioMit make a fttfnd/^ After 
ilaylnj^ here all Night, they itet out next 
Morrling to Gli^phM^ where th^ Gamer ons^ 
^ifhfs'firff lattdirte, iad fet up his Standard; 
Hdfe th^ criterw;iht5 a'Cave,;fi6t far from 
'gfe Wicey Hvhdrd^^Vfery Thift]^\vas prepared 
fer \heif Ricrotten : rfftd LothUl^ having 
■•Wth irfih'a G^aird'6f bet^^eeft fifty and 
fixty rcWute Mfen, ahd CentriifS placed fix 
Affiles fcWrid; no j^teit Danger was appre-i 
iiferidcd. ftcre they cphtihtfed "three Days, 
ifid were ^lenfiftniy fupply'd with every 
Tfjfflg hecSffary for the Suipport and Satfs- 
'^fefttoh of Life, fiut as its im jJbflible to bear 
^p ^tijndcf i\it taffies aM Wfurej 6f 
QflLii^icfy, the Chevalier declared hfe tJneafi-. 
ncfs, aha fignified his Defire to be gonej 
'^"^ accordingly fet oiitYdr the Ifle's. 

It was now the beginning bf'Mayy when 
tw6 French Men of War, one of Thirty-four 
iSuns, the other bf Thirty- two, aji^ared off 
the PFefiern Coall They feat a long Boat 
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6n Shore to the Ifland of Tyreff^^ ki order to 
take in Provifions^ and get a Pilot to con- 
d«d them through thefe Seas, fome of 
which are at certain Titn^s extremely Tern- 

g^fiuouS) and being interfperfed with blind 
ocks and Iflands, become dangerous to the 
People unacquainted with them. Having pro- 
cured every Thing they wanted, they failed 
to the Mouth of Loch Nua^ when a Ship-^ 
Mailer belonging to Fart^William obfervcd 
them ; he infiantly £iiled to Arcs Bay^ in 
the Illand of Mull^ and informed the Captain 
of the Greyhound Ship of War of the Matter; 
who hereupon, with the Baltimore, weighed 
Anchor, and . failed in queil of them, along 
with Mr. Fer^ufon, * who rightly judging 
the Enemy's Defign was to enter the Locbj 
he conduced them to the Mouth of it, and 
being in their Way joined by the Terror 
Bomb- Veflcl, they lay to all that Night, and 
next Morning by Day-break flood in fot 
them. The French diredly fired a Gun, 
which not being anfwered, they hoifted 
their Country Colours, and one of them . 
gave a fuU broad-fide, which the Greyhoftnd 
returned j in a ftiort Time, by the rovct of 
the Stream, Ihe was carried between the 
two, who plied her clofcand were cloiely 
plied in their turn ; though without Donbt

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file ffluft have been taken, had not the. 
Terror and Baltimore raked the Enemy fb 
much lore and aft, as diverted a confider- 
able fliare of their Force : The French thea 
ient their Icxig Boats <m ihore, to bring itt 
feme Parties ^A Highlanders^ who were there 
drawn up, and adually brought fbme of 
them on Board, with a Defign to grapple 
the King's Ships, and attack them on their 
Decks Sword in Hand ; which the others 
obferving, wifely flieered off in Time with 
their. Mails and Rigging much fiiattered : 
Meeting however with the Furnace Bomb, 
they returned with Defign to renew the At- . 
tack ; but in the mean time the Enemy had 
failed away,mudi difgufted at the difingenuity 
of the Highlanders^ who did not inform them 
of the real State of the Chevalier^s Affairs, 
till all the Money,* Ammunition, Liquors 
and ^rovifions, they had brought, were 
landed ; however they carried ojff a confider- 
able number of Noblemen, Gentlemen and 
Officers ; for no fooner did they eafl Anchor 
in the Loch^ and it was known they were 
French^ than an Exprels was ient to Lochiel 
and the other Perfons of Diftindion who 
were then with him ; who inflantly repaired 
to the Shore, and were Ey e-witneffes of the 
Engagement which I have been defcribing. 

* They landed in Caih 40,000 Lewis d'Ors, which the 
Higttandin fecared, 
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fPertb^ Lord Jofm Druwmnnd^ Lord NakVy 
the younger CUnranald^ with feveral C^^ 
cers embarked.; but Loch'tel told them that he 
inclined to continue behind for fbmc Time, till 
he faw what Turn his Mailer's Ailfaif s mighf; 
jtake, and in the mean Time de^red that: at 
any Event they would not fail to fend ove|r 
ibme more Veftels to carry off the remamder 
of the Party. Repeated Affurances. were 
given him of this, on whfch he retired with 
a few to the above-mentioned Cave ; and 
iWriy 4, the two Ship? fct fail for Boulogne. 
While they were proceeding on their Voyage, 
Terth died of the Fatigue which he had 
undergone both before and fince the Battle 
o{ Culloden. He was a very tender Man, 
for having received a bruife in his Lungs, 
when but a Child, he contrafted lb much 
Weaknefi, as generally to feel a fenfible 
Heavinefs at his Heart toward Bed Tiifae ; 
which rendered him incapable of taking any 
Supper except a little boil'd Milk and Br^d, 
or fbme fueh gentle Food ; and yet, thou^ 
very flender, and valetudinary, to Aftonilh- 
nient did' he go through the feveral Hard- 
ships to which he was expofed; but no\y 
being unable to bear up under the Waflings 
of his {hatter'd and tottering Conftitution, 
and a Sicknels at Sea which always violently 
attacked him when on Ship-bbard ; or ra- 
ther being unable to fupport himfelf, or 
comfort his Mind, on a JReview of the mifcr- 

^ ^ ^ able 
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«il>le Scenes of which he had feen fo much, 
and had been fo great a ftiarer in, he funk 
under the Depreflion, and died. His Corps 
was carried on Shore.- and interred in a Mari^ 
ner fuitable to his Birth, amidft the liiourn^ 
&1 Sighs and Groans of thofe, whole Love 
and Efteem his Humanity and Sweetnefs of 
Temper had fo univerfally procured, he be- 
ing a Nobleman naturally bi the moft exten-, 
five Benevolence and Charity; a great En- 
courager of Manufadures, and, to the ut- 
moft of his Opportunities, a Father to the 
Poor. 

Let us now return to the Chevalier^ 
who is bitterly lamenting his ill Fortune in 
miffing the Opportunity of efcaping, by 
means of the tw<i French Ships. And the 
greater was his Mortification, when he heard 
they had landed about 40,000 Lfewis d'Ors, 
35,000 of which had fallen into the Hands 
of Mr. Murray of Brought otty in whom he 
placed no Confidence, nor had the le^ft Re- 
gard for. 

• And now as many of the remaining 
Chieftains as could be got together, al^ 
fcmblcd to confult on what was proper to 
be done, fince fo many of them had 
gone off on board the two Ships, as afore- 
iaid. Every one gave in an Eftimate of the 
Vaflals he ccmld raife; and it wasadually 
thought by foilie^ that confidering the Sup- 
ply of Moppy, Arnis, Ammunition, and 
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Provifions they had got from France^ 
they would have come to a Rclblution of 
Muftering again : But the adive Meafures 
of the Roy alifts put it out of their Power. 

The Duke of Cumberland had, imme- 
diately after entering Invernefsj iflued out a 
Proclamation of Pardon and rrotedion to all 
fiich of the common People, as Ihould fub- 
mit to Mercy. Numbers obeyed, and reaped 
the Benefit of this Proclamation : And in- 
deed, it is amazing that all in general did not 
do lb; but many were lb obftinately attached 
to the Fortune of their Chiefs, and the 
Caufe of the Chevalier^ that no Confidera- 
tions could prevail on them to furreoidcr. 

This provoked the Duke to puhlifti ano- 
ther Proclamation, {May i,) '^ Requiring in 
^' his Majefty-s Name, all Sheriffs, Stewards 
*' and their Deputies, Magiftrates of Bo- 
*' roughs, Juftices of Peace, and other Of- 
*' ftcers of the Law, to make diligent Search 
*^ for all Perlbns of what Rank foever, who 
" have been at any Time againfl his Ma- 
^' jefty in the Courfe of this wicked and un- 
*' natural Rebellion, and who have not de- 
*^ liver'd up their Arms, and fubmitted to 
^' his Majefty's Mercy, in Terms of the 
^^ Proclanjation, dated at Montrofe the a4th 
^' of February^ ^745* and the Officers of 
^' the Law, to take Information from the 
« Minifters of the eftablilhed Church of 
^' Scotland^ toucjiing thp Behaviour of th? 

^^ Inhabitant? 
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^ Inhabitants within their refpefti ve Parifhes, 
** and of the prefent Haunts, and Places of 
^^ Abode of fuch Rebels as may be lurking 
^^ in their feveral Neighbourhoods ; and 
" further to make a ftrid Enquiry after all 
" fuch Perlbns as may have, fincc the Bat- 
" tie of CuUoden^ harboured, concealed or 
*^ entertained any Rebels, knowing them to 
*' be fiich ; and with the Afliftance of the 
^ Military to feize and commit them to 
" Prilbn in order to Trial." 

This Order threw the Chiefs into a Con- 
fternation, and as Numbers had already fur- 
rendered and were difiniffed, the private 
Men, yea fbme of the Officers, immediately 
declared their Inclination to follow that 
Example. The Frafers and Chijbolms^ the 
M*IntoJhes ^nA other Branches of the Cattiy 
applied to the Minifters of their refpedivc 
Parifhes, who went with them to InvernefSy 
and delivered their Arms ; others obtained 
Certificates, that^they had laid down their 
Weapons, and io ^^rcre difmifled and allowed 
to purfue their lawful Bufinefs : On the 
13 th of» May^ Alexander M' Donald of 
Glenco^ with thole of his People who were 
with him, furrender'd to General Camf belly 
as did thofc oi Affin^ who were then at 
home^ and both Jiff in and Glenco gave 
Notice thereof to fuch of their Vaflals as 
were abfent, ordering them to return to their 
own Habitations. The mild and gentle 

Treatment 
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Treatment of the Duke, with the difmal 
Profpcd of Defolation in Cafe of Obftinacy, 
prevailed upon ^almoft the whole to cm- 
brace his Terms before the aoth of May^ 
^Q that none now continued in Arms but 
the Camerons^ fomc of the M' Donalds of 
Ke^och^ and John Roy Steuart. 

Another Incident alio happened, which 
I fiiould not have mentioned, but that it 
had a greater Effect upon the Councils of 
the Chevalier and his Friends, than the 
Reader perhaps may at firft View imagine. 
And moreover, it ferves to illuftrate the 
Folly of national Diftinftions. The Story, 
io far I could learn, was literally thus : About 
Twenty-fix Dcferters were found among the 
Prifoners taken upon the Day of Battle, and 
being tried and condemned they were ac- 
cordingly Executed. One of them being 4 
Scotchman J was hanged- up. by himfelf, and 
as he was fwinging, an Engltjh Officer fpoke 
to a Scotchman Handing by him. Words to 
this Effed, " See your Countryman dancing 
" on the Rope; would to God all the 
*^ Scotch were ferved in the lame way: 
^^ Damn them, for they are all Rebels/* 
The Scotchman^ as inconfiderate as the other, 
anfwered with the greateft Warmth, ^^ If all 
^^ the Scotch were Rebels, Things had gone 
otherwife than they have ; and I will lay 
." any Wager that there are more Scotchmen 

in 
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^f in the Army than Englljhmen^ and fiiould 
^^ they turn out, they would defeat the 
f^ whole Forces here/* Then fome feurri- 
Jous Language highly . unbecoming the 
Mouths of Gentlemen to utter, as well as 
an Aijthor to relate, enfiied ; the Scots were 
called to draw up on one Side, and the En-^ 
glifh on the other, and perhaps that Day had 
proved fatal to the Royal Caufe, for whether 
the Scots or Englijh fliould get the better, 
his Majefty certainly muft loft. 

The Town's People of Invernefs had now 
?s terrible a Profpeft as their Anceftors had, 
pven on C^^^^cA-Z)^ * itfelf* The Duke be- 
ing timely irifbrmed of the difinal Scene that 
was like to be aded, be quickly rofe up and 
run in among them, juft when the Scots were 
about to attack thQEngliJh Camp. Taking off 
his Hat he depianded to know what was the 
Matter, and as he walked along the Line, 
he heard from feveral, the Particulars of the 
Affair : Whereupon he ordered them in the 
Name of his Royal Father, to defift from

•' qucrcd the Rebels? And muft we now 
*' murder ourfelves ? How will the Enemies 
^' of Britain rejoice at the News. Let na- 
*^ tional Diftinaions ceafe for the future: 
" And here by Virtue of the Power entruft- 
" ed with me, I declare it (hall be Death 
" for either an EngHJbman to refleft upon a 
** Scotchman^ or for a Scotchman to refled 
" upon an Englijhman on Account of their 
" Country *. And tho' the Rebels who live 
^' in the Skirts of this Country, or among 
" the Ifles, and are disjoined by Nature from 
the Continent, differ in Language, Habit, 
Religion, and Way of Living, have rifen 
*^ up in Arms againft my Royal Father, yet 
*' I am fully convinced of the Loyalty of 
" the Body of the People in general, (who 
^ have as little Connexion with them as any 
" Englijhman :) And the Services they have 
** done us fliall never be forgot, while any 
*' Branch of the King's Family remains." 
Having /poke thefe Words, in a becoming 
and a princely Manner, he ordered each Co- 
lonel to draw up his own Regiment, and fo 
difiniis the whole to their Quarters ; which 
was done with all imaginable Harmony. 

When the Chevalier heard of this Afl&ir, 
and the Facility with which his Rival quell- 
ed the Tumult, he was no lefs chagrined than 
he was on Account of the Ef&ds of the 
Proclamation I have mentioned. He was

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now at the Head of Knotdart:^ and tho'ie 
had always fpoken and written mod difref- 
pcftfully of King George's Family, yet nei- 
ther he or his Favourites, could help ap- 
plauding the Condud, the Wifdpm and Pru- 
dence of the Duke. " They are dofely u- 
^^ nited, faid Sullivan to his Mafler, but 
" your Highnefs's Forces have ever been 
^^ like a disjointed Body, which cannot Hand 
** upright unlels it be fupported : You was 
^^ witneis to their Animofities and Divifions; 
" you know how they, abiifed the Truft rc- 
" pofed in them by your Royal Father, as 
*' he was pleaied to fignify by his Letter * 
^* to yourfelf. Confider that our Body is 
^^ not only broke and difmember'd, but fe- 
." veral of the Parts are fcattcr'd up and 
^^ down not to be gathered again, while our 
^^ Enemies are more and more clofely united 
" even byDivifions. Let us yield to our Mis- 
** fortune fo far as to confult our own Safety, 
*' and not be led aGde by defperate Fools, 
•^ who fee not into the Event of Things : 
The Chevalier acquieiced, and immediately 
agreed to go in Queft of a Boat to carry them 
over to Lewis J where, by good Fortune, 
they might poffibly find a Vcfl^l to tranfport 
them to France. 

* Alluding to a Letter ^yhich the old Cbevaliir wrote to 
his Son after the Battle of PrefloHy in which he defired him 
always to a6l in Concert with the Loyal Clans. 
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Fiilly rcfolved on this Scheme they fef 
but, and in their Way are njct b^ Ibmc of 
Iiarif!fale*$ Stragglers who hid been in Su-^ 
theriand with Cromdriy^ the Manner of whofe 
ibifiifier the Chevalier was defirou^ to know : 
tJpon their kecital of it he ieetp'd aftonifti'd 
at the tmprudcncb of that iffobl^ipan ; T)ut 
the two Favourites h^ard it with the utmdff 
Compoiiire, without lb vaii^ as an Altera- 
tion of Coantenancc/* ^* What, fay tileyy 
*^ could be expeftcd from a weak injprudenf 
^' Man, whom every I^erlbn the leaft ac-

The younger,, ot- 
fecond nan/dale^ was one of the Chen/alter z C<»onels. tit 
was once Captain of a Company who robb*d and plundered allt 
about Rofs/bin taid Siratbfia*uertt » and (o feniible were the 
Chieftains of the Captain*s great Abilities to proted their 
Store, that when the Highland Independient Companies were 
Regimented, they met and commiffioned .^tfri/2/^i/f to fecure 
their Pofleffions, tnd^referve their Oittle from being ftolen ; 

and 
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** Man efcheweth Evil; and what can be ex- 
*^ pefted of him : A Man who lived as he 
" has done, can never be thought to con- 
*^ tinue true to any Matter ; but rather to 
" embrace iiich Terms as appear to him moft 
^' advantageous. Take Care, added Sheri^ 
*' 4an^ that he do not proffer to the Ufur- 
*^ per^s Soil to take you up, and make a Me- 
" tit of it.'* And indeed T have been pretty 
well informfed that tlie *Cpnje£kure of this 
able Politician was Juft j but as I would not 
affirm any Thing 1 am riot undoubtedly aC- 
lured of, I am far from aflerting that he ac- 
■ tuallymade fuch an Oj0Fer : Tho' this has beep 
roundly aflerted to me ; biit the Truth of it 
is beft known to the Duke. 

But, to return to the Chevalier. ^^ Come, 
^* Come, faidhe, )[et us drop our Reflediohs, 
*^ arid endeavour . to maike our Efcape, for I 
" fear I have had but too many Ban/dale's 
^ about me.** Being come to the Sea Shore, 
they found no Boat was left them, for the 
^^ Donalds of Cl^nranald^s Family had fei- 
2ed all they could for tranlporting themfelves 
tp Soifth tfifi ; and the 5Boats wiere not yet 
returned : This obliged them to roam up and 
down ampng the Mountains till one ihpuld 
appflir. Three Days and three Nights they 

lived 

and fof his Encooragement every Perfon pofrefied of a Fold of 
Cows paid him Z Gratuity, which was called Black Meal, 

. The youngefl was about 20 Years of Age, and bred up in the 

' Principles and Pvadticf of his Ancefteri. 
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lived among thefe Places, always £htfting 
their Abode. And as in the Day I'ime they 
chofe the Tops and Heights of the rfills, 
they had the cruel Mortification of feeing 
vaft Droves of Cattle going, before Parties, 
(who were fent out for Subfiftance) to i«- 
vernefsy for the Ufe of the King's Troops* 
*Twas happy for our Wanderers that they 
had Plenty of Provifions with them, ana 
particularly cold Venilbn and Ufquebaugh, 
with which Lochiel had taken fpecial Care to 
lupply them, otherwife they muft have been 
much llrcightned; for the Inhabitants had 
cither been killed in the Battles they had 
fought, or elfe were lurking among the Caves 
for their Safety, (6 that few or none were to 
be met with but old Men, Women and Chil- 
dren, in their former Places of Abode. 

The Chevalier's little Company of about 
ten Perfons had feparated into fmaUer Parties, 
two and two in each, but he himfelf kept 
with the two Favourites and KinlochmoidarVs 
Brother, who then was their Guide. By 
this Means they expeded to efcape the 
Search of the Enemy, having agreed to ap- 
prize each other of any approaching Difirels : 
Nor did any of them fall into the Hands of 
the Militia, except one O Neal an Officer, 
fuppofed to be a Prieft, who, thro' Carelefs- 
nefs, or a Spirit of vain Curiofity, had gone 
beyond the Bounds prefcribed. He was lei- 
zed by the CamfbellSy who were induftrious in 

finding 
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finding out the Stragglers ; and, being a Man 
pf Letters, was invited by a Lieutenant, 
whom I well knew, to take a Share of his 
Bed, and to him did he, after a fiiort Time, 
give a diftind Account of the Motions and 
Shiftings qf thp young Chevalier j and, by 
this Means, undeceived the Country in reC* 
peft to his Rout : For till then it was art- 
fully propagated by his Followers, and in- 
ferred in all the News Papers in Great Bri^ 
tain and Ireland^ I had almofi faid in Eurofe^ 
that the young Chevalier had gone off with 
the two French Men of War ; but after the 
Truth was known, the Militia ikt theni- 
lelves more than ever to trace out his Foot- 
ileps. They fearched the Mountains where 

• O Meal had given out he was hid ; and no 
Doubt both he and his Attendants muft have 
faUcn into the Net that wis fpread for them, 
had not a Boat come from South-Uift^ much 
?bout the Time that O Neal was taken, to 

. leek after fbme of the People of that Illand, 
who were yet miffing. 

No Iboner dki the Chevalier's little Com- 
pany, now diminiftied by one, obferve the 
jSoat, than they inftantly made towards the 
Shore, and fet up a Signal for them to draw 
near. The Crew immediately gueffing that 
fome of their Party were in Diftrefs, and 
made this Signal for Relief; failed into the 
Place, viz;, a fmall Creek, to the Weftward 
of the Ba> of BarifdaUy whence they fee 
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fail for South-tJiJi ; at the fame Time givrng 
out to one or two that came to fee the Boat, 
thait they intended for the LewiSy in order 
to get on board a Veflel for France. Night 
faft advancing favoured their Scheme, for the 
People could not long obfcrve them after 
they were put to Sea. 

There is a little Ifland named Canna which 
belongs to Clanranald^ lying to the Wefl- 
ward of Mull^ but covered by Egg on that 
Side, for which fome of the Crew propofcd 
to fail. The Chevalier and his Attendants 
were glad of this, becaufe they had heard 
that the Place they defigned to make, was 
inhabited by the Friends of their Religion, 
and that being of the Family of ClanranaU^ 
they were the more firmly attached to their 
Caufe. Into this Place the Boat put, and 
landed her Paflengers, who went up to the 
Houfes of the principal Inhabitants, where 
warm Quarters were inflantly afligned them *, 
and fuch Refrefhments, as Beef, Mutton, 
and Wild Fowl, Bannocks made of Grad- 
din f and Ufquebaugh, were prepared. Hence 

they

they kept a Iharp Look-out for fear of the 
Militia, of whofe coming they were undet 
perpetual Apprehenfions ; and for their greater 
Security they failed in the Boat all Day, and 
at Night returned to their Quarters. In this 
Way they continued for fome Time, till about 
the 28th of May obferving feveral Veflels 
coming out of the Sound ofMully which they 
rightly judging belonged to the CamPbelhy 
the Chevalier propofed to fliift their Abode. 
Hereupon they haftencd to South^ift^ where 
they landed upon the a^th in the Morning : 
There they were received by the LadyC7^»- 
ranald^ (who was at that Time in perfeft 
Health, and every Way right in her Intel- 
lefts, in which ftie was lubjeft to be fre- 
quently diforder'd, efpecially when pregnant) 
in the moft hofpitable Manner, and enter- 
tained in her Husband*s Abfcnce, fuitably to 
the Rank and Dignity which the Chevalier 
(and fome of his Attendants) had hitherto 
afliimed : For the McDonalds in that Ifland 
are a generous Sort of People, and being all 
Papifts, they cultivate the old Scots Union 
with France^ both in Religion and civil Po-^ 

Fa ' ' licy. 

and by trampling it fevers the Rubbish from the Grain. 
When they jadge it dean, they grind it betwixt two Stones, 
the one whereof lies upon the Ground, with a fmooth Sur&ce, 
and has a fmall Pieoe of Iron for its Axis, upon which the 
other Stone is fixed, tarns round upon that Axis, and grinds 
the Bear, (which makes better Meal this Way than any other 
Grain^ till it be conveniently (mall \ but the utmoft Pains 
cannot make it fo fine as the ci^arfeft is rendered by Means of 
a Water-liiU. 
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licy. Few or none of them, tho' born with 
a Martial Genius, enter into the Britijh Ar- 
my, but rather leek their Fortunes abroad 
and are much aflifted toward Preferment, by 
the Chevalier and his Sons. To procure the 
Continuation of their Favours, all the Inha- 
Jbitants fet themfelves to render the Strangers 
all poffible Service. They brought in Wild 
Fowl andVenifon in Plenty, and as for Wines, 
they had them of all Sorts. Here the Che-^ 
fvatier continued, fometimes vifiting the prin- 
cipal Cadets of the Family and the Lady of 
BuifdaU. Clofiranald^s Brother, who tho' 
a Well- Wifher to his Tntereft, yet had, from 
a View of the DiflSiculty of his Undertakings 
at the Beginning oppolcd his Defign : But 
on the 28 th of June he had Advice that Ge- 
neral C am f belly who had been informed of 
this laft Retreat of the unhappy Fugitive, 
was approaching toward the Ifland, through 
North-Uijl \ and in all Probability the Ge- 
neral muft have feizcd him, had not an ex- 
traordinary Expedient (of which more in \t% 
Place) been fallen upon for his Prefervatioa 
and Relief. 

'Twas on the ajth of May that Campbell 
failed with 1000 Men from Dunjiaftnage, 
the antient Burial-place of the Scots Kings, 
for SiroatiaUy fo remarkable for its Lead 
Mines, in order to difpoflcls the CameranSj 
who ftill continued in Arms, of that part of 
the Country^ and bring them to Terms; he 

anchor- 
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Anchored that Night at Tobermory B^^ in 
JMuU^ famous for fhe Wreck of the Floridd 
Spani/h Man of War, on board of which was 
the Money for Payment of the Troops that 
came in the Invincrble Armada^ Anno. 1588,^ 
and next Day doubled the Point of Ardnd* 
tnurchan and arrived in Strontian:, hereC^ 
meron of Dungallon^ Lochiel's Lieutenant 
Colonel brought in his Men and Arms, and 
with them furrendered to the King's Mercy, 
and were quickly followed by the Inhabi- 
tants of Ardnamurchan and Morverny where 
the Religion of the Church of Romey had of 
late mightily prevailed. But as for Lochiel 
himfel^ he had a Spirit that would not fuffer 
him to entertain the leaft Thought of liirren- 
dering to any one. 

Here the General continued, till getting In- 
telligence that the Duke of Cumberland was 
arrived at Fort-AuguftaSy and that Lord 
George SackviUe and Major Wilfon were 
marched along the Coaft to fcour every Part 
of the Country, he ptitlro Sea, and failed for 
the Lewis y where arriving, he diligently 
fearched for the young Chevalier y though to 
no purpofe* Hence he marched through the 
Harrisy arid North'-Uifty where he got Infor- 
mation of his Abode, and was almoft within 
two Miles of Benbiculay (a fraall Ifland that 
is joined to South Uifiy when there is an Ebb, 
but feparited at fall Sea) before thofe of 
Clanranal^s Houft were apprifed. When

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the News vlas brought to the Chevalier 
and his Attendants, who were at lirft greatly 
ftrucfc with Surprize, " Come, laid SuUi^ 
** van^ there is no Help for it; to yield to 
^^ Misfortune is not the way to get rid of 
*^ her J let us rather immediately contrive 
" our Efcape •/* Let's hear then, faid the 
*^ Chevalier^ what you have now to propofc ; 
*' you know I always hear you with Plea- 
" lure : For my part, I would Iboner perifli, 
^' I would rather die this Moment, than 
*' fall into the Hands of tht Campbells^ or 
" any of that Rebel-name/'—- ^^ Yes, ad- 
*^ ed another, or into the Hands of any! of 
** the Ufurpers Forces ;'' Then reply'd Sul^ 
*' livatiy ** I think your Highnefs and I 
^^ fliould fcparate, for certainly if many 
" be found about the Houfe, we (hall be 
^^ dilcovered ; put on Womeq's Apparel for 
*^ the prefent, and I will go with Mr. Sheri^ 
^^ dan^ Mr. Buchanan^ and the other Gen- 
^^ tlemen, to the other end of the Ifland, 
^^ where, perhaps, we may meet with a Boat, 
^^ and laii over to Ireland^ where I am not 
^' aflfraid of being fecure, tho' indeed, your 
^' Highnels ought not to venture thither, 
** for as sofiool. is there fet upon your 
*^ Head, I would truft none of them. As 
^' for me, if I get off to France^ I ftiall re- 
" prefent your Cafe at the Court of /^r- 
^^ failles'* The Chevalier yCvev obfervant 
of Sullivan'^ Counfels, which he looked up-» 

on 
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ca as fo many Oracles, acquielced in the Pro- 
pofal, rather perhaps by a Gefture than any 
verbal Expremon, for I could not learn what 
he {aid ; but the Perlbn who gave me this 
Information declared that the Chevalier's 
parting with Sullivan was like tearing his 
Heart from his Body (for that was the Man's 
Phrafe.) Take my Cloak Bag *, laid the 
Chevalier^ with you, ^^ ftiew my Pocket 
Book to my Coufin the King of France^ as 
a Token of my Diftrefs, and I hope a Veflel 
will Iboo be lent for me if you arrive in 
France^ which pray God you may." Sulli^ 
van made the moft folemn Proteftations of 
his inviolable Attachment to his Intereft, 
and of his faithfully obferving the Tnftjruc- 
tions given him. Then all took their Leave 
of their unhappy Mafter, and let out with 
Plenty of Provifions, which Clanranald's 
Lady had prepared on Purpofe. They met 
opportunely with a Boat, in which they 
lailed for Ireland^ and from thence incognito 
to FrancCy where Sullivan dilcharged the 
Truft repoled in him. 

M^an Time the Royali^s are approaching, 
and perhaps might have been fooner at the 
Place, had not the half-Flood flopped them 
for fome Time, as there were not a fufHcient 
Number of Boats for ferrying them over. 

* This was all the Baggage which he had, for the otlier 
Part of it was fent to Red Caftle about the Tiou pf the Bat- 
tlCj aad was plundered by the Country People.

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The Lady Clanranald now bcfought the' 
Chevalier with Tears in her Eyes, to think 
of Ibme Method for efcaping, if he did not 
approve of Sullivan's : But his Spirits almoft 
failing, he knew not how to behave. Where- 
upon the Lady faid, " Here is a young Gcn- 
^* tlewoman, Mifs Flora M' Donald *, upon 
*^ whom I will prevail to take your High- 
*^ nels under her Protedion/' Accordingly flic 
immediately applied to Mifs, who readily ac- 
cepted the Task ; for they both laid, ^' if 
" he be ,taken here, the whole Country may 
" chance to fuffer for it/' Lady Clanra^ 
nald brought a Gown, and all other Clothes 
neceflary for one of her Sex, to the Cheva- 
lier y who kept on nothing of his own Appa- 
rel but his Breeches and Stockings. He dreC- 
fed himfelf with the Help of the Lady, 
who order'd a Boat to be got ready for them, 
and a Servant to attend along with the Boat- 
men, who were direded to conduct Mifs Flora 
and her fuppofed Maid to Sky, They conti- 
nued all Night at Sea, and next Morning ar- 
rived at a Place a little below ^\i Alexander 
M'Donald^s Houfe : But the Chevalier would 

not

not aDow the Crew to quit the Boat, neithc 
did himfelf or the Lady ftir out of it till the 
Retiirn of the Servant, whom they lent a- 
fliore to difcovcr whether or ik> they might 
land in Safety. In ieis than an Houi;i!s Time 
the trafty Meffenger kt them know they 
might venture alhore, which they according- 
ly ^id; and the Lady with her Maid pro- 
ceeded dircdly to Sir Alexander'^ Houfe. 
The Knight * was not at Home ; but his 
Lady received her Vifitor with great Polite- 
nefi, and earneftly prefs'd her to ftay aU 
Night. But this Mifs Flora, direded by 
the Looks of her Maid, abfelutely refu&d, 
under Pretence of preffing Bufineis which 
call'd her elfewbere ; and that (he had only 
done herfelf the Pleafure to call and fee how 
her Ladyftiip did. . 

After a plentiful Dinner they fet out fot 
the Laird of M^Kinnoii^ Hciuie ; where the 
Maid became a Maa For on cottmui&i^ 
eating the Secret to yix.MKsnnmiy* it: being 
now no longer convenitnt fblr the Chevstier. 
tQ continue in his Transformation^ the: Latfd 
farnifhed him with a fhort Coat, a Waifln 
coat, and other Things fiiitabie to his VSoc^ 
and which yet fufiiciently diigui&d his Q^tr* 
lity. - 

Here they ftaid all Night, but in tha 
Motnifig Mifs M Donald returned to her 
own Home. The Chevalier however conti**

nued 
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flued for the Reft of the Day with Mr. 
M'Kinnon : In the Evening he took a Walk 
toward the Sea Side, and chanced to meet 
with one Normand MLeod^ an old Filher- 
man, who was perfedly acquainted with all 
the Weftern Iflands, and all the Creeks upon 
the Coafts, from Tongue Bay in StratBna^ 
vern to Ardnamurchan. The Man happened 
to kijow the Chevalier^ by whom be was of- 
fered a Sum of Money to carry him to Roar-' 
fa. This was agreed to, and fafely executed. 
The Proprietor of that Ifland very hofpitably 
entertained him ; but next Day being appre- 
henfive of a Vifit, he advifed his wandering 
Gueft to return to Sky. This Advice the 
harafs'd Chevalier ibund bimfelf obliged to 
comply with, and ftill continued under the 
Care of MLeod (who thought proper to at 
fume the Name of MKinnon^ the better to 
skreen himfelf in Cafe of a Difcovery) till 
General Campbell returned to that Ifland. 

That Commander, fome Days after his ar- 
rival at South-Uifly being informed of the 
Departure of the Chevalier ; and of the man- 
ner of his Efcape, ordered the Lady Clatt'- 
ranald into Cuftody, and marched his Troops 
through North "Uijt and the Harris ^ till 
they came direftly oppofite to Sky^ having 
previoufly fent thither Captain Fergufon in 
the Cutter. That Veffcl was pretty fbon up 
at the Place appointed ; but the Captain fiiC- 
pelting the Chevalier might be hiding among 

the 
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the MKsnnons^ ordered the Pilot to fleer to 
that part of the Country that belonged to 
them. Accordingly they put in within 
Piftol-lhot of the Shore, juft at the fpot 
where the Fugitive they were feeking aftu- 
ally was. Here he had certainly been diC- 
covered had it not been for a rifing Ground, 
behind which he retired and made off. The 
Boatman now obferving that General Camp^ 
bell was on the point of landing with his 
Militia, and that a King's Ship conduded by 
a Shipmafter of Itpuerlochy^ was fo near, 
thought proper to haul his Boat to the other 
fide of the Ifland, and row the Chevalier to 
the Continent. 

About Five oV Clock in the Afternoon 
they fet out for Glenelge^ and arrived in about 
three Hours upon the Coaft. Here the 
Fiftierman drew the Boat up to a Creek, 
fenced on all fides, and there landed his Paf^ 
fenger. It was now about Nine o' Clock 
at Night, and they walk'd along the Shore 
for fome Time, in order to obfcrve what 
was ftirring in the Country. Here it was 
that the Chevalier went through one of the 
oddeft Adventures, that perhaps ever hap- 
pened to any Man ; for at this place a Com-^ 
pany of Militia (the Monroe\ if I miftakc 
not) were waiting, in hopes the unhappy 
Fugitive might fall into their Hands : To 
make the more fure of their Prize, they had 
with tjbem a Blood*hound, to trace him out. 

The 
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The Dog was within a Stone's throw of 
them, and the Men not much farther offj 
when M*Kinnon obferved them, and ^rti- 
cularly fufpe£tcd the Animal. Whereupon he 
advifed his Paflenger inflantlytopull off all his 
Cloaths, and enter the Water up to the 
Neck : ^^ For, fiiid he, if you go in with 
*' your Cloaths on, you may catch your 
" Death. In the mean time I will divert 
" the fmell of the Dog with thefe Filhcs," 
he having fbme on a String in his Hand. 
The affrighted Chevalier inftantly did as he 
was directed, and M'-Kinnon having hid the 
Chevalier's Cloaths in a Cliff of a Rock, 
began to amufe the Dog with his Fifli. The 
Artifice lucceeded fo well, as effedually to 
fccurc the Chevalier ; but the Animal would 
not quit the Fiflierman till he was lecurcd 
by the Militia^Mcn, who kept him all 
Night, and Part of the new Day. They 
examined him, but to no Purpofe ; and upon 
his telling his true Name, viz. MLeod 
they became indifierent about him ^ and he 
reprcfcnting that his Family w<J8 ftarving, 
having nothing to fubfift on but the Produd 
of his Induftry as a Fifherman, they difmiC- 
fed him. When he left them, he fet out, as 
if lie defigned a very different Courfe to that 
he really intended, and afterwards fltuck 
into ; for when he judged himfelf otft 5f theit 
Reach, he turned into the Road kading to 
the Place where he fuppofcd the Ctmmier 

yet 
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yet was. H^ found him there indeed, and 

employed in fuch a Manner, as could not but 

lirike even the rough Heart of the hardy Fi- 

flierman, innur'd to all the Extremities of 

Wind and Weather, Hunger and Cold. He 

found him feeking out Mufcles and other 

fmall Sheil-Fiih, upon the Craigs, and 

breaking them between two Stones, eating 

the Fiih as he opened them, to fatisfy the 

Cravings of an Appetite, never in all T^oba^ 

bility fo keen before. He told MKinmn 

** that he had ccmtinued in the Water for fc* 

" veral Hours, after he left him ; but at 

^^ laft ventured out, and put on his Gloaths; 

" but durft not offer to remove from that 

^^ defert Spot, judging it too hazardous, to ga 

^^ up into the Country, to which he was aui 

** utter Stranger/' But I mail not omit one 

Circumilance which fufficiently ihows the 

Chevatief^h forlorn Situation at this Jundurc, 

and how (incerely rejoiced he was, at the 

Return of his faithfel Boatiman. For as 

foon as he let Eyes on MKinmn^ he felt 

down on his Knees, and with ap-»lifted Hands, 

tbank'd Heaven for returning him his Friend ; 

which he did in thefe Words, as near as could 

poffibly be remembered by the Filherman, 

who heard him, and who repeated them to 

the Perfon from whom I had my Information. 

*' Q God, laid he, I thank thee that I have 

*^ not fallen into the Hands of my Enemies ; 

** and jurely thou haft ft ill fomethi^ for me 

'' to 
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•* to dOy fince in this ftrange Pkcc thou haft 
^ fcnt me back my Guide/' 

The Particulars of this Adventure were 
given me by a Perlbn of undoubted Veracity^ 
and one who, if he had a Mind to have im- 
pofed on me, was incapable of Fidion ; be- 
ing not in the leaft given to' romance : A 
Man of the plaineft Manners, and utmoft 
Simplicity in Converfation, befides an Inte- 
grity never queftioned by any one that knew 
him. He was very intimate with M'KiU'^ 
noHj alias MLeod^ a Man well known to be 
of an honeft, fincere, well-meaning Difpo- 
iition, and who never fcrupled to relate all 
he knew of the above Affair, without the 
leaft Relerve or Prevarication, tho* he had 
fiequent Occafions to repeat the Story. 

The Chevalier having met with this fur- 
prizing Deliverance, and obferving the Fi- 
delity of his Guide, refolved entirely to fub- 
mit to his Diredions and Management. 
*' Conduft me, laid he to MLeod^ where 
*^ you will, I am refolved to follow you.*' 
*^ Well then, replied the Boat-man, we will 
" go a little farther to the Northward, where 
*' your Highnefs has many Friends, tho' 
^' they have not been in Arms for your In- 
^ tereft, which, as Things have happened, 
** makes it fo much the better, becaufe they 
^' are the lels fufpeded, and the Militia arc 
*' not upon the Watch among them/' 

Hereupon they proceeded a few Miles, 

tiU 
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till they came to the Houfe of one MKen^ 
zie^ who received the Chevalier very kind- 
ly, and entertained him with fuch Refped, 
tho' with all imaginable Privacy, as plainly 
flievved how much he fympathized with the 
Wanderer in his Diftrefs. 

Here, and in this Neighbourhood, the 
Chevalier continued till about the 21ft of 
July *, when he heard of General Camp^ 
ieU's being landed ztjiffk'Crofs^Bay ; where- 
upon he thought proper to quit the Country 
entirely, tho' he might have remained in it 
very fecurely : But the Anxieties of his Mind 
grew upon him ; and he had hardly the Re« 
folution to continue in one Place for two 
Nights together ; but clpecially whenever he 
heard that the Enemy were advancing, tho* 
as yet at a very confiderable Diftance, he 
would not ftay a Moment, but inftantly 
made off with all the Marks of the greateft 
Pannick, ever thinking that the CamfbellSy 
whom he equally abhorr'd and feared, were 
at his Heels. 

He now took the Road towards Inwr^ 
nefs •, but, when within two Miles of £ra^ 
hany he turned afide and crofled a little a- 
bove BeuHe^ and, in the Habit of a Pealant 
went thro' Strathglafs^ and fo, in the Night

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Time, travelled through Glengary to BadC'* 
nochy where his faithful Clunie MFherfon 
provided for his Safety, and furniihed him 
with all AccorDodations that could be procu- 
red in the forlorn State, not only of the 
Wanderer, but of all his Followers. In- 
deed he was now more lecurc than he 
thought himfelf to be \ which was owing to 
the Report that about this Time prevailed 
of his being dead *, which being generally 
believed by thofe hitherto employed in 
Search of him^ they grew more remils, and 
gave themfelves the lels Trouble about him. 
A Chain of Gentries from Inverary almoft to 
Im>ernefsy had flood for near two Months^ 
guarding the Pafles in Hopes of intercepting 
him \ but to what Puipofe Time has fliewn, 
and they might, I Ihould think, have fore- 
feea For what could they expeft, confider- 
ing the vaft Extent of the Country, and the 
numerous Woods, Lakes, Mountains and 
Hollows with which it abounds ? I remem- 
ber when, about the Beginning of Augufi^ 
1746, a Party of King (ion's Horfc came to 
Edinburgh from Fort jiuguftus f .• I enquired 
of fome of them about their Huntings after 

the

than once they had been in Sight of him, 
but by Means of fome Lake, or the like, 
he had always elcaped. 

About this Tifne fcveral Perlbns were iei* 
2ed by the CamhbHls and others, for har- 
bouring or afforcling Afliftance to the unfor- 
tunate Fugitive. Befides Lady Clanranald 
(already mentioned to have been taken up 
by General Campbell) and Mr. M Donald of 
Kingfbotmgb^ the elder Claniranald himfelf; 
' tho' not at Home when his Wife entertained 
the young Chevalier^ nor ever concerned in 
the RebeUion," at leaft not openly, was alfo' 
feized by the faid General, and fent Prifoner 
to London. His Son, Clanranald junior, 
was indeed aftive in the Chevalier's Service, 
and was one of the Perfons excepted by Name 
out of the Ad of Grace ; but the Father 
pofitively declared to feveral, dutihg his Con- 
finement, that at the Time of his being fci- 
zed, and while, unknown to him, the Che^ 
valier was at his Hbufe, he was induftrioufly 
ufing his Intereft and Authority for the Go- 
vernment's Service in jirijaig^ and there- 
abouts. But for this he reproached not the 
Government, but General Campbell^ whom 
he fcemed to refleft upon as guilty of fome 
Meannefs or Malicioufftefs in this Affair. — 
However it may not be improper to remark, 
that this Laird of Clanranald is a Roman 
Gatholick, as well as his Brother Buifdahy 

G who 
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be therje, or indeed in any Part of Scotlandy 
during all the Interval between the a9th of 
June^ to the 8th of Augufi^ when General 
C^;»/^//'s Militia taking fbme Prifbners m 
the Courfe of their Hunting for the Chew^, 
lier^ got Information of the various Shiftings 
of his Abodo. Nay, the Forces had fre- 
quently been in Sight of. him, or at leaft the 
Company in which he was, but never flif^ 
pedcd them, looking on them only as poor 
People of no Confcquence, and fo would 
march on without taking further Notice. 

General Campbell having mifs'd the Che-^ 
valier in South-Uifty purfned him to Sky^ and 
landed a little below Sir Alexander MDo^- 
naLd'% Houfe, at the very Place where Mifs 
Flora M Donald had before put in with her 
prctQnded Maid. The General went ftrait ft> 
Sir Alexander's^ and ftridly examined hi* 
Lady concerning her two Guefts, and parti- 
cularly if ftie knew that one of them was the 
young Chevalier. She acknowledged that 
there was with her one Mife M Donald^ and 
a young Woman that paflcd for her Maid \ 
tho' indeed, " if this fuppofed young Wo* 
^^ man was really fuch, (he was certainly one 
** of the talleft that ever was Icen ; and that 
^' her Looks were very confiifed. That if 
" this Perfon was the Chevalier in Difguife^ 
" 'twas more than ftie knew. All that I am 
'^ certain of, faid ftie, is, that I earneftly 
" prefi'd Mifi M Donald to ftay all Night, 
>. . which 



^* which flic abfolutely refufed^ and went to 
" the Laird of M^Kinnon's:, but what is 
" become of them fince, I have not enqui- 
*^ red/' Hereupon the General immediately . 
icnt a Party to Mr. MKinnon\ Houfe, 
which they carefully fearched, but to no 
Purpofe ; and therefore they feized the Laird 
himielf, and carried him off. 

About this Time feveral other Prifoners 
were made^ particularly Captain Ranald 
MDonaldy Brother to Kinlochmoiddrty and 
three Pricfts : But as theie had not fecn the 
Chevalier for fome Time, they could give 
but little Information about him. Vaft 
Quantities of Arms, Ammunition and Pro- 
vifions,^ with many Saddles, Bridles and ^ 
Boots, were found among the Rocks, and 
feveral fine Horfes, as they were roving in ' 
the Woods. Large Droves of Cattle belong- 
ing to the Fugitive Clans were brought to 
the Camp by the General's Orders ; which . 
produced an EfFed not at all difigreeable to 
the Viiftors, viz;, obliging moft of the Quon- 
dam Owners to fly the Country : And this 
many the more eafily did by the Help of 
forged Paflports, difguifing their Habits, and 
aflbming&lfe Names j by which Means they 
got on board of fucb Ships as conveyed them 
into France. 

But among all the Plunder that fell into 
the Hands of th^ Troops, I muft not omit , 
to mention that cxtjraordinary Curiofity, the

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Engine caiOled a Barifdale^ from MDmali 
pi Barifdale^ the Proprietor, in whofe Houfe 
it was found. It vas an Iron Machine con- 
trived to torture fuch poor thievifh High-^ 
landers as were npt in the Service of this cruel 
Laird, ^d extort Gonfellion from them. 
If any Cattle were mifled, and the Perfons 
fufpefted ever fell into Barifdale's Hands, 
•they were threatned with Torture, from 
which nothing could exempt them but a 
ConfefBon, cither where the Cattle were, or 
who ftolc them. • T was enough to tell them 
they Ihould be Barifdale'dj and Ihew them 
the dreadful Engine, to make the af&ighted 
trembling Wretches confefs all they Jcncw, 
^nd perhaps more ; ipr Ibmc would apknqw- 
ledge 'any Thing, even to the Prejudice of 
their own Property, or that of their Chief, 
rather than enter thofe Hellifii Manacles. 
But as for fuch as either thro' Obftinacy, 
would not, or being innocent could not give 
the Satisfafti^a demanded, they were fure to 
fuffer. When in the Machine, their Hand% 
Feet, and Neck, were fixpd in fuch a Man- 
ner, that the Pofture the Man was forced to 
remain in, wa« neither fitting, lying, kneel- 
ing or ftanding ; but tho' debarred the leaft 
y fe of his Hands and Feet, his Neck was 
ibmewhat more at Liberty, but then he had 
% great Weight upon the Back of his Neck, 
to which if he yielded in the leaft, by ihriok- 
|ng downv^ards, a Iharp 5pike would run 

into 
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into his Chin. — The very Name of this 
Engine kept the whole Country round in. 
Awe, no Word founding more terrible among 
the Inhabitants of thofc Parts than Barijdaley 
whether meaning the dreaded . Machine, or 
the tyrannical Owner of it himfclf *. 

But while the Troops and Parties em- 
ployed by the Government are fcouring the 
Country, the Chevalier and the few (not 
above three or four) that were with him, are 
intent on their own Prefervation. Although: 
the M'T her fans y by laying down their 
Arms, had freed themfelyes from Sulpicion," 
yet the Chevalier foon begun to diftruft his 
fituation among them. There wjs with him 
one who knew the Place ^<^here Lochiel re- 
forted, and to him he propofed to Condud: 
the Wanderer, who agreed to the Propolal„ 
hoping that Lochiel might inform him of 
fome part o{ Lochabar^ wherein the fearch 
Plight by this Time have cool'd. However,

fiderate, vicious Sort of People : And it hath been often oh- 

ferved that whoever is addicted to immoral and diihonour- 

^t>lc A^ns^ never is refolate or traly btave. 

Q 4 Clunie 
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Ckmie and the others infifted on his (bying 
with them yet a little longer, at leafi while 
they ihould fend an Exprefs to JjQchieL 
With much difficulty they at lafl: prevailed 
on him. I am wet} afiured thatr (xie of 
Clunie's Arguments to < perfwade the Cheva^ 
Iter to ftay was, that he could procure the 
News-Papers as they came out ; which 
could not but' give the Chevalier great Sa^ 
tisfaftiottj as the Fatf of the Lords Crth- 
tnarik^ jfGlmarmcky ^nd B^imerino^ on 
whofe account their Chief felt a good dea} 
of Anxiety, w^ then depending on the Event 
of a Triaij they having already been arraign- 
ed before the Houie of Lords. And here a 
fliort Account of thefe Npblemen may not 
be unacceptable to the Ejnglifh Reader, as 
they h^ve been fb miferably mifreprefented 
in all hitherto publiftied, *" through the Ma-*- 
lice of £bme, and the Prejudice or the Mifin- 
formation of others. 

The Earl of Kilmarnock was defcended 
from an ancient and noble Family, which 
had fometimes intermixed even with the 
blooARoyaJ. — His Lordlhip," when but a 
Boy, difcover'd a peculiar Air of Nobility, 
was Maftcr of a fine Addrefs, a flowing 
Eloquence, and endowed with all the Arts of

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Perfwafioa. J^atme ha^ filfo been vety 
liberal to.faim in the Endowments of his 
Perfon, h|e being reckoaed one of the band-^ 
iomeft Men of hi8 Time. Nor bad ftie been' 
fbaring wit;h i^egard to his nfiCural Capacity r 
But as t^efig?!flt fruitful Fields, jf but lUperr 
ficially toucbU with the flpijgh, will be 
Produftive of Jjttle, f(> the moft fertile 
Genius, when not duly Cultivated, will 
only produce Whims and Trifles. This 
Truth w#s jeyidcnt in ffje pial of KikMr^ 
nock^ who j)y the vivacity and fprightlineis 
of his Temper, made a ftgutC^ii) mix'd Qom^ 
panics ; and if the Difcourie turn'd upon ' 
Gallantry, he was heard at an Oracle: JSut 
if any P<»nt of Iblid Learnings or feriouff 
Epquiry was the Topic, his weakneis would 
then appear. His Art of Perfwafion migbt 
in fbme Degree be owing to his NeceiBties r 
For if he knew any one in the Town of 
Kilmarnocky (a »iinall Borough in S^ailandy , 
from whence he took his Title) who kept 
any confideraWe Sum of Ma^ey by him, he 
would be fure to fend for the Man, and treat 
bim with £b geqteel an Air, fuch infinuating 
Complaifance, and i(^ much Mildneis and 
Affability, that it was tmp(^ble for him^ td 
refill his Lordfiiips SoUicitation for a Loan. 
The Earl was a Man of no Reiblution, and 
therefore cafily perfwaded into any Thiofi;^ 
though contrary to his tntereft. Indeed it 
)bfi$ been obfery'd, that Men of his Lord- 

Ibip's 
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fliip*s fine pcribnal Appearance, * fcldom 
prove Proficients in ufeful Knowledge, and 
particularly the Knowledge of Mankind, or' 
what is called Knowing the World; unlefi 
trained up in the School of Adverfity, or 
wifely dircfted by thofe to whom the Care' 
of their Education has been committed, and' 
who have alfo had the Welfare of their 
Pupils at Heart. 

JBut unhappily for the Nobleman we are 
^)eaking of, his Father dying when the Son 
was but young, the Eftate came to him 
before he had laid up a fufficient ftock of 
Knowledge^ either to manage that or himfcl€ 
He foon became a prey to youthful and fen- 
lual Pleafures, and infiead of Cultivating his 
Mind, became fond of Fencing, Danciijg 
and other genteel, but mere out-fide Ac- 
complifhments, tho' fiich as generally procure 
the Efteem of the Fair Sex, among whom 
be was a Favourite. He married the Lady 
jlnn Living/ion^ who was Heircls apparent 
to three Eftates, viz. that oi Erroi^ Cal% 
landar^ and Linlithgow: So that had his 
Lordihip been capable of managing his own 
Affairs with proper Occonomy, he might 
tiavc proved a Bleffing to his Family^ (as

Many Stories have gone abroad as to the 
Caufe of his Engaging with the Chevalier ; 
vrhich Divcrfity may be owing to his haying 
afted contrary to all his former Prirtciplcs ; 
for I have heard him at the Bar of the 
Affembly plead to have a Tresbyterian Mini- 
fter fent to Falkirk^ of his own chufing^ 
for, faid he, ^^ I want him to Con verfc with 
5^ as a-Companion/^ Some attributed Ho in- 
confident a Condud to his Gountefs (whom 
almoft in bis dying Moments he cleared of 
the Charge ; ) others imputed it to the 
Countels of Errol^ whom I alfo believe in- 
nocent: For that Lady is not only too clofcly 
conneded with the Government, but hu 
too much good Senfe and Penetration, and 
too well knew that the Earl was moft unfit 
to engage in iuch a Deiign, to have the leaft 
hand in difpofing him to it. — But to be 
brief, the Truth is only this, One Andrevt 
Jlves^ a Writer of the Signet, a Man of m 
moft in&mous Charader, was Agent for the 
unfortunate Kilmarnock ; and if I remember 
right, had been coming from his Houfe to 
Edinburgh^ Seft. i6, i745i when the Che^ 
'ualier was advancing to that City with his 
little Army. The Duke of Terth fpyed 
him, and calling him to him, asked him if 
the City 6{ Edinburgh intended to ftand out 
M;ainft the Prince. ^* We will fhew them 
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^: the odd* of it, faid he, bat if they let 
*^ us in Civilly they will be Civilly ufedj 
*^ 'bu* if other wifey let them be anfwerable 
*^ for. , tb? Coiifequenoes of their own Con-» 
^^ dtii^'' Soiaying,the6i&^^/i^rcameupand 
coiif toady did /ilws the Honour to let him lu& 
his Hand* He was then employed to carry a 
Lettet from the Chevalier to the Magiftrates of 
jSJmAurghyWhich he delivered, but fb artfully 
as not to discover that himfelf was certainly the 
Beiarbr. The Battle of T reft on happening that 
very Week, when the King's Forces were rout- 
ed, many unthinking People looked on the 
Chevalier'^ Point as now abiblutely gained 
Among thefe was AlveSy who inftandy re- 
paired to Lord Kilmarnock^ and repeated the 
Words of Terthy which he magnified not a 
alittlct He then defcribed the Defeat of 
Caf^s Forces, and extoU'd the Humanity 
^m Conduct of the Chevalier. Dazzled 
with this glittering appearance of Fortune, 
and believing the yirhole of Ahes's Relation 
to be juft, he f^ally, from a Profped of 
laifing himfelf to kiches and further Honours, 
made his Court to the Chevalier y and em<^ 
braced his Party. 

Before I quit this Nobleman, I Ihall give 
the Reader a Story which I leave him to 
approve or Cenfure, as he thinks proper, 
without delivering my own Sentiments as to 
the Nature of the Fad j and (hall only obr 

ferve. 
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obfervc that never was any Relation of tTiirf 
Kind better attefied« In my Hearing it has 
been very fcrioufly Ipofcen of by Men of the 
beft Senfe and Learning mScetlandy many 
of whom have owned that they law no Rea- 
Ibn why they fliould not admit the Reality 
of the Faft ; which was as follows : 

About a Year before the Rebellion, as the 
Earl of Kilmarnock was one Day walkjng 
in his Garden, he was fuddcnly alarm'dt 
with a fearful Shriek ; which while he wasf 
refleding on with Aftoniffiment, was fbon 
after repeated. On this he went into the 
Houfe, and enquired of his Lady and all the 
Servants, but could not difcova- from whom 
or whence the Cry proceeded ; but miffing 
bis Lady's Woman, he was informed that flic 
was gone into an Upper Room to itifpcQ;'

fliip's Face, than flie feinted away. Whenf 
with proper Affifiance £he was tnrought t(> 
herfelf, they ask*d hep the Meaning of-vrfiai? 
they had heard and ieen. She replied that 
while fhe lat fewing fbme Linnen'lhe had ta- 
ken up to mend, the Door opened of itfetf 
and a bloody Head entered the Room, and 
rollU on the Floor. That this dreadful Sight 
had made her cry out, but if inftantly ditep^ 
peared. That in a few Moments ftie faw the 

fame - 
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^me Apparitioni agaiti) on which ifafe repeaf-^ 
ed her Shrieks ; and at the third Time flic 
fainted away : But was juft recovered when* 
£he faw his Lordfliip coming in, which had: 
niade the Impreifion on her they had been 
witneis to. 

This Relation given by the affrighted Gen-; 
tkwomany was only laughed at and ridiculed 
as the Effed of Spleen, Vapours,, or the 
Strength of a deluded Imjigination ; and was 
thought no more of, tWl one Night when my 
I-ord Kilmarnock happened to tell the Story 
to the Earl of Galloway ^ the Sabjei3: of their 
Lordftiips Converfation happening to be on 
Spedres and Apparitions, the vulgar Notions: 
or which they were ridiculing^ But after 
Kilmarnock had engag'd in the Rebellion^' 
and Lord Galloway was told of it, he in- 
fbntly recoUeded this Story, and laid, ^' . I'll 
^^ la y a Wager that Kilmarnock will lofe his 
^ Head." 

i come now to fay Ibmething of the E— t 

of C 3^, whofe Charader I Ihall truly 

difplay, without the leaft Regard to the Ap- 
probation or Reientment of any one. In his 
^ Youth he was given to the moft monftrou» 
and unaccountable Extravagancies; fuch as 
an exceflive Indulgence in ienfual Fleafures^ 
the moll luxurious Entertainments and Mid« 
night Revels, accompanied with the moft 
ihocking, unheard of^ new-cotn'd Oaths and 
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Execrations ; drinking the Devil's Health % 
with others equally dete^able and ridiculous* 
But happily for him he married a very vir- 
tuous Lady, who, ^ with her Mother, the 
Lady Invergordon^ was greatly inftrumental 
in reforming him from his Debaucheries and 
mad Pranks f : So that before he entered 
into the Chevalier's Intereft, he was not only 
cfteemed a fober, but a very amiable Man ; 
arid becoming a zealous Presbyterian, he on 
all Occafions exerted his utmoll Influence and 
Authority in Rofsjhire and clfewhere, for 
promoting that Intereft. 

Whoever they wei;e that engaged him to 
enter into that Undertalcing, fo deftrudive 
to- himfelf and his Family, I can hardly 
think they were either his Fricnde, or Well-, 
wifhers to the Caufe of the Chevalier : For 
furely no one who knew him could imagine 
him capable of behaving with all that InduC- 
tjry and Prudence necefFary in fo nice and

Critical an Affair. And as for the Troops he 
brought with him^ they; were the very Re* 
fofe and Dregs of the Highlanders. 

But not to dwell any longer on a Charao 
ter which can afford no real Delight to the 
Reader, I fliall only further obferve, that 
being condemned with Kilmannock and Bal^ 
merino^ fo great Intereft was made £)r him^ 
that his Life was Ipared ; And indeed I thinli^ 
the Lenity of the Government is highly to 
be commended, as it could not be laid feey 
had rid themfelves of a dangerous Enemy, 
had they put him to Death. And in my 
Opinion had they rcftored to him his PoffeC* 
lions, and lent him back to New Tar6et^ 
they would have had no more to^ear from 
him than now while in Guftody at London^ 
In Truth the lame may be laid of the other 
two Lords : For Kiimarnock^s Intereft was 
funk, and Balmerino's was nothing at alL 
Befides, the former was ccrtalinly a true Pe- 
nitent; and would furely have been bound 
by Principle and Gratitude to be faithful for 
the future. But doubtlefs the Government 
thought that fomething was due to Jufticc, 
which indeed the whole Englifb^ Nation aloud 
demanded, as the leaft Satis&dion that could 
be made them for what they had fuffered 
from a People, (i. e.) the Highlanders^ with 
whom they had lefs Gonneaton than with 
the Mn^cQMUSy Hurks or Tartars.

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it remains now to fay fometbing of jin^ 
thur Lord Balmerino ; but in Truth littic 
tan be faid on {o barren a Subjed,* for his 
Lordfhlp nevet made any Figure in the 
World, and was fcarce known till. he fejl 
into the Hands of the Go vernmeat^ Whea 
but a Child there appeared in hvn m.any 
early Symptoms of a ftubbom and froward 
Diipofition, which grew upcxi him with his 
Years. An early Impreflion being deeply 
ibmp'd in bis Mind^ in favour of the Che^ 
valier^s Pretenfions to the Throne, he be- 
came fb immoderately tczlous^ that many 
People whole Politics diflfer'd from his,thougl«: 
it unfife to be in his Company ; and indeed 
not without Reafbn, as will appear from the 
following Infiaace of his imprudent Zeal. 
He was once riding out in Company wit^ 
fome Gentlemen, among whom w^s ont'Clerk^ 
a Writer to the Signet ; a Man w^U- jflfedad 
to the Hamverim Succeffion, and a ftri^, 
tho* riot immoderate Presbyterian. They 
had all taken a Glafs very fociably together, 
und no Party Altercations had^beea ftartod 
<unong them* But at laft fbme,one acquaint- 
ed Mr. Elfhinftone (for he was -no JLordtiJl 
a little before the Battle of GuMen) with 
Mr. Clerk's Principles; whereupw^ ?s;thj?y 
were riding between Leith and MuJ/eilmrgify 
Et^hinftme &id to pne of 0s . KQ|ima(fls, 
*' What for a damned Sc6ur»Jrei. isvtbtt 
^ Ckrk?'' This was overhqaid* ;.^y dtnf^ 
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himfetf, who replied, " 'tis true, Sir, I am 
•^ not ^ Nobleman, but then I am no morfc 
*' a damned Scoundrel than you are/' On 
this fonie high Words arofe between them, 
^ and a Duel had probably enfued had they 
not been parted : On which Mr. Clerk quit- 
ted the Company. 

In the Year 17 15 we find Mr. Elphinjlone 
in the Quality of Captain in a Regiment of 
Dragoons; but he deferted the Service of 
George T. and went over to the Chevalier^ 
who made much worfe of his Undertaking 
than his Son has done 30 Years after, with 
nothing like the favourable Opportunities 
which the Father had. After the Ruin of 
his Matter's Affairs in that fame Year, Mr. 
Elfhlnfime went over to France^ where he 
tarried till the Year 1734, when his Brother 
obtained a Pardon for him, that he might re- 
turn to his Native Country ; which, how- 
ever, Mr. Arthur would not accept till he 
had firft ask'd the old Chevalier'^ Leave. 
This having obtained, with 110 Guineas 
paid him by his Order, he let out for Scot^ 
landy and lived ibmetimes in one Place, ibme- 
' times in another, till at lad he fettled at 
Leithy and had 80/. per Annum allow'd him 
by his Brothe^ : But, while here, he was fo 
far from endeavouring to live like a Gentle- 
man (which he might have done, as his Bro- 
ther, whole Heir Apparent he was, would 
have enabled him to do ioy by making him 

his 



his Companion, and cntcrtaiaing him daily 
at bis Table) that he lunfc below the Level 
of a creditable Tradeiman. The raoft tri- 
fling People about the Parliament Houfe,, 
fiich as Pettyibggers, and Hackney Writers, 
with, fome of the meaneft Inhabitants of 
Leith**^ thoV dtoubtlefe all Men of his own 
Principles, [were his deareft Companions ; and 
hence he greatly leffened the Regard his' 
Brother and his Sifter-in-Law might other- 
wife have had for him. In 1745 he joined 
the ChevalUr at Terth^ and afted as a Vo- 
lunteer at the Battle of Trejlon-^Tans : Af- 
ter which he was made Captain of the I-ife- 
Guards. In the Beginning of January fol- 
lowing, he became Lord Balmerino^ by the 
Death of his Brother, who is laid to have 
broke his Heart on Account of his Brother 
jirthur's having again appeared in Arms 
againft the Government. I have already 
mentioned his Surrender to Bandallachy and 
his being lent to London^ where his Fate is 
well known, as indeed it is in every Part of 
Great Briton. Therefore I flaall JOcAy ob- 
ierve^ that from the whole of his Conduft 
while in the Tower ^ elpecially after Sentence 
of Death, he feems to have feared nothing i^ 
much as not, to dye. He knew very well 
that the Imall Eftate which by his Brother's 
Death fell to him, was forfeited to the 
Crown, and confequently the only Source 
%vbence he could draw his Subflftance would 
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bt drained; fo that he muft inevitably fall 
into Poverty and Contempt : Wherefore fie, 
as it were, courted Death, and embraced it 
with Heafure : And perhaps with the more 
J^leafure, from the Refledtion that by thi» 
Means he filould at his Death make a great- 
er 'Figure than ever he had done m his 
Xife :- That thus he Ihould attain the Glory of 
Martyrdoirf in the Eyes of his own Party at 
leaft, and by his Behaviour in his laft Mo- 
ihents adorn a Life which had pals'd in the 
greateft Obfcurity. — I fiiall now return to 
the Chevalier^ whom we left in Badenoch^ 
under the Protedion of his faithful Clunie 
MTherfm. 

The News of the Execution of the two 
Lords was received by the Chevalier about 
the 29th of jiuguft. He fcem'd very deeply 
affcfted with their Fate ; and Ipoke pf Kil^ 
mstrnock with Pity, of Balmer'tno with the 
greateft' Warmth and AfFcftion, but of Crth 
marty with the utmoft Contempt. Juf| 
about this Time the Chevalier received an 
Invitation from Lochkl^ to repair to him, 
appointing a certain Cave for the meeting 
Place. Accordingly he with his few Atten- 
dants fetout one Evening about Twilight, 
and travelled all Night, drefled in the High^ 
land Habit, and wearing black Cockades, 
except the Chevalier^ who could not be pre- 
vailed with to put on that Part of the Dif- 
cuiff. When th^y arriyecj at tljc Place where 
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LocUel was/ they mutually embraced each 
iother J and without Lofs of Time, begun to 
iConfult on the moft likely Meana for facili* 
tating their Efcapc out oi Scotland. . 

After mature Deliberation, it was agreed 
that they ihould feparately repair to the Sea-* 
Coaft by diflferent Roads, and oblerve if any 
Ship from France IhouId appear, on boaid 
of which they might embark: That the 
Perfbn who fliould firft difcover any Ship 
fliould immediately go on board, and direft the 
Veffel how to proceed for the others ; and 
fet up a Signal agreed on, by which fee 
might be known. This beinjg fully fettled, 
they accordingly feparated, and march'd off by 
different Routs. The CbevaUer with three 
or four Attendants made for the Country of 
the MKenziies^ crofs'd that large TraA rf 
Lrand which belongs to them, and came t9 
KintMl. Here they enter'd the Houfc of 
one M'Rsj hoping for a kind Reception; 
but die Man, whether from a natural Chur* 
lifenefi % or from his Fear of betiig csdlkd 
to an Account concerning his Gueils, or froia 
bis Defire of having ibme Money put intci 
his Hands, received them but coldly, and 
told them, " he did not believe it was iafe 
" to entertain fuch <iuefts/' Hereupon the 
Chevalier left the Houle with very little 
Cereinony, and wpnt towards the Water-fide, 

in 
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gcnerom Spirit of the Weflern Highlanders. 
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in Hopes of meeting with hii fiiithful Boat« 
man M'Kinnan. But as no Boat appeared, 
he was obliged to wait fbr 48 Hours in tliir 
moft anxious Expedationu All Night he 
ihelter'd himielf oh the Sides of the Hills, fbr 
he never would flfecp two Nights in one Place, 
and in the Day Time he walk'd along the 
Shore, or fat down by the Sides of the Rocks. 
At laft MKinnon came with his Boat, apd 
meeting with the Chevalier embraced him 
with the moft afFeSionate Tendernefs: In- 
deed the then Circumftances of the unhappy 
Fugitive could not but raife Pity in every 
generous Breaft ; for his Linnea was very 
Ibul, and his Cloaths worn extremely^ by 
lying out in the open Air ; his Shoes were 
broken in the upper Leathers, and the Soles 
worn thro' : Add to all thi^j that he had the 
Itch ; whi*h iqight, in a great Meafure, be 
owing to his not being able to keep himfelf 
dean. However 'tis no great Wonder that 
this Diflemper ieized him in that Country, 
efpecially as he was red-h^r'd, and his Com- 
plexion white. While at Editdmrgh he did 
not {tern to be of a very whoMbme, or a very 
durable Conftituti<Mi j fo that it is the more 
furprifing that the Fatigue he underwent, 
with all the Anxieties of his Mind, had not 
^ greater Eflfed upon him. 

The Filher-Man, MLeod^ received him 
into his Boat with the greateft Satisfadion, 

afld eondufted him to the Houfe of a Gentle- 
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'man who gave him the heartieft Welcome^ 
fupplied him with Cloaths^ Linnen, Shbes^ 
and what other Neceflaries he wanted. And 
here he might have continued in undoubted 
Safety, but this he could not do for above 
a Day or two, on Account of his Agreement 
with Lochtel^ and thofe that were with him, 
when they feparated to look for a Ship. His 
next Removal was for the Ille of Sky^ after 
dtfmifling his other Attendants, and writing 
a Line to Lochiel^ informing him of his pre- 
fent Situation, and declaring his Refolution 
of purfiiing the Scheme agreed on at parting. 
Being come to Sky^ the Boat-Man conduced 
his Paffenger to his own Houfe, where the 
Chevalier was entertained with a fine hot 
Supper of frelh Fifh and Sauce, which is a 
noble Difti in the Scotch Highlands : He wa« 
alio accommodated with a clean, wholibmCy 
warm Bed, tho' compofed of no ^tter Ma« 
terials than Straw and good Blankets. 

It was how ^ut the 3d of Sept ember ^ 
and the Nights beginning to lengthen, were 
the more favourable to the Chevalier \ wt|p 
was defired to remain at the Fiflierman's 
HouCv -while his Hoft himfelf went with 
his Boa^ towards IJift^ to fee if any Vejflltl 
Was arrived in thofc rarts : For, (aid MKin^ 
non " Whether they be Englijb or French^ 
*' I run no Hazard by fpeafcing with them* 
" If they be Friends I Ihall be fure to con- 
^^ du& them to you, or elle inform them of 

** your 
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*' ^our Situation, and make them Stay till I 
^* bring you to them'* But this Propofaljiho*^ 
filutary and generous, was however rejeded; 
the Chevalier declaring, " That he would 
^^ not part from MKinnan^ and that he 
^ looked upon hw Boat as the beft Place of 
^ Safety. If, faid he, you leave me here 
^ you may never fee me again. The Englijb 
^ Men of War are not far to the Northward 
^^ of us, and who knows how loon they may 
^ ai^proach this Place/^ To this MLead 
tejrfied, that he was entirely devoted to the 
Chevaiier^s Pleafure, and was willing to ga 
wherever he ihould order: *^ Only, (aid he^ 
^ I wifti you may not repent rejeding my 
*' Pro£>ofaI." 

- Having taken in a little Provifions^ and 
»a Bottle of Ulqucbaugh, they fct fail for the 
'H^rris^ where they ftaid all Night, and next 
©ay fleered their Courfe for North-Uiffiy 
where they were kindly entertained. In 
t&ort, all the Day Time they fpent at Sea, 
■ind at Night took Care to get a Lodging in 
Hfiiidi Houfes, afjd Places of Retfcat, as the 

• Boat-Man kfiew oi^ Doabdefs the CheVM- 
-jSfer's ]>rris contributed not a little to fcrecn

'Brom.NortlhVift they fet fail for Ardna^ 
murchan^ where the Chevalier was of Opinidii 
he might fafely venture, on ±e Suppofitioii 
that, the Enemy would not keep fo Iharp a 
Look-out in a Coufttry they had, in a Man- 
ner, deftroyed with Fh:e and SWord. Iii 
about twelve Hours they arrived near the 
Place called MLearis Noji^ which lies near 
Cambufnageaulj and Mingry Gaftle. From 
hence the Chevalier defoed MKhndn to 
conduft him to ScaUifdah Bay in Mull \ " for 
" thcrc^ laid he, \^ may poffibly find fbme of 

my fekhful Friend^'' All that Night they 
&iled on, and next Morning iuiivcd at the 
Place intended. Hefe being appi^ehenfivc 
that he might be difcovefed, he let fail 
for 'Tobermory^ where they linded that 
Night, and Went ftrait to the youiig Laird 
of MKinnonts Hbule in Mmjnijhy whete* 
his Lady, a Sifter of Clanranaldh^ being 
then in one of her Intervals, for Ibitietimes 
ihe is crazy, * kindly received and entet- 
tained him. And here it appeared that the 
Chevalier's Fears were fat firom being wound- 
lefs J for the People of the Trial Sloop of 
War having Intelligence of him, failed to

^igence where he wa% they lent onjb Party 
to the Houie, while a Boat, well-man'd 
with Sailors fell down about tbrds Milci 
lower. Thefe landed in a Village (tHe l^Tamc 
of which I cannot recoUefl, tho' t fiaye))eejii • 
at it) which they iriftantly ferroundca| tfia^ 
they mught make fare pf him in Cafe he 
ikould be there. And now, in all Likeli- 
!hood, the Adventurer muft have beai taken 
after all his Efcapes, had not t^ady M^lKin* 
non's Maid furnifh'd him with Woman^^ 
tloaths, to which he was ajgain obliged for 
his Safety. In this Dilguife he pafs'd ilk 
Guard, in Company with the Lady an^ her 
Maid, who giave the Men Money lc?r;^Hcir.Ci- 
. Vility , inJetfing thsm ^u uii mo tencd. Thfe Cbe^ 
\n)alier and his Protedors haftned doWii to thit 
End oi Mull which is ncarcft to 6J?/4. where 
. a Boat, well-man y, was ready to receive 
him. in this Boat he went over to.CoHy, 
where he readily found Entertaipmerit, as 
the better Part of the Mand belonged to one 
MeUor MLean^ who held the twoEnds of it 
by Tack from the Duke of Argyle. But being 
purfued hither, the CA^'y^/i^r fledj in the 
feme Boat, to Egg \ whither bis rurfucrs 
alfo following him,, he removed from thence 
to Barra. But hither thev likewife followed i. 
and here he had certainly been taken, had 
not the Boat-Men brought up the Boat to a 
Place wbicb the EiMiny could not obferVe ; 
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and, the very Moment the King's Men land- . - 
cd, the others again put to Sea, and wafted 
the Chevalier over to South-U'tft ; and that 
very Night he went to the Harbour of Flotay 
where, to his inexpreflible Joy, he found a 
French Schooner, of about i8 or ao Tons^ 
that had been waiting for him. Befides the 
Chevalier this Veffel alfb took on board 
about fe ven Perfbns, who had been Partakers 
in his Advcrfity ; among thefe was his faith- 
ful and beloved Lochiel ; the others, except 
Capt. M^Leod and one M'Kinnony I could 
not get the Names of, nor is it material, as 
they were only private Men. The next 
Morning, viz. Sept. 17, they fet fail for Bou^ 
kgney and, after a few Days Paflage, arrived 
fafe in that Harbour, to the Amazement of 
all who law them. 
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
